TO THE 

PRINCE OF WATERLOO. 

Malmhury, Tdlk June, 1630 . 
May iTPLK\sEYouRHiaHNRsa, ^ 

When you took to your present office, 
I warned you of the difficulties that you 
had undertaken to encounter. I had 
previously made an offer of f/ty services 
in the same office ; and that offer hav- 
ing been rejected, or at least, not re- 
sponded to, it only remained to me to 
warn you, which 1 did, in three lectures, 
dated on the Kith and the S2jtd of Feb- 
ruary, and on the 1st of March, 1828. 
My main object was to convince you, 
that you would never be able to keep 
this system afloat, and that tlure was no 
possibility of carrying on the concern 
for any length of lime without a reform 
of the Parliament, In the course of my 
observations and arguments, I warned 
you not to rely on your military fame 
for carrying you safejy along in this 
new career ; I recommended to you to 
get, as soon as possible, the din of the 
Waterloo-shoutings out of your head ; 
1 told you that you would now hSve to 
do with an affair, wherein success would 
be attended with no hciat, and wherein 
defeat would bring on you reproaches 
general, bitter and lasting. In the way 
' of preface to the ma^er of in> lectures, 


I addressed you in the fpllowing words, 
of which in justice ta myself and my 
readers, remind you. , 

* Before i enter on my lecture; before 
“ I describe to you the state of your 
concern, and foretell, for about the. 
thousandth time, the upshot of it,' un- 
“ less you follow that advice which" I 
have given to your nine predecessors, 
** and vvhich I am about to repeat to 
“ you : before I do this, let me remind 
“you, l.That there is no danger, no 
“ difficulty, that you now experience, 
“ which was not foretold by me years^ 
“ ago; 2. That I hrve never been in 
“ error upon this the greatest of all sub- 
“jects; 3. That, therefore, it has been 
“ proved to the whole natiin, and, I 
may say, to the whole civilized world, 
that 1 understand tb's matter better 
not only than you, but than any other 
man; 4. And tlmt, therefore, 1 ought 
to be in the office that you are in, or, 
at the least; thaf you ought to listen 
to me with all possible attention and 
docility* To this I will add, that, as 
you have had you, victories, 1 am 
resolved to have mine ; and, think of 
“ it what you choose, the GRIDIRON 
“ as a badge of renown, will, I am per- 
“ suaded, be looked at with delight by 
“ millions of men, long after all your 
“ stars and garters, ^’d collars and crosses 
“ will have been totally forgotten. In 
“ your other career, I had no chance 
with you : you had the stare and the 
bawl of the empty-headed million : 
tney did not perceive that the ‘glories/ 
which you got for them, cost them 
‘ any thing. You, therefore, as long as 
‘ you stuck to the sword, were an ''bject 
‘ of their unmixed admiration. Now I 
‘\ave you more upon a level with m#* - 
‘ I could not dcaUin * glories’; but you 
‘and 1 are now Ao/A financiers; you 
‘ by your mice, and I by taste and 
‘ talent. \\ e are at issue too ; and th 
‘ whole world; aye, the whole of 
civilized world, is looking on. On 
two things ntust be: you it'* 

“ one of the most conceited .and

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of inanMid ; or, you must be one ot 
“ the most generous : for, as a* soldier, 
you were only safe, but c|i*the 
“ very pinnacle of eartli^ ; and, 
“ therefore, to venture on tins troubled 
“ sea of linnnee, and to takefto *«cA a 
“ concern too, ^rgues one oi^the other 
“ of the qualities of ^lichT have fast 
“ spoken. You may, perl^ps, thinks 
“ that you can fail in this new charac- 
“ ter without prejudice to your renown 
‘‘ in the other character. Sad error, if 
“ you adopt it ! On the contrary, your 
‘ failure here would take from \^u that 
‘ portion of fa»»^e which you may really 
^ merit as a general ! You wouUl hear 
‘ men like Sir John Sebright sing to 
‘ quite a different tune; and, in short, 

^ it was tjenerous i|^ you to hazard your 
‘ reputation thus ; to pledge it for the 
' fUii payment of the interest of the 
Debt, ayd that, too, not in assignats^ 
“ but in gold. This is what you stand 
“ pledged for : if you accomplish it, if 
•‘you pay for the ‘gloryMn fulh tale 
“ and in gold, f, even /, will join the 
•‘ well-dressed rabble in extolling your 
•‘ deeds; -but if you fail \ if you come 
to as5i^nfl/5 ; if you come io deduc- 
“ Hons; then I shall keep my extollings 
•‘ to myself.” 

If, Monsieur le Prince (for I reiilly 
do not know how to address you in 
English), you read this now, you must 
begin to think that I was right. Turn 
which way you will, difficulties stare 
you in the face. Sn ne call for an ab- 
rogation of the East India*Company*s 
charter ; others for an end to nfcgro- 
.slavery ; Russhi, France, ^and America, 
are gently shoving you on t of the Levant ; 
the French have invaded Africa, land 
evidently aim at Egypt; Spain is in 
close league with France to effect your 
^exclusion from the former, and, tout’- 
doucement, from Portugal ; Jonathan is 
in the Floridas and Mexico, and has his 
eye steadily fixed on^Cuba; the Bour- 
bons are in a state of botheration; 
Ireland is in a state of MIHf-starvation 
nd half-uproar; Jko O, by his mere 
oclamation, is tcausing the prices 
*e to fall thirty per cent; England 
tate of deep and ^general distress, 
ill many cases, unto actual starva- ,

lion; the Beer-bill, the Sugar-bill, the 
Irish Poor-law Bill, seem dying iff their 
birth ; andf from one end of the couptry 
to the other, all men are^ looking for 
some great and sweeping change in the 
I vdwle system of sway, while your niinis- 
j try seeia he brought ‘o a stand- still, 
not knowing which way to turn^ them- 
selves, what to do, or what to say, and 
finding themselves wholly unable to 
propose any remedy for any one ,T,\rt of 
the people which remedy shall not ruin 
some otiter class ! This is a mere out- 
line, an»imperfect sketch of the state in 
which you are; and in this state it is 
that a real opposition seems to be rising 
up against you even within the walls of 
the Parliament itself; and your old 
colleague, your “ dear flusKissox,” of 
whom we shall see more by-and-by, 
seems to be resolved to share the good 
things with you once more, or, to im- 
pede and expose you at every step. This 
is your situation, produced by your con- 
tempt of the warning given you by me. 
Now then, rea<1, if you never did before, 
the consequences which I predicted as 
certain to be the result of such con- 
tempt. 

“ The difficulties which you will 
“ now have to encounter, are not to he 
“ overcome by that promptitude in rfe- 
“ cision which it lias now become 
“ fashionable to praise : they are of a 
“ slow, a tedious, a tormenting charac- 
“ te^, and ^such as no courage, personal 
“ or moral, can make to bend to the 
“ will of the possessor of that quality. 
“ Your victories, if you be fortunately 
“ destined to gain any here, are followed 
“ by little ^clat, and elicit hut a very 
“ moderate portion of gratitude and 
“ admiration, even amongst the think- 
^ ing part of mankind ; wliile they will 
“ be completely overlooked, and pro- 
bably never heard of, by that descrip- 
“ tion of persons^ who followed shouting 
“ at your heels, upon your return from 
“ Waterloo. Not thus with your DE- 
“ FEATS, if you should be so unfor- 
“ tunate as to experience any. It is not 
“ here, as in war : it is not a*mere story 
" dressed up for the Gazette, all tlie 
“ disadvantages mollified; while, as a 
“ balance against discomfiture, round 
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“ assertions of superior force to cdhten^ £ver, made at a time like this, when 


‘‘ with, and of undaunted valour, are, ai 
pleasure, o[l|posed. You h|ve not hen 
** the national f)ri(ie, the patriotism o 
the good and sensible, and the vahitj! 
** of/ools, to make the best of the mat 
ter. It is nqt here a thousand or twi 
“ of men, mofe or less, killed or wound 
ed, A score or two of wagons or piecei 
of cannon, more or less, accidentally 
by unexpected circumstances., 
® captured hy the enemy : it is not here 

a town lost (and a foreign town too) 
“ by the heedlessness of a bombardier 
blowing up a bastion unwittingly, or, 
as at New Orleans, the army finding, 
'^when it marched up to storm the 
lines, the fascines forgotten 4o be put 
into the ditch. It is not, here, any 
of these 5 but it it millions of people 
of property, millions of families, made 
'' to suffer from one erroneous word or 
stroke of the pen. Fail in any point 
of this sort; adopt any measure that 
shall extensively affect the comma 
“ nity, let that effect be deeply mischiev- 
ous, and at once all the admiration of 
“ your Generalship is swept away* fpr 
“ ever, except amongst those who 
“ make no noise; away goes your name 
“ from the corners of the streets, and 
down comes your picture from the 
sign -posts.” 

There, Monsieur le Prince ! There is 
your doom, unless you make a reform, 
a real, radical reform of the Parliament. 
Your friend Huskjsson, whose mea- 
sures are fast transferring the manu- 
facture of woollens from England to 
France, Germany, and America, has 
taken advantage of the difficulties, 
created, in part by himself, and of the 
distress arising from that enormous 
weight of taxes which no one moie 
than he has helped to augment; he 
has taken advantage of these to make 
against you and your colleaeuc^ the 
charge oLunJitness to manage the affairs 
of the country. Such a charge, made 
in ordinary times, might have been 
laughed at, and would have brought, 
and as a reward to the accuser, nothing 
more than the usual observation, that^ 
he wanted loaves and fishes himself ; . 
but this charge, coxning from whomso- , 


every man, not living on tffa taxes, Is 
signing for a change of^ome sorr, is 
eageny listei^d to; and the general 
observation that your Ministry isun* 
\fit, and |hat it ought to be changed. 
You will, therefore, in all probability, 
either com to a stand^still, as Calonns 
and his people did, and as Huskisson 
well recolllcts ; or you will be obhged 
to let him, once more, come in with his 
group, flushed with triumph, to take a 
share in the powers, honours, patronage, 
and omoluments of the concern; to 
have anotheitmeal before the mangled 
joint js snatched away.' He has made 
his attack Very judiciously ; he has hit a 
teller place ; he has begun in a part 
where his triumph is certain ; and that 
is a great thing : a thing well begun is 
half done; aye, and much more ihfijf.. 
half. Fairness would say,^ lhat the 
embarrassments amidst whiefi you are, 
arise from the measures of others, and 
particularly from that very measure, the 
Small-note Bill of 1826, of which Hus- 
kisson was one of the authors ; fairness 
would say, tliat you were not the author 
of this bill which* is producing the 
nick-system^ the sweeping away *oP^ 
inanuf^icturers, the ruin and the starva- 
tion which pervade tne kingdom from 
one end of it to the ocher ; but from 
Huskisson you had nofeoto expect fair- 
ness. His long experience in the details 
if finance enabled him to lay hold of 
he poor feeble filings that you have 
about you^and to' shake them half out 
of tbeir senses ; and this he did in the 
ugar^debate, so completely, that no 
nan expect/ that with'^theni you will 
le able to ^proceed. The conclusion of 
lis sermoHy ' as Dr. Black calls U, 
vas, as the Doctor says, “ hard hittiny^* 
To be sure, it was rather harsh for a 
ermon \ and especially the coneftRion : • 
I implore the right honourable Gentle- 
man,’* he said, ** to consider the«»«»fi- 
seqiiences which result from these 
discffssioQS, and from this continual 
alteration of opinions ; its effect has 
been to suspend all trade at this, tfaa 
most active, period of the y^ar. I am 
now standing here as the representa- 
tive of; 1 admit in a general case, jdl 
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‘‘’tlie interests of the country : but I 
am also the immediate repre^ntative 
of the sec6<«^id great commercia1%t8wn 
in this empire ; and I ^eak the opi- 
“ nions of the great portion of the ex- 
tensive and important interests of that 
** great emporium of comm^)CC, of all 
those closely bound in connexion 
the West Indian coloni^^ when I 
say, that this system of indecision 
** and of experiment produces the great- 
est alarm, inflicts serious injuries on 
commerce, and is calculated to un- 
y settle all the transactions botween 
man and man. Only* look at the 
** spectacle which has been produeed by 
the way that Government have pro- 
ceeded with the spirit duties, 
hear.) When tjje right honourable 
** Gentleman proposed to lay a duty of 
' 'Oiic^shilling on British spirits, orders 
“ were o^^ course sent out to the West 
Indies to make more rum and less 
sugar. Is it nothing to those interests 
** to have declarations emanating^rom 
a Government like this, taken up and 
** abandoned without system, foresight, 
‘‘•or consideration ? Look at the course 
“ that it pursued with regard to other 
articles. Three months ago it was 
“ announced thaUthe growth of tobacco 
“ in this couiV^ry would be encouraged 
under certain regulations. Orders 
‘‘ were of courke sent out to America to 
“ stop the Importation of tobacco in 
“ anticipation of this change. Now, 
“ however, comes a determination that 
‘‘ tobacco shall not ue greavn in this 
“ country ? We cannot manage thC ex- 
“ tensive and ^^eomplicatec^ transactions 
“ of Government m the same manner 
“ as we would manage an army, and put 
^ forth a law one day as a kind of ad- 
vanced guard, which may be ordered 
to ^rgw back the next** 
if such be his preachings, you, I dare 
say, would ^ij>h him to “ implore ** a 
liuie more, and preach less. Though 
he has some mercy, too ) he signifies 
his ho'j^e j he, like the Scotch l^resby- 
terian parson, does not condemn to ab- 
solute destruction. f “ Tak ’em, gu(}e 
** Ood, and ahak em, shah em, oer the. 

" niooih o* heel ; but dinna ye let em 
"/a* iu/” NO; for if you fall in, it 


is all over with him too ; he is m the 
same boat, but at present you have the 
helm, your.crevv is revelling in liiimry, 
while he^s getting oifly a plain meal 
on an obscure bench. He is hardly fool 
enough to imagine, that he can get to 
the helm ; 4jut he may get better fare, 
and this he means to have. 

But will you let him into the*crew ? 
Will you, after resolving«that it “ should 
be no mistake,** take him back ? ^Uiere 
was a tijncie when a man in your place 
would, in case of such an attack, have 
taken away the assailant’s pensions, and 
have ousted him from bis scat. That 
time, howevei, is gone; and it really 
does seem, that you must take him in, 
or go out yourself, of which two it is 
difficult to say which would be the most 
mortifying, not tcTsay disgraceful. If 
you take kirn in, especially after he has 
cast this staring ridicule upon you; if 
you thus bend down before this farmer’s 
son and old Membre du Club qnaitre 
vingt neitf, you are gone in the estima- 
tion of all those who have hitherto cried 
you up as a man of decision, of nerve, 
of firmness of purpose ; and if the thing 
can be kept going for any length of 
time, he will daily rise above you, and 
will, at last, render you a mere cipher; 
if you go out yourself, your fate is still 
more certain, or at least your fall will 
be more rapid ; for then all the press 
will burst forth upon you at once ; all 
the evils of the country will be ascribed 
to your blunders ; military statesmen 
and financiers and princely Premiers, 
will become a standing jest ; those w'ho 
have been dn the habit of extolling you, 
will join in the laugh ; people will begin 
to count the immense sums you have 
received, and are still receiving, out of 
the taxes; and just as I predicted, 

“ away goes your name from the cor- 
“ ners of the streets, and down comes 
“ yor" i^^jcture from the sign-posts.” 

Such really appears to be your choice ; 
and difficult it is for you to choose. The 
high aristocracy hate Huskisson ; but 
they get little rent under you. In France 
they hated Calonne ; but he fed them 
with hope. That hope was soon found 
to be false , and this would be the case 
with our CalonnN^ but they begin to 
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despair of you ! And as to the people af ^ 
largely they sigh for a change of some 
sort or others hardly seeming to care 
wimt it is. Noshing couUr jpusklsson 
and his group do^ any more than you, 
for the real relief of the country. They 
coulfl not carry into effec^ eyen tlie 
measure aboulf the truck-system. They 
could <lo nothing without a radical re- 
form 'y and that they will not adopt. 
But their failure would not restore your 
repmStion; like Briicnnis you would be 
reckoned as one of those who had 
brought the country to ruin. It will 
not now require much time to show 
you> that you acted unwisely in taking 
on you your present office ; that you 
ought to have kept where you were; 
that this was an offic^for which you 
were not fit ; that you ought to have 
reformed the Parliament, and placed 
the people at your back ; in short, that 
you ought to have followed the advice of 

Wm. cobbett. 


BIG O’s PROCLAMATION. 

1 ALWAYS said, that Bio O, with his 
true Irish accent," would do nothing 
in Parliament; but I knew he could 
do sonietliing out of it, and he was 
advised and begged to do it ytany 
years ago! Let us, now, first sec 
the proclamation, an<l then the de- 
bate, which took place respecting it 
in 8ir .Iamks Graiiasi’s noblest assem- 
bly on earth." The proclamation, con- 
sisting of three paragraphs, is in the 
form of a, letter to the Editor of the 
Waterford Chronicle ; and is dated 
at London, on the 7th of June, 1830.^ 

“ My Dkar Sir, — You are quite right; 

“ the time is come when Ireland should 
“ one and all rouse itself to fling off the 
“ administration of ttie Duke of Wel- 
“ lington. He is, in my judgment, totally | 
unfit for the office of Minister. A por- j 
“ tion of Ireland, organized by the Ca- j 
tholic Association, of whom fourteen 
hundred were Protestants, forced him 
“ to grant emancipation ; but he granted^; 
it with the worst grace possible. He j

« added to it the disfranchisement of 
the forty-shilling freeholders, thesup- 
‘ piession, or rather attemjj^t at suppres- 
‘ sion, of the monastic orders, and the 
‘ insult to dtr J^isbops ; add to these 

* that despotic law which has author 
“ rised tne Lprd Lieutenant to issue his 
“ Ipte Pftiplamation. •In the annals of 

legislation, there never was so un- 
“ constitutional a law. How he was 
“ compelled to emancipate is well 
“ known ; but he threw as much bitter- 
“ ness into the cup as he possibly could- 
“ I rgally think that he hates or dc- 
'"spises Jrelarifl. His powers, too, of 
reasoning, appear to me to be of the 
“ lowest class. He is quite the Com- 
mandcr-in-Chief of the Ministry, and 
‘ rlhes the men who have the littleness 
‘ to act with him With a sway almost 
' despotic. I think his foreign pojjcy 
‘ of the worst possible description, and 
‘ that the tendency of his public mea- 
‘ sures is all towards arbitrary sway- 
^ It^is, in short, essential to the peace 
^ an*d prosperity of these countries that 
^ we should liave i^nother Minister. 

As to Ireland', the insulting and in- 
‘ sane attempt to increase the taxation 
‘ at such a period of deep distress-as«» 

^ the present, is a proof of utter, total 
‘ ignorance of our situation, or 

‘ total disregard for our wants. The 
^ hour, therefore, is coia^t when every 
‘ effort sliould be made to press on the 
‘ administration of the liable Duke* 

‘ This is the very time to attack his 
‘ Governrtjmt iif every legal and con- 
^ sututional way. I very much approve 
‘ or your system of securing a gold cur- 
rency for treland. If gold be good for 
‘ England as a medium of excha^e, it 
ought to be equally good for thelrish. 
Indeed, it is a very formidable ad- 
vantage that the English have oviy 
us in this, that their currerwpj^is of ^ 
actual value as an article of commerce, 
being gold, and that we Irish slj/jiild 
“ have no other currency than mere 
“ paper, in itself, as an article of, coin- 
“ merSb, of no kind of value whatsoever. 

It is too bad that the welfiire of 

* Ireland should Ue tiuis postjioned, as 
“ it were, to serve England. It seems, 

“ therefore, a duty to rouse the peoplo 
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^‘•to effectuate the necessary change. 
“ by cailiny for gold for every pouna 
^^noie. A lu^n who has a pound ^ote 
“ may surely as well have a sovereign. 

A thousand accidents V>iay make the 
“ pound note not worth There is 
nothing which can possibly (ender the 
sovereign worth less than anc^et 
me tell you that it may again become 
“ worth 30j. of the then cuK ency. Call, 
“ therefore, on the people, the honest,* 
unsophisticated people, to send in the 
bank-notes of every descriptiony and to 
got gold. Take this as a measure of 
“ precaution every whet^.; let it spread 
far and near, and then at least we will 
be so far on a par with England.

Well said, Bio O ! A little uncharit- 
able, to be sure, towards the poor Prince 
of Waterloo ) but good and sound ad- 
vice 5 and it seems with excellent effect; 
for the noblest assembly” seems to 
have been most furiously vnraged at It. 
fhis is a most interesting mattery it 
seems to bid fair to produce, and it must 
produce, great good. Compared with 
this, what are^alf the measures of the 
“ noblest assenfbly,” vulgarly called the 
Collective Wis^lorn of the empire ! But 
before I proceed further, I muSt refer to, 
and make some extracts from, the de- 
bate in the “ noblest assembly.” This 
debate took place on the 2.5th of June^ 
on the presenting of a Petition JFrom 
the Rev. Sir Uarcourt Lees, Bart., 
by Mr- Trant, an Irishman and a Mem- 
ber for Dover.

A run had lately been made 
the banks of Ireland, in consequence 
“ of those machinations, the tranquillity 
“of country had been disturbed, 
and the people seriously inju^d by a 
“ great fall in the price of 6utter. The 
“ Hon. Member, in‘ presenting the petS- 
“ tion, called upon the Hon. Member 
for Clare to abetain from doing any- 


thing which might keep up agitation 
in Ireland, and which might majte the 
Catholjc Emancipation Act less pro- 
** ductive^df good than its friends/ an- 
“ ticipated.” What had this to do with 
Catholic or with Protestant ? It was an 
affair of money ; and what rigbf had 
any one to dictate to Bio O what he 
should, or should not, recommend as to 
this matter ! Bio O was not so indignant 
and scornful, in his answer, as 1 should 
have been 3 though it would havf been 
very difficult for me to abstain from 
laughing. He did, however, but in a 
manner too tame, assert his right to 
publish the proclamation; and in the 
course of his speech said, that “ Since 
“ he had been in the Ilnuse he did not 
iind much dftcouragement to address 
“ it on the subject of Ireland. He had 
“ brought under its notice the Sublet- 
ting Act and the Vestry Act, and had 
" found only apathy for what concerned 
** Ireland. The honourable and learned 
“ Member complained with some bit- 
terness of the apathy of the people of 
‘ England on the subject of Parlia^ 
^ mentarg Ref arm.' Finding this apathy, 
^ he thought he had a right to make

It has fre- 
quently correbted the English aristoc;- ^ 
racy, and in a remarkable manner, by * 
the American Revolution, which was ^ 
occasioned by the resentment of two 
men of great thlen?, ^ranklin and 
Paine. Frauklin, who had been a prin- 
ter, was, when the dispute began, a 
posi-masler in Philadelphia. He was 
sent to England humbly to remonstrate 
on the part of the colonies 3 but being 
treated with great insolence and disdain 
by \\{EDDEHbuRN, thcu Attorn^-Gene- 
ral, I belieVe, and by, the riouse of 
Lords, he, from that day, sought the 
separation which finally took place. 

At a time when the dispute had not 
attained any very great height, Paine 
induced the colonies to declare them-* 
selves independent. He had hesa an

he had got no redress 3 he had humbly 
sought a hearing from the Board of

Thus was that insolent aristocracy 
punished, in that memorable instance; 
and now it is that they are beginning to 
receive the due reward of their insolence. 
Paine and Franklin werp animated to 
the great deed by a motive partly com- 
posed of their just resentment; they 
indicted on haughtiness and ignorance 
and insolence, the punishment due from 
talent and spirit. «And did any'one ever 
hear me pretend to be free from this 
mixture of motive ? On the contrary, 
I have been constantly avowing it. I 
know my talent, I know what is due to 
me, 1 know the place allotted me by 
nature, by industry, by knowledge, by 
character ; and, being kept out of it, I 
resent the wrong. It signifies not 
vVhether I can or can not put my finger 
upon any particular individuals, nor do 1 
want to do it : the whole body do me 
wrong, and agahiSt the whole I have a 
right to dire£ my resentment in any 
lawful way, provided my efforts tend, 
besides, to the good of my country. It 
would be unjustifiable to pull down a 
minister ; for instance, if, by pulling 
him down, you injured the country ; 
but if, in pulling him do^n, you did 
good to> the country, you ;^ould rikve a 
right to value j'our triump'f more highly, 
if the minister were a man who had 
treated you with haughtiness. The 
whole of the oligarchy have thus 
treated you; and, therefore, you are 
fully, justified in making your resent- 
ment a part of the motive, to this act, 
which is so cl&rly good in itself. 

And now, O’Connell, if a change of 
Ministry lake place, are you to be again 
cajoled i You have found them all, 
Whigs and Tories, howevei" divided in 
other respects, coidially united in en- 
de;wours to muzzle and degrade you?

DEATH OF GEORGE IV. 

I HAVE room for nothing, on this sub- 
j ct, beyond the mere formal documents, 
relating to the death of the King, and to 
the proclaiming of his successor ; but, 
disclaiming and reprobating the base 
maxim, that we are “ to say good or 
nothing of the dead;*' that is to say, 
that we are to praise them, or not to 
say any thing about them at all} holding 
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in abhorrence this base maxim, as the 
enem/ of Irutji and virtue, and of all 
that ouglit to be held dear amongst 
men,* 1 cannot, even now, * let this 
occasion pass, without observing, 
that, as a son, as a husband, as a father, 
and especially ^as an adviser* of •young 
meUy I deem it my duty to say, that, on 
a review of liis whole life, I can find no 
one thing to speak good of, in either 
the oanduct or character of this King ; 
and that, as an Englishman, I should be 
ashamed to show my head, if I were not 
to declare, that I deem his reign ^includ- 
ing his regency) to have been the most 
unhappy, for the people, that England 
has ever known, since it first bore that 
beloved and formerly- honoured name. 
In the next Register 1 will attempt a 
sketch of the transactions of his reign, 
and of the part which he, as Prince and 
King, took in those transactions. 

The following letter was sent to the 
Lord Mayor on Saturday morning : 

“ Whitehall, June 26, 1830. 

“ My Lord, — If' is my most painful 
duty to inform you, that it has pleased 
Almighty God to release his Majesty 
from his sufferings. His Majesty 
died at about a quarter past three 
o'clock this morning. — I have the 
honour to be, my Lord, your Lord- 
ship's obedient and faithful seervant, 

' “ Robert Peel.” 

The Lords of the Privy Council as- 
sembled at St. James's Palace, and gave 
orders for proclaiming his ])re»ent Ma- 
jesty, who made a declaration to them, 
and caused all the Lords and others of 
the late King’s Privy Council, who were 
then present, to be sworn of his Ma- 
jesty's Privy Council. 

PROCLAMATION OF HIS MAJESTY. 
Monday being appointed for the pro- 
clamation of llis Majesty William IV., 
the heralds and other persons whose 
duty it was to ofRciate on the occasion, 
assembled at an early hour at St. 
James's Palace. 


• In tl^^ course of the morning the 
courj: of the Royal residence became 
crowded with carriages of the nobility 
and Ministers #f State, ai\d the adjoin- 
ing streets were filled with spectators. 

The wftither was extremely favoiir- 
abl|, and atprodigious multitude thronged 
I the streets through which the cavalcade 
was expected to pass. It is seldom that 
such an immense mass of people is seen 
collected together. 

Shortly before 10 o'clock ITis Majesty 
arrived at the Palace, from Hushy-park. 
The KTng was/utired in deep mourning, 
and wore a blue sash over his left 
shoulder. His Majesty was received by 
the Dukes of Cumberland, Sussex, and 
Gloucester, Prince Leopold, the Duke 
of Wellington, &c. # 

Every avenue and situation in ti^e 
neighbourhood of the Palace was 
crowded with individuals desirous of 
witnessing the approaching ceremony. 
Seldom or never has so vast a concourse 
been congregated in the Park and im- 
mediate vicinity of St. James's. 

Precisely at* ten o'clock the Park and 
Tower guns having been fired by sig- 
nal, Sir George Nayler, Garter King at ' 
Arms, read the proclamation, announc- 
ing the accession of Hft Majesty, 

During this ceremony, His Majesty, 
surrounded by his illiistAous relatives, 
and all the great officers of State, pre- 
sented himself to the view of his sub- 
jects at the Palace window. As soon as 
he was recognized, the air was rent with 
acclamationl^ The King appeared 
greatly affeeP^d by this spontaneous and 
unanimous burst of enthusiastic loyalty 
and attachment, and acknowledged the 
.attentions of his people by repeatedly 
bowing. Those who were fortunate 
enough to secure a position near tlie* 
Palace observed that the King waS af- 
fected even^to tears. • 

The gates of the Palace having been 
thrown open, the procession moved for- 
ward, the life guards who accompanied 
it brandish hig their swords, Jind the la- 
difs in the balconies and windows of the 
houses contiguous waving their hand- 
kerchiefs, amidst a tempest of cheers 
from the multitude, who took off thw 
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hats and shouted, Long live King 
Wil//am rv." 

At ten o'clock the processiorp ifegan 
to wove amid the ro^ of the Park 
guns, and the scarcely less noisy accla- 
mations of the multitude. ^ 

Oil its arrival at Charin^cross^the 
procession moved in the following 
order : •

It is difficult to conceive any thing 
fiiore imposing than the appearance of 
Chari ng-cross and its immediate vicini- 
ty on the approach of the procession. 
The streets wene lined with spectators 
in thousands, •coaches and vehicles of 
every description choked the way, and 
the houses frXm basement to roof were 
crowded with persons anxious to witness 
and offer the tribute of their cheer to 
the passing pageant. The ringing of 
the church bells, the discl«rge of ord- 
nance, and the shouts of tfte multitude, 
added greatly «to the exc/ement of the 
occasion. ' From the Opera-house to 
Charing-cross every position that af- 
forded the chance of a view of the cav- 
alcade was occupied by clusters of 
*huo2gn beings, and the whole scene 
presented an extremely animated ap- 
pearance, the^ay dresses ofthe females 
not having been as yet superseded by 
the sombre garb of mourning. 

The procession having halted, the fol- 
lowing proclamation was rend : — 

“ Whereas it hgth pleased Almighty 
Oo(l to call to his mercy our late Sovoi' 
reign Lord King Georgi the Fourth, of 
Irfessed memory, by .whose decease the 


• Imperial Crown of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ijeland, 19 solely 
and rightfully come to the High and 
Mighty «Prince William, Duke of Cla- 
rence 5 we, therefore, the Lords Spiri- 
tual and Temporal of this realm,, being 
here aesisked with thosewof his late Ma- 
jesty’s Privy Council, with numbers of 
other principal gentlemen of 'quality, 
with the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Citizens of London, do now hereby, 
with ope voice and consent of tongue 
and heart, publish and proclaim that the 
High cfnd Mighty Prince William, Duke 
of Clarence, is now, by the death of tlie 
late Sovereign, of happy memory, be- 
come our only lawful and rightful Liege 
Lord William the Fourth, by the Grace 
of God, King of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, Defender of the Faith (and so 
forth). To whom we acknowledge all 
faith and constant obedience, with all 
humble and hearty afifection, beseech- 
ing God, by whom Kings and Queens 
do reign, to bless the Royal Prince, 
William the Fourth, with long and 
happy years to reign over us. 

“ Given, &c. 

“ God savcrthe King.” 

At the conclusion, the air was rent by 
cries of “ Long live King William,” 
and handkerchiefs were waved in a 
manner the most loyal and enthtisiastic. 
The procession then moved slowly 
along the Strand towards Temple-bar, 
the gates of which were closed, accord- 
ng to custom. On a herald demanding 
admission in the name of King William 
IV., the gates were opened by the City 
Marshal, who conducted the herald to 
he Lo^d Mayor, who, attended by the 
Sheriffs and other municipal authorities, 
awaited in their carriages the approach 
of the cavalcade. At the end of 
Jhancery-lane, the proclamation was 
gain repeated, and the dwellers east 
►f l^Efiple-bar afforded satisfactory 
ividence that their lungs and loyalty 
tvere as strong as those of the inha- 
bitants of the court end of the metro- 
Jdlis. 

At Wood-street, Cheapside, the pro- 
clamation was also read, and again at 
the Royal Exchange, under circum- 
stances prcci9ely similar to those already 
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described. The last proclamation took 
place ift Aldgat^. At the conclusion of 
each proclamation, God •save the 
King'^ was played by the state band, 
and the assemblage displayed the ut- 
most enthusiasm. 

Throughout 4he whole of 4he ^ine of 
road, the windows and tops of the 
houses were filled with spectators : 
every spot that commanded a bird's-eye 
view*«f the procession was crowded, 
and the streets presented an igomen.^e 
mass of living matter. The procession ^ 
was splendid without being gorgeous or | 
extravagant. The assemblage attracted j 
by it was immense, the Strand from j 
Charing-cross to Temple-bar presented | 
the appearance of a sea of heads | and j 
we may say that few public ceremonies 
within the memory of the present gen- 
eration have been received with more 
distinguished marks of enthusiasm and 
interest.

King^*',*the sophisticating Scotch feelo- 
sofer says, may, if he be a good hus- 
band, dispemej in this country, with 
many virlues” That is to say, if he 
be but a good husband^ he may safely be 
a bad King.** ,Now in the grst^ilace. 
Doctor Black iftay know of good men 
who a.re*bad husbanda ; 1 never yet knew 
one, in the whole course of my life. 
But d(;^we find, has it ever been found, 
that a man's being a good husband has 
been an apology for any offence that 
be may have committed ? Do we sell 
to a good husband cheaper than to a 
bad one ? We deem his character better; 
we deem him more worthy of trust and 
confidence 3 and so we ought 3 but as to 
all matters in which we have concerns 
with him, we judge him by his acts. 
To say that men will suffer quietly op- 
pression from a king because he is a 
good husband, is to say that they do not 
mind the bite of the viper, because it is 
fond of its mate. In short, the position 
is false 3 and there is no foundation for 
the assertion, mat a man’s being a good 
husband has a tendency to enable him 
to be, with impunity, bad in other re- 
spects. 

If this doctrine of the Scotch Doctor 
were true, what a shame that for so 
many siges writers and orators have 
been abusing poor Heliogabalus, for 
instance.

At the end of about 
two yei&rs and eight months, this 
wreteb«was killed by his own soldiers, 
dragged throu^ the city and cast into 
the Tiber, like a dog. How cr^el and 
unjust ! For, according to Doctor Black, 
he was th^very man of all men to be an 
Emperor, giving so many warnings to 
his peo|||ie, and those warnings so very 
striking The people must necessarily 
detest him 3 he must necessarily be un*» 
popular 3 and, therefore, his example 
must necessarily operate as a warning 
to his )ieople3 and yet, Suetonius calls 
him a monster.* Again, therefore, Isay, 
that to Heliogabalus, Doctor Black 
would have been a perfect treasure. The 
Romans had, apparently, no best pos- 
sible public instructer/* and, therefore, 
poor Heliogabalus has been cursed in«- 
stead of praised for so many genera- 
tions. 

But if bad example in a King is to 
have such an excellent effect upon the 
morals of his people 3 if his being a bad 
husband have a tendency to make him a 
better King, what a blessing it must be 
if all the parsons were bad husbands 
What a fine thing to see every parson 
of a parish kicking his wife out of doors 
and sending fellows to^hunt her about 
the country ! This wopld certainly 
make the parson unpopular 3 and then 
his example would act a9a warning to 
his parishioners.” if good in the par- 
son, good to a certainty in the heads of 
families in the parish. The father of 
each family being a bad husband, must 
be a |Hrodigi(ms blessing 3 for it would 
make the chi\iren hate bim to u cer- 
tainty, and therefore his example would 
act as a warning. So that, we come to 
this at last 3 bpre we have the upshot of 
the Doctor's doctrine, if 1 had a son 
addicted to drunkennesi, the way to cure * 
him would be, to let him see me, d£ily, 
beastly drunk myself. 1 Amember the 
time when the feelosopher actualiy 
praised sluttishness and filthiness in 
bouses i he has several times put forth 
things nearly as contrary to common 
seilke 3 but his presen^ doctrine is truly 
{^^mnable : disgraceful to the press and 
disgraceful- to the country in which the 
sentin^ts are printed and pubUshod* ^

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The Doctor chooses to sayithat the 
Emperor Luopold was regarded 
throughout Europe as a model (A‘ Sove- 
reigtH, though he wasi:;i very bad hus- 
band. Ir question the Doctor’s authority. 
Jt is very easy for him to sav'this of the 
Emperor Leo[)old. 1 have Uved if^^ the 
world as long as the Doctor^ and 1 never 
in my whole life heard this pfodigate 
fellow’s name mentioned with honour. 
So that this argument of experience is 
not wortli a straw ; we know nothing 
about this Emperor Leopold 5 all the 
Sovereigns that we do know any thing 
of, and who are of this character, afford 
us no reason for believing. that the Em- 
peror Leopold was a model to be imitated. 

•There is another position of the Doc- 
tor, tlie truth of >vliich I deny ; namely, 
that the public have “ notliing to do 
vPith the private life ” of a king any 
more than with tliat of otlicr men.” 
Suppose I were to grant that we have 
nothing to do with it more than with 
that of other men ? The Doctor would 
not gain mucli by such assent on my 
part ; for ilie public have a groat deal 
to do with the private character of every 
man, if that man be to be k(^)t by the 
public. Have the public nothing'to do, 
pray, with the private character of ma- 
gistrates, judges, parsons } and, in short, 
with that of all persons employed and 
paid by it. oluill a man sit upon the 
bench and punish people for drunken- 
ness, swearing, bastardy, when he is a 
notorious drunkard, swearer, and has- | 
tardizer himself, and shall^^he public be 
said to have nothing to d^. with his pri- 
vate character ; or, is hi.s. oad character, 
like that of a king, to act as a warnwg, 
Jind, therefore, to be deemed a good to 
the community? This ^is monstrous 
doctrine, indeed^ What ! here we have 
a king maintained at an expense truly 
procligious ; we are to deem his per.spn ! 
sacred; Ave are to deem every, word ! 
that comes from his Wps gracAons ; lie is •' 
to issue a proclamation enjoining on, us 
to abstain from vice and immorality 3 he 
is to call on all who are in r.uthority un- 
der him to punishiUs for our immo^i- 
ties and vices ; and yet we are to le 
told that we have nothing at all.to do 
yith his private life ! ^ 
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The Ddetor, ingenious in finding ex- 
cuses, says, that “ great aiiowanccs '^ are 
to be iii.'iile for the English Royal Fa- 
mily, 0*1 account of the “ cruel law ” 
which restrains them as to free choice 
in marriage. Now, in tlie first .place, 
j wh«'it is thtat cruel law ?/ It is this : that 
I they cannot marry, legally, Avithout the 
consent of the reigning king. This ap- 
])lies to all persons whatsoever who are 
under age ; and, in every case< Avhere 
there i§ considerable property, we know 
Avell that, in effect, the father has a con- 
trol o\er his children in regard to their 
marriage ; and that if they marry 
against his Avill, they suffer for it in one 
Avay or another 5 and yet, I believe, that 
fbw persons are to be found so destitute 
of sense and of principle as to attempt 
to justify a profligate life in Avoman or 
in man, merely because the father or 
the mother has exercised their jmwer 
I cither in refusing or assenting to the 
I marriage of the parties. We do not 
make these great allowances ” in com- 
mon life ; and still less ought wc to 
make them Avith regard to the children 
of kings, Avho are maintained at the 
public expense, and Avhose duty it is to 
rc.strain themselves from doing any 
thing injurious to the public morals. 
They are maintained in a life of ease, 
splendour, honour, enjoyments of evciry 
description: they have no cares, either 
for the present or the future. Bad sea- 
sons, loss of trade, none of the changes 
I and chances of life affect them ; if they 
have children, they are at once provided 
for on the moment of their birth ; free 
from taxes, free from tolls ; free to go 
whither they like; the whole country 
lies open before them, and all its good 
things are at their command ; and, is it 
too much in return for all this, that they 
refrain, by compulsion, if not otherAvise, 
from contracting matrimonial alliances, 
the vfFact of Avhich might be to disturb 
the peace of the ctimtry ; and are they, 
merely because th^are thus restrainelrl, 
to lead a life oLprofligaev and prostitu- 
tion ; and are tnere to be found best pos- 
sible public instructers to apologize for 
their leading such life ? The Doctor al- 
ways forgets one thing, and th4t is, that 
princis and princesses are not cQmpelled 
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to continue to he princes and princesses ! 
There* is no law (f 6 r that would be a 
cruet law indeed) to compel 4 ,hcui to 
eoniiime to be princes and pij licenses. 
If they do not like the law that inter- 
feres ^witji their matrimonial affairs, 
there *is no la^y to compel t^en^^to re- 
main under its*pf>wer. They may be- 
come citizens of other slates whenever 
they choose. 'J'here is, therefore, no 
force. While they remain they tacitly 
g:ive ^eir assent to the condilions on 
whicli they are treated us princes and prin- 
cesses. Therefore, there are n<)»allow- 
iinces to be made for them more than for 
the rest of man and woman kind. 1 am 
not saying' or insinuating* that they 
themselves put forward a claim to suoii 
allowances, or that they stand in need of 
any such apology as that whicli the 
Doctor offers j but I object to the prin- 
ciple wliich he lays down, and which no 
man can’ attempt to maintain without 
using arguments the result of which 
must be that, in order to maintain t)ie 
morality of the nation, you must get rid 
of^very thing belonging to royalty. If 
the Doctor have this conclusion in view, 
that is another matter 5 only it would be 
better were he frankly to avow it. 

But there is another part of this culo- 
gium of Pkel, and this seconding of the 
Doctor, which we must by no means 
overlook. Peel tells us that we have 
enjoyed great blessings during the reign 
of the late King ; that that reign, in- 
cluding the Regency, was glorious^ with 
regard t<i affairs abroad, and mild and 
beneficent with regard to the people, 
and this mildness and beneficence was 
owing to the mild and generous*character 
of the King. Brougham, upon the same 
occasion, said that which I must give 
in his oivn words ; for nobody can ex- 
press his meaning so well as himself, or 
rather twistup a meaning in such aman- 
ner as for it to look three or four ways 
at once. He is retried to have said, 
that the reign of ps late Majesty had 
“ been one of vneommon brilliamy ; and 
** he begged leave to safj in his numble 
opinion, that according to his sense of 
“ that reign, in as far as regarded the 
“ prosperity af the country, and the long 
mainteniiMc^ of peace, that his Majesty I 
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j had presided vHth a firm and welUve- 
I “ gulaleaand salutarymiudovevihc ira- 
j “ p(t^timt duties he had to discharge, in 
j “ relation la thy intenutl policy and con^ 
“ diiion of the country,'' 

^Vhat ilb may mean by a salutary 
mind I ca^jiiot tell, unless it mean to ex- 
pres* at oiTcc a hope of being Lord 
Chancellor qm\ a fear of not being it. 
However, if this mean any thing, taking 
it altogether, it means that the King s 
reign, including the Regency, was bril- 
liant with regard to foreign nations and 
the rojMitatijon of the«country, and that 
it was prospert)us with regard to our 
domestic concerns. These are the two 
propositions expreesed hy this great 
moniiifui of words ; and every man of 
common information must know, that 
they are both FALSE; and, as old Bl- 
Icnborough said in his place in the House 
of Lords, as hclL Doctor Black 
backs the falsehoods of Peel,iuid asserts 
that “ certainly his Majesty’s reign was 
mild and benelicent.^’ The best way to 
put dowm falsehoods like these is to re- 
cite, just to sti^te shortly, a few of the 
transactions of this reign and Regency 
The Regency began, in fact, in 1810. 
So that we have had just twenty years 
oPthis mild and benehcjgnt government, 
mildness and beneficency. Peel says, 
arising from the mild and generous Cha- 
racter of his Majesty ; in ^reat pai% at 
any rate : doubtless a part of the mild- 
ness and beneficence must have been as- 
cribable to those kind souls Ellenbo- 
rough, Gibbs^ Percival, Jenkinson, Can- 
ning, •Addington, the Scotts, Castlc- 
reagh, and si\ forth j b\)t Peel insists 
that the mildness and beneficence of 
the reign ought chieliy to be ascribed 
to the mild and generous character 
of his Majesty. Suppose, then, we 
state a few facts, which even Peel and • 
his desperate Scotch backer-on Will 
nil attempt to deny. Suf^mse we state 
a few of ih facts ; suppose we call up 
before us%ome of the proofs of the 
mildness and beneficence of the reign, 
just stejiping back a little into a few 
years before the reigi^began. In short, 
]§t\is put upon paper, without much re- 
gard as to the order in whicli they stand, 
some notorious facts relative to the life

and reign of this King; beginning at the | 
time when he became of age ; and let us 
number these facts or propositibdE^ so 
that we may refer to them, if necessary, 
another time. 

1. That, when he becamd of age, in 
17B3, he had an allowance front, his 
father out of the Civil List, of fifty ' 
thousand pounds a year, mere than eight 
times as much as is allowed to the chief 
magistrate of the United States of Ame- 
rica. 

2. That, in 1787i his father applied 
to the Parliament to pay off debts which 
the son had contracted ; that his Ma- 
jesty the then King told the Parliament 
that he had a well-grounded expectation 
that the Prince would avoid contracting 
any debts in future j and that the Prince 
had given him the fullest assurances of 
his determination to condne his future 
expenses within the income. 

3. That, hereupon, the Parliament 
voted the sum of one hundred and sixty- 
one thousand, one hundred and nine 
pounds, to pay off the debts, the King 
having assured the Parliament that this 

" should be the last application of the 
kind. 

4. That, in 1795, another application 
was made to Pfirliament to pay off an- 
other mass of debts, amounting to six 
hundred and thirty-nine thousand, eight 
hundred anA ninety pounds ; and that 
this sum was voted also j but in con- 
nexion with, and making part of^ a mar- 
riage settlement, 

5. That he was married in the mtnth 
of April, 1795; and in the next year, his 
wife and he Jived in s<&parate houses, 
and had separate establishments. 

6. That, in 1820, his wife was prose- 
cuted by a bill of pains and penalties, 
the proceedings in and the result of 
which Peel and Doctor Black include, 
doubtless, amongst the instances of the 
mildness anu beneficence of the reign. 

7- That one million and a half of 
money has recently been voted out of 
the taxes for the purpose of building 
and of altering palaces, while the na- 
tion is in a state ,9f the deepest distl^ess, 
while the Irish people are in a state r»p- 
proacblng laabsolute famine, and while 
e.several ‘ persons have been actually 


starved to death within a very short 
distance of these palaces. 

8. That with regard to mildness^ the 
jails have seldom been, until very lately, 
without containing scores of men shut 
up for imputed libels on the King or 
his Govemment; that 'many men have 
suffered most severely for imputed libels 
on himself personally; that amongst 
these, Messrs. Leigh and John Hunt 
were imprisoned for a long period; 
had each a heavy fine on his head, and 
being two brothers, and it being neces- 
sary fbr them to communicate together 
in order to carry on their business, they 
were shut up during the whole time in 
separate jails, as a proof, no doubt, of 
the mildness and generosity of the 
reign. 

9. That, during this reign, including 
the Regency, the new Treason-law was 
re-enacted ; the law making it death to 
seduce soldiers was re-enacted; the 
Corn-bill, that odious monopoly was 
enacted ; the law making it transporta- 
tion for seven years for being in the 
flight in pursuit of game was enacted, 
and most rigidly enforced, giving to 
the magistrates themselves the power 
at the Quarter Sessions to transport 
men for seven years for this offence. 

10. That, during thi^ mild and bene- 
ficent reign, the new trespass-law was 
passed, enabling any justice to send a 
man to Jail for merely setting his foot 
on another man’s land ; but if a tres- 
passer came with dogs, horses, guns, 
being a qualified man, the injured party 
could not touch him, no justice had 
power over him, and the suffering party 
must seek redress by an action at law. 

.11. During this reign, an act was 
passed to- make it felony to take an 
apple from a tree^ and to make the 
party liable to all the pains, penalties, 
and infami''s of felony.

DISSOLUTION OF PAIILIAMI^NT. 

On Thursday, the ^J9tb of June, the fol- 
lowing message was delivered to the two 
Houses of Parliament from the King - 

“ TVIULIAM, r. 

The King feels assured that the 
“ Hous^of Lords entertains a just sense 
** of the loss which his Majesty and the 
‘ country have sustained by the death 
’ of the late King, his Majesty’s la- 
^ Diented brother, and that the House 
' of Lords sympathises with his Majesty 
in the deep affliction in which his 
Majesty is plunged by this mournful 
event. The King having taken into 
his serious consideration the advanced 
period of the Session, and the state of 
the public business, feels unwilling to 
recommend the introduction of any 
new matter, which, by its postpone- 
ment, would tend to the detriment of 
the public service. His Majesty has 
adverted to the provisions of the law 
which decrees the termination of Par- 
liament within an early pencil after 
the demise of the Crown, and his Ma- 
jesty being of opinion that it will be 
most conducive to the general con- 
venience and to the public interests of 
the country to call, with ns little de- 
lay as possibler, a new Parliament, his 
Majesty recommends to the House of 
Lords to^make such temporary pro- 
vision as may be requisite for the 
public service in the interval that may 
elapse between the close of the pre- 
sent Session and the assembling of a 
new Parliament.*' 

Upoathe address in answer to this 
messtge^ there was a good deal of de- 
bating .jn the House of Lords, and in 
.’other place too ; and, finally, divisions 
ook place in botif Houses in favour of 
the Ministers. 1 should have been 
puzzled to know what this message 
meant ; for why should the matter, if 
introduced, be postponed ? why might 
not the Parliament sit till it had decided 
on the matter ? why not sit for a couple 
of months longer ? I have known it sit 
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till nearly the end of August ; and the 
.weather is not^so very hot, 1 am sure. 

The truth is, the Ministcyf two 
great questions to bring forwiyrd, which 
must have been brought forward if the 
Parli{iraent had continued to sit ; 
namely, the Ciyil List and tl^ R^ency | 
for, if this Kinggyere to die to-morrow, 
there drottld be neither King nor reign- 
ing Queen ; but an infant, and she, too, 
without a Regency. The Parliament 
must be dtlsolved within six months 
and, for the purposes just menitioned, it 
must be called together again •as soon 
as re-elected. Our Prime Minister, 
therefore, pretty closely pressed by his 
antagonists, whose patience in waiting 
for good things seems to be nearly worn 
out, thought it better, I suppose, to 
stand his chance with a new Parliament 
than with this old one; and then, he 
gets rid of his Irish stamp duties and 
of all the difficulties ; of all the motions 
and lotions and potions that the divers 
doctors were preparing for him and 
friend Goulboviin. 

To the public this is a matter of no 
consequence at alj ; not the least in life. 
It is of far less consequence , to this 
nation than is the weather of this one 
day^ for .that is wanted to be line, in or- 
der that 1 may have the weeds killed in 
a held of mangel-wurzel, and that kill- 
ing is of a vast deal more importance to 
the whole English nation, than is this 
matter of speedy dissolution or deferred 
dissolution. But there is a matter con- 
nected with this ; namely, the RE- 
GENCY, which is of real importance to 
the country, and. respect!^ which the 
people ought to make up their minds 
decidedly, and as speedily as the nature 
of the case will admit. 

We have only to look back a little to 
be satisfied that the party that u^d to 
call themselves the Whigs, but that 
now appear to have forme^ a sort of 
coalition with all sort of partisans, had 
this ReghnCy in view when they made 
such a fuss and such a blustering, some 
weeks back, in eulogizing the conduct 
of the Prince of Saxe Coburg, and 
whom, for brevity-sake, 1 will cqll‘ 
Coburg. 1 read all that correspondence 
with great care, and the result. In my 
mind, was, that he had been prevailed 
upon; by the opponents of the Ministry, 


Id remain in tiiis country, in order to be 
made ifegent, or to be placed at the 
bead qf a Regency, in case of the death 
of the late King ; for, obsenre, there 
was no objection on his part to go to 
Greece, ititil it was discovered that the 
lat| Kin^ was seriously ill. When that 
Wcii discovered ; and when it was daily 
to be expet^ted that there would be but 
one life, and that a tolerably aged one, 
too, between the reigning King, and an 
infant not twelve years of age, it would 
become absolutely necessary to appoint 
a Regency. All at once we saw a for* 
midable opposition arising against the 
Duke of Wellington, amongst those 
who had been rather friendly to him than 
otherwise. 

It is manifest that this party, which 
we must still call th% whigs, were con- 
fident that the present King would have

The following was the state of Ire- 
land ut the very moment when Peei^ 
and Dr. Black were extolling the prog- 
perity of the “ mild and beneficent 
reign ” of George the Fourth, who even 
then lay dead and unburied. 

(Further particulars from the Limerick 
Chrmicle,) 

This title conveys but a very faint idea of 
the aliening crisis which has iiufortuuately 
arrived, ur, more clearly speakiii't of the 
frightful state of disori^aiiisatiou in which this 
city was plunged, from au early hour yester* 
day tnoriiiog:, until three or iVmr o'clock in 
<ftfe alteriiuou. Life and property seemed 
equally insecure under the reckless dominion 
of an infuriate multitude. 

All our readers arc sensible that the grea' 
niass of the populatitfii of Ireland exists almos' 
exclusively on theipotato root, and its scarcity 
at this season of the year usually adds to the 
distress of the lalu.uriug classes. The genera' 
substitute then is oatmeal, and the iiicreaset 
demand for this article of consumption wa.« 
sure to cause an advance of price to the 
buyer. In this instance the rise drew forth 
loud and indignant murmurs from the pupu- 
lace. Symptoms of au eruption, too plqin to 
he mistaken, were soon manifested, and the 
Erst indication of'attual violence was an at- 
tack upon five car-loads of oatmeal, in Castle- 
street, coming in to Mr. Caswell, of George's 

e carts were surrounded in au instant by 
^ furious mob of men. women, and children, 
who seized and carrien off «i4ry hag of oat* 
m^al. The toscin was now sounded, and the 
signal was cau|^rV up like magic in the most 
remote quarters of the city. Every distant or 
obscure lane and alley poured forth in over- 
whelming masses, almost half-naked, their 
dense population. Thus congregated in thou- 
sands, they were seen flying through the 
streets with shouts and huzzas in all the ar- 
d'uir of boundless enthusiasm. Business was^ 
of cunrse, suspended in their route, and all 
shopH closed up at once. The most active in 
this ouiraget)US multitude were females, and , 
th«cinost eager, too, iu toe attack of property. : 
A.Hcr the plunder in Cft^tle-streeti a furious ! 


mobruihed over tb« New Bridge tow^ 
Arthur's-quay, where a sail-boat was Joadiiig 
oatmeal for Kilrush, in which district the poor 
were also' sflffering from want. 1 bey plun- 
dered a great part of the cargo, but the police, 
who had been out at an early hour, succeeded 
in protecting four car-loads of it for the pro- 
prietor. A countless multitude now made for 
Mr. Hofean'F mills, on the <f<inal, which they 
took by storm, after smashing to atoro^s evey 
pane of glass in the windows. A scene of the 
most pr 4 )fligate waste was here witnessed, 
upwards of 200 bags of flour having been de- 
stroyed or carried away, besides some hun- 
dred loaves of bread from the bakery. 

Even the very dough was taken off, and 
more trampled upon and totally spoiled. The 
flour was distributed in the females aprons, 
®wwns, and even caps, the men and boys A'l^d 
their hats with the plunder. Not satisfied with 
completely guttir- this extensive concern, in 
mere wantonness they broke and destroyed 
the extensive machiuerv o! the mill, thus ren- 
dering the establishment perfectly useless for 
many days. The army would vainly attempt 
to stem the torrent, yet so desperate were the 
rioters, as to render any effectual check wholly 
useless, except at a dreadful sacrifice of hu- 
roan life. About this time a numerous party 
forcibly hoarded a sail-boat from Askeaton at 
the Long-dock, and carried away every bag 
of flour the vessel contained. While the 
plunderers worked away on the quay side, 
row boats from the North Strand pulled up to 
assist the attack, and in half an hour all the 
property had vanished. The number of bags 
was flO. , , , 

General Sir Edward Blakeney bad the Dra- 
goons, Rifles, and the 56tli Regiment out in 
detachments, early in the day, placing guards 
upon the banks, public oflices, and merchanta* 
stores. The Mayor was likewise iiidefatipble, 
moving every disposable force he could em- 
ploy to the points of attack, and exposing 
himself in many situations of danger. I he 
immense crowd of rioters, in order to facili- 
tate their operations, soon divided their forces, 
and separated in various directions, to elude 
the vigilance of the military. A violent assault 
was made up6n Mr, P. Oabbett's store, on Sir 
Harry's Mall, though happily it did not suc- 
ceed, sledges and stones having been employ- 
ed without success. At this place, and at Mr. 
Hogan's mills, the military were pelted ; and 
some of the dragoons* helmets struck off. 
The loss, however, was only^ momentary, and 
though such gross provocation was used, the 
forhearant^ of the military was admirable. 
The notice of the mobs was now directed to 
several shops and cellars in the Old Town, 
which they robbed of bread, pork, and other 
rovisions. They attacked the stores of Mn 
John N. Russell, in Henry-street, hut without 
sffect ; they were vigorously defended. They 
ike wise surrounded the bacon stores of Mr. 
Patterson in Roche's-strcct, pnd thundered 
away at the gatet for some time, until the 
arrival of a military parly. Then the rioters 
.truck off in another direction. In fact, it 
would be a difiif ult task to follow them in all 
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their disorderly aots, or to enumerate the 
variety outrages upon private property. 
SuHice it to say,* the lapf^e bakeries of Mr. 
Roche, in Brunswick-strcet, Mr.* £rson, in 
Catherioe-street, Mr. Lyons, inThoiaas-street^ 
and Mr. G. T. Hill, in Catherine-strcet, were 
plundered of their contents, ‘ and the loaves 
null' iAto the street, in addition to t^is, the 
brt^ad carts, whicV supply the rethilers, were 
arrested ou their way, and forcibly emptied of 
their burden. A violent rabble of all sexes and 
a^es rushed into the Butter Wei^h-house, the 
only emporium for that ^reat article of export, 
and carried off, in 'spite of every obstacle, at 
least 50 Hrkius of butter, the property of dif- 
ferent persons. Most of this was recovered 
soon afterwards by the laudable exescions of 
individuals. Mr. Shea’s store, near the Ord- 
nance barrack, was taken possession of ; and 
to prove it was not altogether food the rioters 
were in search of, they removed the coarse 
salt out of the concerns. 

Mr. McNamara’s store in Den mark-street, 
and Mr. Shea’s bacon store, Wiliiaiii-street, 
w'ere burst open, and a great quantity of pro- 
visions, iiH'liiding pork heads, hams, and 
flitches of hacoD and lard, swept away by the 
invaders. Mr. Paniiatyne’s store was also 
plundered of its contents. A provision store 
of a person named Cusack, in Pump-laiie, 
was robbed by the mob, and a store of Mr. 
Na«>h, ill Sexton* street, of several firkins of 
butter. An attempt to break in the provision 
stores of Mr. John Kelly, in Afardykc, besides 
those of other merchants, did not succeed. 
Towards three o’clock the popular tumult be- 
gan to subside, the precautions of the Mayor, 
Magistrates, and General Blakeiiey having 
met the rioters in almost every quarter of their 
route. About this hour a small party of the 
fiOth Rifles were dreadfully pelted with stones 
on George’s-quay ; after making a prisoner, 
they fired upon their assailants, and a simple 
country fellow who brought potatoes into town 
in the morning was shot ihrough the knee. 
One of the halls struck the front of Mr. Bur- 
rough’s house, exactly opposite our offlee. He 
was imiwediatrly removed to the County In- 
firmary. This iinfurtunate man has since suf- 
fered uinputatioii of the limb abovi the knee. 

A special meeting was now convened by the 
Mayor at the Exchange, resolutions were 
passed reprobating the disturbances, and a 
liberal sum of money subscribed to purchase 
oatmeal fur sale to the people at a reduced rate. 
This seemed to allay the popular agitation, 
but while the meeting was being held, 
powerful mob attacked the Ballyclogili mills, 
and plundered the concern of every thing 
valuable, sweeping the lofts of even the raw 
grain. ^ 

We subjoin a list of the casualties that oc- 
curred during the day: Patrick Kelly, JobiT 
Enright, and Michael Molony, gun-shot 
wounds, dangerous; Michael ])ay, severe 
contusion ; Patrick Walah and Michael Flinn, 
ditto; these are in the hospital. The first 
three were wounded by shots fired in defence 
of merchants’ stores.

Let It not be forgotten that all this 
devastaOion will eventually fall upon the 
city and libertiA, and thaUgbeavy present- 
ments for the losses already sustained 
will be sent before the Grand Jury next 
Assizes. The military are harassed, and the 
garrison were under arms all last night. 
The Riot Act was read yesterday, but no shots 
were fired by the army, unless 'in the solitary 
case above noticed. Several charges with 
fixed bayonets were made on the crowd, but 
no injury resulted. All public-houses were 
closed up at nine o’clock last night, by order 
of the Mayor, and notice given for all peg^sons 
to be ill their houses before that hour. The 
evening and night passed over in tranquillity, 
may we hope it will not be interrupted this 
day ! A patrol of cavalry p^iraded the streets 
until an advancetJI hour this nioriiiiig. Soni^ 
persons were detected last night offering for 
sale part offthe meat and butter taken from 
the stores. 

The victuallers in Den mark-street Market 
behaved with great resolunoii, and stopped a 
large part of the provision if hich was being 
abstracted from the concerns of Mr. M*Na- 
inara. • 

The figure and aspect of the women in 
emerging from the stores were of the most 
ludicrous character. So bedaubed were they 
with flour, head, face, and clothes, so ridicu- 
lous was the plight in which they ran through 
the stmets, and so disordered their dress, as 
to resemble, in truth, ratbei; a horde of wild 
Indians than a number of civilized beings. 

The Guard on the Dublin Mail from hence 
yesterday was doubled by the postmaster here.

KING WILLIAM THE FOURTH. 

Burn^Elm Faring WhJuhj, 1830, 
May it plrask Your Majesty, 

1 iiAVK frequently addressed, in this 
same publication, letters to iwo kings 
before you, and to ten successive prime 
ministers. For nearly tiventy-niue years, 
with the exception of the twelve weeks 
that it required to convey me across the 
sea, out of the reach of Sidmouth, Cas- 
tlereagh, Oliver, and their like, 1 have 
written and published one of these Re- 
gisters; during which time, I, the 
writer of them, have passed two years 
in a felon's jaily for expressing my in- 
dignation at the flogging of^Englishmeii 
in England, under a guard *of Hanove- 
rian bayonets ; I have paid a thousand 
pounds tn fine to your father, it being 
received by your brother, in his behalf; 
and I have been lield in heavy bonds 
for seven years. I have been two years 
and a half in extVe, to avoid ^dmouth's 
fiungeons, under the operation of a lota! 
suspension of all the laws protecting 
the freedom of our 2 >erson 8 . Two acts 
have been passed, manifestly intended 
to put down this publication; and, my 
belief is, that in various ways, a 
lion of money has been expended for the 


sauie purpose, dtiii it lives, ana us 
author lives ; and while, from the good- 
ness of lioil, he has health and strength, 
he has seen his powerful persecutors 
fall ^one ({ter another, and in almost 
every iniktunce, in a manner out of th^ 
usual roursJ ; one by the pistol of an 
enraged individual; one by his oisit 
knife others in a manner not a great 
deal less signal ; and here nin 1 still, 
blesse^l with health to witness their fall, 
and with vigour and talent to reconl 
their character and their deeds, and to 
send the record down to otir children's 
children. 

With regard to your Majesty, I owe 
yoUj obedience as lift lawful sovereign 
of my country, and that obedience I 
cheerfully acknowledge, and render 
without grudging, together with that 
respect which is due to your high 
pflice, and the rendering of which is a 
duty, because it is necc.S6ary to the sup- 
port of the authority which you law- 
fully possess for the good of us all. But 
I owe you no flattery ^ 1 owe you ffo» 
adulation; 1 owe you no slave-like 
crawling: on the contrary, a just sense 
of my own undoubted rights, my duty 
to my children and my country, and 
even my duty ‘towards you, the sove- 
reign of the commonwtalth of which I 
am a member, all command me, in ad- 
dressing myself to you, to use the lan-> 
guage of truth, and with becoming re- 
spect to give you such information, and 
to otter such advice, as 1 think likely to 
be useful to yourself &nd family, and 
particularly to the millions over whom 
it is your lot to bear the sovereign sway. 

Happy would it have been for this 
nation, and for your fhlnily, if your bro- 
ther, the late King, had listened to^my 
advice, instead of sufler^ig his authority 
to be used in the various measures in- 
tended to crush me ; and as the men- 
tion of some of the instances in which 
that advice was given and rejected, may 
now operate as a warning to you, I will 
Hhere, first, adverf to them, 'i'hey are 
'not DOW matter of opinion, but matter 
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of kiitary ; and /rue history is the boo^ 
for kings to read in. And here let ^le 
beg you not to estimate myNetter by 
the ranA of the writer ; but to b^ pj^ased 
to bear in mind, that it was not a /ord 
that discovered the Western world; 
that it was not a lord that ifvented the 
xnariner*a compass ; that it was not a 
lord that discovered the s^^lltr system ; 
that it was not a lord that discovered 
gunpowder ; that it was n&t a lord that 
invented the power-looms ; that it was 
not a lord that invented steam-boats 
Let me request you to bear in mind, 
that it was not a lord that comyianded 
the armies that gave independence to 
America ; and that he is not a lord who 
is fioioat the head of that great and 
happy nation. The bare recollection of 
these facts will, I hope, convince you, 
that in estimating advice offered to^you, 
the rank of the party offering it ought 
to pass for nothing. 

Another preliminary remark is, that 
though great efforts are made by parties 
interested to inculcate the notion, that 


stances in whicK I warned yourbrother> 
the late King ; aud I mention them in 
order to induce you to condescend to 
listen to my advice. T not only know 
more than you about the state and in* 
terests bf the nation, but more than all 
your Ministers and Peers and faitiiful 
Commons put togetjier. I say not 
this in disrespect towards your office or 
character or talent ; for it is impossible 
that you should have the knowledge as 
to these matters, which 1 possess, it 
is my duty to endeavour to communi- 
cate this knowledge to you ; and 1 have 
a righ^ to hope, that you will pay atten- 
tion to me. 

The first instance in which I offered 
advice to the late King, was that relat- 
ing to the late war against the United 
States of ilmerica, than which, on our 
part, no war was ever more unjust in 
its grounds, insolent in its pretensions 
and avowed objects, more disgraceful in 
its result, and more fatal in its distant 
consequences. The details of the grounds 
and transactions of that war belong to

I On nie subject of paper-money and

“ of the United States does not nutho- 
“ rise Congress to establish a corporation

Resolved, — ^That ^f sucJi power 
“ existed in Congress, it wouhl be dan- 
“ gerous to exercise it, especially on no 
large a basis os that proposed for the 
“ Charter of the Bank of the United 
“ States. 

“ Resolved,— That paper money, or 
the system of banking, is in Us ten- 
“ dency ruinous to the interest of indns- 
** iry^ and dangerous to the liberties of 
the people, w 

“ Resolved, — In consequence, that 
this House will not ^nsent to fhe 
“ renewal of the Charter of the bank of 
the United States." 

The Congress has seen the dangers 
and mischiefs that the pa}*cr- money, 
and system of banking, have done here. 
Our example opemtes as a warning 3 
and an awful warning it is ! The sys- 
tem was invijnted for the purpose of 
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making the people abject ; for the pur- 
pose of keeping them doom : it^as done 
it ; but at the same time it hatinade a 
debt, which will finally destroy the sys- 
tem itself. Vet it cannot be changed 
without letting in a reform of Parliament. 
It causes the^ whole of the conce|jn to 
hang by a thread. Yet it must go on, 
till that thread breaks, or^is cut. The 
country cannot stir in war, as long as 
the system lasts ; yet it must go on, or 
there is a general blowing up. It was 
invented to prevent the people from 
being free, to take all power from^them : 
it will end in giving them freedom, in 
putting nf/Z tlie power into their kaudz. 

liut, above all things, that against 
which I warned your brother, the late 
King, with the greatest earnestness, 'was, 
his suffering of hYs authority and name 
so to be used, as to give the people 
reason to believe that he was himself 
an enemy to a reform of the Parliament ; 
that he himself approved of the selling 
of seats 5 that he himself approved of 
the measures adopted to screen and 
favour the Boroughmongers 3 that he 
himself wished the people to be taxed 
without their own consent 3 that he 
himself was in favour of rotten boroughs, 
and of all those corruptions which have 
brought such ^ great and numerous 
calamities upofi the country. Upon oc- 
casions, when^ any act, hostile to the 
people, was brought forward, it was 
always under pretence, that the people 
wanted to injure the King in some way 
or other ! Hence the new treasem act, 
which in fact gave the king no /iddi- 
tional protection .it all 3 but under pre- 
tence of better protecting him, clauses 
were slipped in, making it high treason 
to attempt to overawe either House of 
Parliament ! This act, which was first 
« brought in by the old sinecure fellow, 
G^kenville, also made it high treason 
to imagine ths^, death of the Mimsters! 
And under this act Mr. Thistlewood 
and companions were put to death in 
1820 . But, in ISITi this act was ex- 
iended, on the ground of a necessity for 
better ^protecting the^ life of die Prince 
Regent. The act vJas entitled “ An ActJ 
for the safety and preservation of the | 
person of his Royal Highness the 


'' Prince Regent, against treasonable 

practices and attempts.*^ Sc, there 
he stood^before the world, a person so 
thought^ of by a part, at least, of the 
English'people, that a new and terrific 
law was thought necessary to save him 
from destruction by their hands ! What 
a light for a King of'’ England to be 
viewed in ! What a light wherein to 
be exhibited to his own people and to 
the world ! What an outrag^us slander 
on that people, or what an imputation 
on him'! 

1 beseech your Majesty to look at the 
natural inference to be drawn from this 
act. The ostensible object is to protect 
the person of the Regent against the 
violent hands of some, at least, of the 
people. Well, then, as no such act was 
ever passed before the reign of George 
III., this act was wholly untiecessary 3 
or, the King and the Regent mre more 
disliked by the people than former 
King of England ever had been! We 
ourselves knew, that the act was wholly 
unnecessary 3 but how was the world to 
know that ? The King and the Regent 
had, successively, given their assent to 
these acts 3 and we were not to be sur- 
prised if other nations gave them credit 
for knowing what was necessary to their 
own preservation. 

Does your Majesty, who has seen the 
people, and who knows them well, think 
these new treason laws necessary to the 
safety of your person! I am sure that 
you do not. 1 am quite sure that you 
do not think that any law is wanted to 
protect you, that was not thought ne- 
cessary to protect the Plantageiiets, the 
Tudors, and the Stuarts. And ohe thing 
that we hope for, at your hands, is, that 
you will call upon the Parliament to 
take from us all the stigma which those 
acts imply. It is very right, that the 
crime of high treason should be most 
severelyepunished 3 because the mischief 
it may cause is so terrible and so exten- 
sive 3 but, surely the law, which had 
stood from the reign of Edward HI., 
was enough ! And I do hope, and thou- 
sands hope, that you will begin your 
reign by disclaiming all wish for greater 
security than that law gave 3 and if the 
piresent Houses of Parliament still want

cost this natiotk more than all the Pre- 
sidents of America liave cost, in the 40 
years that that Government has existed ; 
and to consider also, how that republic 
has towered up under that cheap Govern- 
ment ! 1 beseech your Majesty to think 
of these things ; to be convinced that 
the world is not now in the humour to 
be ruled for the sole benefit, or sport of 
the rulers. The example of America is 
a light like the sun : and all the world 
beholds it. In all my experience, great 
as it has been, I have never witnessed 
effect so great and so general as that 
produced by the speech, in which Sir 
James Graham made the comparison 
between our expenses and those of the 
American Government. “ A republic ! 
a republic!’* was sounded in my ears, 
from town to town, wherever I went. 
I beseech your Majesty to think of these 
things, and not to be lulled by soft 
sounds. The country is tranquil ; but 
it is the tranquillity of anxious expecta- 
tion ; ruin stares every man in the face ; 
every man, not living on the taxes, wants 
a change ; men do not stir, because all 
feel that no little change can be of any 
use ; the magazine of discontent is full 
to the brim ; the match only is wanted.

This, may it please your Majesty, 
is the general talk, and has been ever 
since 1 can recollect ; and it is very 
true, that, as long as the Parliament is 
composed as it now is, the King Ciin do 
nothing effectual for his people. But 
cannot he change that composition? 

Oh, no ! ” some one will say \ for 
“ they will pass no law to make a re- 
“ form.** Will they not ? What, then, 
they are gods, I suppose. All ! if your 
Majesty were but to see your tnic in- 
terests ; were but to resolve to call your 
people to your aid, how soon these gods 
would become very modest men ! But 
how are you to go to work ? These gods 
will not pass a law to make a reform. 
Won't they ? Let us see. 

A few days hence the country will be 
raging, from one end to the other, with 
bribery, corruption, perjury, fraud, lies, 
<lru' kenness, and infamies of all sorts, 
meriting the most awful judgments of 
God. While these arc going on, your 
Majesty, sitting in the tranquil shades of 
Busuv, reflecting on the Adless boun- 
ties of God to this land, and in the 
midst of all these ly^mnties, seeing your 
industrious people in ruin, in misery, in 
rags, and hearing of some of them ac- 
tually starved to death ; seeing new jails 
and madhouses every where rising up ; 
seeing the criminals augmented in 
number tenfold since you were born : 
thus reflecting and beholding, and con- 
sidering also, that if kings be God's 
Vicegerents, to God they are answerable 
for the well-governing of the people 
committed to their cha%e; thus con- 
sidering, you would, to be sure, ask 


3 (ourself what eauld have produced such 
a change in such a country and such a 
peopled The question would ijristantly 
be answered, when you saw sixty 
millions a year were now wrung from 
the industry of the people, instead of 
the^ight niil lions that they paid in the 
year in ttdtihh your Majesty was born. 
This wouULlead you to aslfi^he cause of 
this fearful increase of burdens; and 
this cause ypu would instantly trace to 
acts and votes of Parliament; and these 
you would as quickly trace to the want 
of^pq^ccr in the people to choose those 
\iho imposed the burdens upon them. 

And thus clearly seeing the source of 
all the evils, of all the dangers that now 
stare us in the face ; clearly seeing that 
the country is hoiy^^d down, that all fo- 
reign nations are pfeparing to pounce 
upon her; that she dares not hoist u 
sail while the Russians and French and 
Americans are manifestly settling on 
the division of the spoil of her power ; 
clearly seeing that this feebleness arises, 
at bottom, from the want of a due re- 
presentation of the people in Parliament, 
what have you to do but to cause that 
due representation to be restored ? “But,” 
says some one, “ those who fill the seats 
now, would not pass a law to do this.** 
Would not they ! Q tliat your Ma- 
jesty would but try thorn ! I beseech, 
I pray, I implore you to try the worthies. 
Let them finish their^ “ elections,"' as 
they call them; then instantly call them 
together ; make no speech to them, but 
merely send them a message in some* 
what the following words ; — 

“ The King inform*^ the House of 
“ Commons [the same to the 
“ Lords], that he has called them 
“ together for one important pur- 
“ pose, and for that purpose only. 
“ Upon coming to the throne, he 
“ finds, from a carj^jl examinalioii 
“ into the state of his kingdom, 
“ whether in its foreign relation- 
“ ships or in its domestic concerns, 
“ that there has been for many 
“ ySars great mismanagement ;

If you have read, as I am to su|)|>osc 
J you have, my Register of the 2dth of 
dime, you will want little, or, rather, no- 
thing more, to convince you, that all, 
yes all, that you have heard relative to 
the cruelties, practised on the Blacks, 
is a tissue of lies $ lies systematically 
propagated by artful knaves, in order to 
delude persons who are of good and 
kind dispositions, and this for the sole 
purpose of giving popularity, power, 
and, in various ways, profit, to those 
artful knaves. There are, however, 
certain other proofs of the c^istenco’of 
this lying system, to which I may «mo- 
t her time but at present, it is 

my business to _ my charge 

against the Anti-Slavery crew ; and this 
charge is, 1. That they show no desire 
to better the lot of the sv fferina peo- 
ple of England; and, C. That, Cy their 
schemes in the cause of what they call 
humanity, they have added greatly to 
the sufferings of the people of England, 
This is my main ground of hostility 
to this cflfiw, f care, comparatively, 
little about the West-India ))roprictor$^ 
or merchants : it is unjust, to be sure, 
that they should be robbed and belied ; 


but they hi^e never been on the side of 
the iJfiople in their struggle with the 
borough- vittain# ; and, therefore, wg 
are not bounfl to entertain any pariicular 
desire that thft system which they have 
supported, may not prove their ruin. 
But this is not the matter that ought to 
engage our at|ention5 that matter is, 
that this anti-slavery crew avail them- 
selves St’ the pi^wer which they obtaiix 
by their hypocritical pretensions, to do 
injury to ws / This is the great matter 
that I have in my eye 3 and if I make 
this matter clear to you,^you will, of 
course, withdraw your ofunlenanccfroia 
these hypocrites. I begin, then, with 
the first pro])osition of my charge. 

1. That the crew show no desire to 
beiler the lot of the sujfering people of 
England, Brougham had the audacity, 
at their last public meeting, to assert 
that they were emment for tlieir com- 
passion and efforts in favour of the suf^ 
ierers in England. I called on him to 
say, whether any one of them had ever 
interfered to prevent EngUsiiirien from 
being compelled to dis/uw carts and 
wagons like horses; to 4)revent them 
from being imprisoned and ichijtped 
(without trial by jury) foiih\’hat is called 
poaching, and for the slightest trespass; 
whether any one of them had ever inter- 
fered to prevent the new law of seket 
vestries, and the 7 iew mode of voting in 
vestriS; which laws have, in fact, made 
the relief of the poor rest solely on Uie 
pleasure of Uie ricli ; whether any man 
of them ever expressed his horror or in- 
dignation at tlie regulations; which gave 
to a poor man three-pence a day to live 
on ; whether any soul belonging to them 
ever made the slightest,jittcmpt to 
rescue the people of England from tliis 
horrible state. 1 asked him this, and it 
was impossible for him to answer any 
part of it in the aflirmativ,e.

JliM ho, or any of the “ humane” crew, 
ever to any magistrate, endeavour 
to trace the caase of the death these 
men ? And now, Did iftcy ever hear of 
Jw(i negroes^ or even of on^ ncf^ro, being* 
found dead, with NOTFILVO IN HIS 
lUHVfiLS HUT HIELD-SORREL ? 
“ 'i’licy could not lielp these deaths.” 
1 do not know that. If they had been 
only one tenth- part as busy in l^^hnlf of 
the English poor, as tkey liave been in 
bcJialf of the negroes ; if they had had 
jmor ■‘•protectors^ as they have “ davp- 
protectors,'' these deaths would not, in 
all probability, have taken place. At 
any rate, they ^ave taken place, and 
they say not a word about the matter : 
they are as silent as mice 5 they quietly 
leave the horrible cruelty unnoticed j 
but arc all still melting with woe for 
tiic fat negroes, for whose provision, 
when unable to work, the laws of the 
islands make the most secure and ample 
provision. 

Then, arc they unaware of what is 
doing ill the North of Enghnid 'f Do 
they not krfbw something of the “ /m- 
wave" rrgulatK)ns of tlie masters of 
white slaves, « in tliat part of tliis now 
WTctched country } Tlierc is something 
there goiru;, Ai, wliich migJit well stir 
the blood of any thing* short of a Nero, 
as you will see from the contents of the 
following letter, wliich I beseech you to 
read with attention. I pray you tp coni- 
jiare the situation of these’ with 
tJiat of the blacks. In Ireland, at tliis 
very moment, the people are fed on 
worse and more scanty food than that 
which the blacks throw away. The 
poor Irish wwk-people are, in their cold 
<;ountry, nearly as naked as thc»blacks 
are in thein^ountry, which knows no 
cold. Docs not Ireland present scope 
enough for the exertion of all the hu- 
manity of the whole of the human race ? 
And 'yet these kind souls ^cver turn 
their eyes towards^ I reland, where there 
is more human suflering in any on« 
minute, than in all the slave- 
during a whole year. Ah ! but, 
vaen, the Irish are not black f What a 


pity that they cannot change the colbiir 
of the^r ^kins ! But I*am now about to 
put before you the state of the English, 
and inVhat has been called a favoured 
country, too. In a debate, in the House 
of l^ords, sonic time;igo, Lortl Eldon 
bragged bf the prosperity of the cotmty 
of JDurham, and ascribed it to the circu- 
lation there of the Scotch one-pound 
notes ! This was profound, to be sure, 
for a man who had been a cnbiiiet- 
ininisfor for thirty years ! But let us 
see, tfeen, the treatment of this prewper- 
ovs county of England : let us see how 
the poor whites are treated there 3 and 
when we have seen that, we shall have 
to put some more questions to the aiiti- 
slavery crew ; and shall ha\ e to repeat 
again our charge of disregarding the 
sufferings of the ])eople of England.

Never j and the tendency of the crew’s 
efforts is, to keep these white slaves quiet 
by making them believe, that tlx black 
slaves are a great deal worse off. That 
is the tendeney of your efforts ; and 1 
should not be at all surprised, if some 
of even these miserable and degraded 
slaves in the c'^unty of Durham, were 
amongst the petitioners against negro- 
slavery ! 

The gentleman who sent me the 
above letter inserted the name of the 
coal-owner, and gave me his own name 
and place of abode. I learn, also, from 
other sources, that the facts are un- 
doubtedly true. Is there not, then, here 
plenty of scope for the exertion of “ /m- 
manity ” ? Are there not here the rights 
of nature violated ? Cannot the crew 
send a “ slave-protector ” to the county 
of Durhain, as easily as to the West 
Indies 1 Alas ! the poor fellows in Dur- 
ham are not black ; and, which is worse, 
nothing is to be got by the taking of 
their part ! 

On the 13th instant. Brougham, at 
the end of a long and laboured harangue, 
in the t'other place, made the following 
motion; ‘^That the House would, at 
the earliest practicable period, take 
into consideration the most effectual 
means of mitigating the condition oj 
the slave population in our colonies, 
and, finally, of abolishing slavery alto- 
gether ; and that they would firfther 
take into consideration the state of 
.the West-India colonies, with a view 
to amend the administration of justice

have been ; for at' the close of it, the 
moving orator was left standing with 
only eighty-three hearers, fifty-six of 
whom voted against his proposition ! 
Yes, this thing has got a dpmper ; 
people are coming to their senses j they 
are beginning to see, that if this folly 
rage much longer, the islands must be 
lost to this country ; and they have not 
yet made up their minds to that loss. 

In the course of this speech Brougham 
stated, that the slave [)opulation was 
gradually diminishing, and that this was 
a proof of their misery. What ! when 
we are incessantly told, that the increase 
of the population heic is the cause of the 
people's misery \ How ih^se teachers 
of ours blow hot and cold with the 
same mouth ! That which is a sign of 
misery amongst blacks is wanted to 
prevent misery amongst whites ! Only 
watch them a little, and you will lind 
these people always supplying the anti- 
dote to their own poison. 

But there is a remark of Doctor Black, 
accompanying this speech of Brougham, 
which is curious indeed ; — “ The people 
of England are heavily taxed for the 
purpose of enabling the West-India 
Interest, as it is called, that is, the 
mortgagees of estates in the West 
Indies, to live splendidly in London, 
Bristol, &c., on the proceeds of estates 
cultivated at a loss by slave labour, and 
evidently at a great expense of misery 
to the unfortunate slaves.*’ Curious, 
indeed, that the West Indians should 
live in splendour on the proceeds of 
estates cultivated at a loss! And to tax 
us ioUtdhis purpose too ! What ! docs 
he mean to say, that the West Indians 
receive the taxes that we pay on the 
sugar, treacle, rum, and coffee ? He is 
hardly so foolish as to believe that. We 
arc heavily taxed, to be sure, if we con- 
sume 'hesc commodities ; but the taxes 
go to the fundliolders, and to the sons, 
relations, and dependents, of the aris- 
toj:racy; and not to the owners or mort- 
gagees of West-India estattt. No but 
wc arc taxed pretty heavily besides to 
pay for the anti-slavery projects 3 and 
this brings me to the second part of my 
charge against the “ amisdes noirs” or 
friends of the blacks.

Wc shall see 
that it is j that they yearly make addi- 
tions to the load 5 and that, of course, 
a part of the misery thiit we behold in 
England is to be ascribed to them, and 
particularly to WiLneaFoncE, who, I 
always contend, has been the most mis- 
chievous man that ever lived in England. 
“ But how,” some one will ask, 
came these people to have the power 
thus to add to the burdens of the na- 
tionJ it must surely be some little 
sum; some insignificant some 
estimated loss; some absence of gain; 
some indirect charge, that must be 
meant 5 for surely the Government 
would never expend any considerable 
“ sums of public money merely to hu- 
** mour these people?'^ Why, one would, 
to be sure, naturally think it impossible 
that any body of persons, called a Go- 
vernment, could be guilty of such a 
shameful abuse of their power over the 
purse of the public. When we buy a 
pound of hops, grown in our own coun- 
try, we are compelled to pay a duty of 
two-pence on that pound, besideAinother 
penny, at the lerst, to compensate the 
grower for his advance of the duty and 
for the expense he is at in consequence 
of the excise-regulations ; and note mark, 
we have been compelled to pay every 
year, for the last twenty -three y\ars, the 
amount of all this hop-duty, and half ; 
as much more, merely to humour, and for 
the benpfii of this anti-slavery crew ! 

' What l^’^ay you, pay the money 
out of taxes raised on us !” Yes, pay the 
money out of the taxes raised on us 
and if it bad not been for this crew.

But as you cannot tell me 
this, excuse me for not telling you how 
they came to vote these sums to humour 
the friends of the blaolii?^ 
your patience while I proceed to show 
you that they did do it, that they con- 
tinue to do it, and that they will con- 
tinue to do it, and that you must, and 
even ought, to continue to pay a tax 
on all the hops that the beer is made of, 
and that tlie })oor people in England 
will not dare to raise their own hops in 
their garden-hedges, as long as you con- 
tinue to petition against negro- slavery I 
j Ah ! you sfare, do you! This, as the 
] Yankees say, is a horse of another 
colour J* You thought that you were 
only petitioning against tfie West-Jn- 
dians, when you were pejjtioning against 
yourselves all the while 5 actually peti- 
tioning to be taxed, that the amis des 
noirs " might have your money to ex- 
pend in the purchasing of popularity 
and jJfewer and patronage for themselves. 

But now, to prove the truth of this to 
you. Men do not like to discover that 
they have been dupes ; and, therefore, 
you will listen with the hope that I 
shall fail in the proof. That hope will, 
however, be disappointed. I shall make 
the proof clear as daylight 5 and I shall 
then leave you to petition^A\d to pay for 
it, just as long as you please. TJie story 
is a long one, but you must hear it with 
patience. 

When Hhe false Wmos came into 
power, they, in 18®6 and ISOTy passed 
laws to put an end to the slave trade ; 
that is to say, to ilxe fetching of negroes 
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from A frica ; but, not to put an end to 
• the slavery of those who were already 
in our colonies. We had not right to 
prevent other nations from carryoig on 
the trade j but, being at war, we had 
the power; though, as we s^uvU by-and- 
by see, we have not that power wow, 
though we have very solemn treaties with 
other powers, binding tntm to refrain 
from carrying it on ! Lut before we 
proceed onward further, we must look 
back a littlcy else we shall not get at 
a clear view of the origin of this waste 
of the taxes, this drain on the sweat of 
poor Englishmen. 

In the year 178 the “amis dcs 
MOiVs, with WiLBEnpoRCE (then a 
member for Yorkshire^ and PitCs man 
of all work) at their head, conceived 
the project oi Mcstablishing a state of 
free blacks on the Western coast of 
Africa, in order to show that negroes 
would work without compuhion as well 
as white people. To effect this purpose, 
an act of Parliament was obtained in 
that year to incorporate a company of 
traders, under the name of the Sierra 
Leone Company, to whom the act grant- 
ed a tract of country on the Sierra 
Leone River, the mouth of which is at 
about one-third part of the way along 
the coiist, from the Straits of Gibraltar 
to the Capjg of Good Hope. The first 
batch of settlers consisted, according to 
Dr. Morse, 400 blacks and of 60 
“ white women of loose conduct ; so 
that those who were not fortunate 
enough to have black on the skin, had 
it in the character. 'J'he next butch con- 
sisted of 1,^00 free blacks front- JVova 
Scotia; the very country that Wilmot 
Horton now wants to send Englishmen 
to. These blacks had run away from . 
their owners in the United Stales dur- 
ing the war, and had been taken to 
Nova Scotia in our ships. They were 
freed, and were perishing very fast, as 
is always thl^'case when left to shift for 
themselves ; and, therefore, a great ac- 
quisition to the Sierra Leone Company] 

Thus set up with territories and sub- 
jects, you will anticipate, (»f crmrse, that 
the Company carried on a roaring trade, 
especially with the advantage of pos- 
sessing tlxe three-score of white prosti- 


tutes ! However, the race !s not to the 
strong, nor the meed always to the virtu- 
ous ; and so it happened here, for the 
Company was, in 1807, in a state to 
abandon its charter and its territory, 
and to leave the dear blacks to shift for 
themselves. And now for one. of the 
Wiiro Jo.Hs. The “ Saints ” formed a 
compact body in the House ; and nn act 
was passed (1807) to take the concern 
off the hands of the Company for the 
benefit of the nation ! This was done 
under pretence, that it was necessary to 
give ejfect to the law for abolishing the 
slave Vrade ! Ah ! now the “ amts des 
noirs ” were in clover ! Instead of being 
governors and directors of their own 
property, and that of the fools who had 
taken shares in the conccr;i, they became 
managers for the nation ^ and fingerersof 
Us money ! 

This, therefore, has been a colony 
ever since; and the cost of it to this 
burdened nation, from 1807 to 18*29 
inclusive, has been 8,060,531/., in the 
following items :

Only think of*our 
paying twelve or fourteen thousand 
pounds a year to people at this place 
for captured and liberated Africans] 
Never was a nation so duped andabusc( 
as tills ^ but really if the cost could be 
confined to those who petition against 
negro-slavery, they would richly deserve 
it. 

However, we have not seen half the 
cost yet. There is another great branch 
of it, another great limb of the forked 
tree. Tor the “ amis des noirs ’* wanted 
jobs ; and therefore they urged the 
making of treaties witli hVance, Spain, 
Portugal, and Tiollaiul, binding them 
to abolish the slave trade. These 
treaties provided for commissioners, and 
officers without end. What a glorious 
harvest for the '^a^nis des noirs'" \ I 
need not tell tl|e reader that no small 
part of the following, and indeed of 
the former sums, have found, and are 
finding, their way into their hands.

By this time the total is nearer nine 
millions than eight millions, if we in- 
clude the expciiMcs of the present year, 
and add various other large sums that 
have befiii voted.. However, let us rest 
on the above, taken from official pa- 
perSy laid before the House of Com- 
mons. Each of the jibovc items would 
supply matter for an indign^int commen- 
tary ; blit, at any rate, must not let 
the monstrous matter pass without 
some remark. 

The SiEiuiA Leone aflfair, besides the 
cash in money, has, since the nation 
took to it, been more costly in lives of 
English soldiers and sailors than any 
>ther part of the world of fifty times its 
population. It is, perhaps, the most 
unhealthy spot on the face of the globe ; 
thousands upon thousands of unfortu- 
nate Englishmen have been sent hither 
as to nearly a certain^ grave ; and, 
though Governor after (Jovernor and 
regiment after regiment have perished, 
still the mischievous scheme is perse- 
vered in to humour, to fatten the “ amis 
des noirs '' j for they seem to have, Jin 
fact, the patronage, if not the actual 
profit, of the whole of this enormous 
out-lajf of English money. 

And, after all, the sclieme has com- 
pletely failed ; the money has all been 
thrown away, just as the canal-money 
will be in Nova Scotia and^ Canada ; 
but in those countries it will do the 
Americans some good, while in Africa 
t is actually flung away to» ^o mischief 
to all but the crafty “ amis des noirs/' 
In 1825, commissioners were «ent out 
to this horrible place to inquire into the 
state of the people there. Observe well 
that the dbject was to exhibit to the 
world o proof that FREE blacks would 
Sehave well and be industrious; that a 
black people would work steadily, with- 
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. out forcc^ tvithout Itodily coercio 7 i ; .that 
IS to say, without the weight or the 
sii^ht of the whip. Now the»., ypu pe- 
fitionev about Negro Slavery ^ read the 
following extract from the OJficial Re- 
port of these commissioners. After

That is to say, mild 
whipping “ Free^Town ! ” So that, 
after a trial of eighteen years, and after 
an expenditure of seven millions of En^ 
glish money I after the loss of many 
thousands of English lives after seve- 
ral treaties, tendiijg to involve us in war 5 
after all this for the purjiose of putting 
an end to negro-slavery in virtue of a 
proof, that free negroes will worjc as 


well as slaves 5 after all this it Is recom- 
mended, that the blacks of. “ i'Vee- 
Towii’\ should have a'' little “ mild coer- 
cion’' in order to make them work ! 
And, even after nil this, we of this 
borough- ridden nation are to continue 
to ^oif and to .starve for the sakd of these 
BrougluCms and Wilt)crforces, and the 
rest of the crew of “ amis des noirs ! 
(lood God ! when are we to cease to be 
thus duped, oppressed, and insulted ? 
Wlien we learn to delight in justice 5 
when we learn to inquire into the truth 
of allegations against our fellow-citizens 
before we believe and act upon those 
allegations 5 when we learn to detect 
impostors, or to despise them when 
detected to our hancls ; when we learn 
not to sign petitions, before wc know 
the truth of their statements, or the ten- 
dency of their prayers ; then, and not 
till then, shall we be, or deserve to be, 
relieved from this load of shame, op- 
pression, and insult. 

I should next lay before the reader a 
view of the items of the last-mentioned 
I sum of money, and show how we have 
involved ourselves in treaties, and what 
monstrous mischiefs we have done to our 
commerce and shipping, to gratify the 
insolent demands of this crew of public 
deluders ; but, this part of the subject, 

1 must put off till another time, having 
several other matters Avhich cannot be 
postponed. In the meanwhile, I recol- 
lect, with pleasure, that the present 
King, even at the time when the negro- 
humbug was at the hottest, had the 
good sense and the spirit to set his face 
against the delusive and canting cheat.

The 
longer tJie reform is put oiF, the greater 
will be the changes; arguments against 
those who refuse reform will daily be- 
come more and more numerous and 
weighty ; men will look deeper and 
deeper into the source of the poiver of 
those orders which stand between 
them and freedom and happiness ; 
things that never yet entered into the 
minds of the people, to these minds will 
become familiifr ; ns the weight of their 
sufferings increases, their resentments 
will increase 5'' when concession to them 
comes, and come it must, it will be 
snatched as booty, and not received as a 
boon ; and the ultimate consequences 
who can fail to anticipate, and w^o can 
anticipate, without anxiety and dread ? 

How many times, good God, and 
how earnestly, have 1 besought the aris- 
tocracy to give way in time ; and from 
the whole body, collectively and indi- 
vidually, with little exception, what 
h^xve I not received in the way of in- 
jury ! Yet^ never have been, and am 
not now, animated with any desire to 
destroy them ; but of this I am certain, 
that if they mean to prevent changes, 
unnecessary for me to descjribe, they 
have no time to Ipse. However, they 
must follow their own course ; but 
must also follow tmrs. We must steadily 
pursue the object of reform ; and if we 


be compelled to resort to exposures 
such as will, in the end, produce greater 
changes than would now satisfy the 
people, the fault Avill not be ours. It 
is, as JNJoJor Cartwright used to say, 
“ for us to do our duty, and leave the 
rest lo^ God.” 

To partake in the dikeharge of this 
great duty no man is more able than 
yourself. Come, then, punish your 
stupid, ungrateful, and insolent foes, by 
services rendered to your country. This 
is a sort of revenge worthy of the great 
talent ypu possess. Take it, and you 
will always have whatever of support 
can be given by me. Had I never heard 
of yon before ; hnd I read in history of 
ingratitude and insolence, such as those 
by which your labours and sacrifices 
linve been repaid, indignation would 
have thrown the book from iny hands.

We have 
liad no hand in bringing those evils upon 
our country ; and we are now ready to 
assist in preventing the natural result of 
the measures of which we have so long 
and so justly, and with voice so pro- 
phetic, complained.

On the late proceedings at the Free- 
masons' Tavern, in London.

My Friends, 

You cannot look at the present state 
of things, without seeing that a change 
of some sort, and a great change, is at 
hand. Years cannot now pass without 
some great and important alteration. 
Endless are the signs of this; but 
amongst all these sign.s, none is more 
striking than that which, the other day, 
appeared at the Fbkrmahons' Taybrn, 
a full account of which 1 am now about 
to give you. It was reporthed in so 
slovenly and villnnous u manner by the 
reporthers (of whom 1 shallj another 
time, speak at large), that the report, 
which I shall presently insert, will need 
a great deal of explanation and com- 
mentary. 

This was a meeting for the purposed 
of forming a Society for effecting* 
A Parliament A iiY Reform. Monck, 
late member for Reading, was in the 
chair; Hume, Hobuousk, and, at last, 
BurdetT, were there, and took a part 
in the proceedings. These proceetlings, 
even as recorded in this report, are 
dee|»l^ interesting; but they call for a 
coimtientary of considerable length. 1 
beg jrott to rend all the report with 
great care, and to pay particular atten- 
tion to the passages marked by italic 
characters; and then to bestow yourlat- 
tention on the observations that 1 shall 


subjoin. The matter is qs important, 
aU the circumstances considered, as any 
that 1ms come before us for a long time. 
Pray reAd the whole with attention, and 
p:luse in every part of it. This affair 
serves Iq 9Xplain other affairs j and, all 
together, ihe times are full of interest. 
It is only by paying great attention t<k 
these appearances that we can correctly 
jbdge of what is likely to happen, and 
of what we ourselves ought to do. 

RfiFORM MEETING. 

A Meeting of the Society for the Promotion 
of Reform in Parliament was held at the Free- 
masons* Tavern on the Kith instant. About 
balf.past one o’clock n^ly two hundred per- 
sons bad assembled, a.tlthe call to take the 
chair became loud and general. Shortly after- 
wards Mr. Monck. M. P., accompanied by 
Messrs. Hume, Hobhousc, Colonel Jones, ami 
several other Gentlemen, entered the room. 
Atr. Henrg Hunt had arrived a few minutes 
before, and as he walked up to the table was 
loudly cheered. Mr. Hobbouse was not re- 
ceived in the same cordial manner ; he was 
cheered by many, but some cried out, “ Hob- 
hov4te and Select P’estries '* ; and this allusion 
to Mr. Hobhouse’s recent Parliamentary ef- 
fort was received in a way nof verjf jlaltering 
io that genileman. In the course of the day 
there were at least three hundred persons 
present. 

Col. Jones moved that Mr. Monck should 
take the chair, and the lesolutiou was at once 
carried by acciainationlf 

Mr. Monck said, thaiiflTit had pleased the 
meeting to call him to the chair, he should 
obey their call willingly, readily, and heartily, 
aiidrbe only regretted that they had not fixed 
on some one whose talents could be of more 
service to them than his. However, though 
hib' powers were but humble, he could assure 
the meeting they should be exerted most cheer- 
fully iu support of the cause for which that 
meeting bad been called ; and in the particu- 
lar duty which be was now desired to under- 
take, he promised them that t^ipy should at 
least had him an impartial Chairman (hear, 
hear) . The object for which they had been 
assembled was to forward the cause of refunii ; 
a cause on which, as niu/'Ii had been both 
spoken and writteR, much difference of opi- 
nion existed. He trusted that that difference 
of opinion which related chiefly to details 
would not be sufflif^ to interrupt their har- 
mony ; and that b^^ause a man admitted tiiily 
one ol the great principles without whicli 
giber persons mighi think no reform could be 
mectual, he would not be treated as an ene- 
my to reform; while, on the other hand, no 
man should be censured as a visionary or a 
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rcvolutiomst, because he wt ut the full lenfrtb 
of asserting that all those principles ought to 
be adopti'U. 'I'lie cause of reform had two sets 
of enemies, external and internal ; tjie first 
were tliose whose interest in the enrrunt sys- 
tem now existing ma<le them enemieaVf re- 
form ; the last those who quarrelled with 
their brother reformers on points such as 
those to which he bad alluded. Ibj trusted 
he should See no such differences this day, 
hut that every reformer would hold out iie 
linnd of fellowship to every other Reformer, 
however they might differ on tun' details of 
the subject (Applause). Of the necessity of 
reform, no man not interested in maintaining 
the present abuses could doubt. They had 
heard much of the state of the rcpresetitati<RI 
of this country; he would tell them a little of 
its state in the sister country of Ireland. He 
possessed the means of doihg so, in a marner 
that could not he questioned, bainely, by an 
oniriul return which had been recently made 
in consequence of a motion of his honourable 
friend Mr. Hume. From that return it ap- 
peared, that of 34 towns sending Members to 
Parliament, only hS^had as many as 100 
voters each : 14 had less th%n 50 voters each, 
and 10 had less than 20 voters each. Now, 
when it wus considered that these towns had, 
in this manner, a Parliamentary influence 
equal to the populous counties of Yorkshire, 
Lancashire, and Middlesex, and the City of 
Westminster, be thought nothing more need 
be said to show the utter want of representa- 
tion in that country. He knew it was said 
that this system worked well. So it did for 
the few ; but did it work well for the many ? 
((.beers, and cries of No.’*) Jletween the 
corrupt state of the English representation, 
and the still more coftupt state of the Irish 
representation, corruption went almost un- 
checked in the House of Coiiiiiions. To prove 
this, he need onlv refer to our diplomatic ex- 
penses. These had, within the last year, 
amounted to neaf.lv ^0,000/., while those of 
the United States or America only aiiiouuted 
to .37,000/. ['I'he Hoii.ClKiirman was correct- 
ed by Mr. Hume, who said that that waAthe 
expense of the whole Government of Amerrca.] 
He submitted to, and adopted the corrcctiqp. 
He need not remind the meeting of the di||[’er- 
cnce in the state of the representation in the 
two countries, nor of its effect in making this, 
difference in their expenses. But then he 
knew it would he said, that it was improper 
to compare republics with monarchies. Well, 
then, he would not do so; he w>)'ild compare 
England with monarchical France, or despotic 
Austria, Russia, or Prussia. If he did so, he 
was ^tire there was no man present who would 
say that'eithcr of^hese comUries had, like us, 
a dead weight of between Jive and sta' millions' 
a year^ Why was it that this was the case ? 
M^hy, but that the members of what oiigbt to 
be the popular branch of'tlic legislature were 
not the guardians of the public purse^but the 
sharers in St (Cheers). No honest man could 
remain one session in tnat House, withofU 
being convinced of that fact. It was in vain 
that many honest members, who had con- 
stituents, did endeavour to stem the flood of 


I corruption ; the majority of the members had 
do constituents to auiiwer to; and therefore 
those who bad, like his honourable friend 
(A/r. Hohhouse), and who did their duty like 
him [partial applause), sitting side side 
with, and cpnstantly supporting that model of 
a member of Parliament, Mr. Hume Jloud 
cheers), str ggled but in vain. He should 
not detain hem further. The fact he bad 
mentioned showed, that whatever else mi^ht 
he said o^the Union with Ireland, that Union 
had not teudech to strengthen' the whole em- 
pire so much as it had injured the country, 

I by adding the gross corruption of its system 
I of representation to our own, which was al- 
ready corrupt enough (Cheers). 

I Mr. Hobhouse rose to move the first reso- 
lution. Thje meeting had heard from their 
honourable Chairman the reasons for calling 
them togetKer at this important crisis; and 
they had heard from him sunietliing about the 
state of our representative system. The great- 
est evils w'ere inflicted on^u‘s couuti^ in con- 
sequence of the gross corruption which per- 
vaded almost every part of that system. The 
right of electing members of Parliament in 
England was confined to too few, to be a right 
likely to be employed in ail cases for the 
benefit of the people; and while the system of 
elections continued in its present state, it was 
impossible that a fair representation of the 
people could exist. Honest representatives 
could not afford the expense of going into 
Parliament. It was a sophistry to say, as 
some men did, that the system worked well. 
The answer was, that it was like the gallows 
they had read of in Shakspeare; it worked well 
fur those who worked ill. His daily experi- 
ence convinced him of the truth of what he 
had stated, namely, that the mode of election 
must be totally changed before there could he 
a fair representation of the people in Parlia- 
ment. Without that change, to hope for a 
fair representation was to ho|)e for an impos- 
sibility. For that reason he had, the other 
night, in the House of Commons, dissented 
from the opinion of the honourable member 
for Aberdeen, whom the honourable Chairman 
had introduced to them in a manner that he 
fully deserved {cheers), and who, it was to be 
hoped, would soon take his seat for Middlesex 
[iMud cheering^ He (Mr. Hobhouse) had 
told that houoiitable member what he would 
now repeat, that that honourable Member 
was wrung in asserting, as be had done, that 
if the electors of England did their duty, they 
might return a popular majority to Parliameiit 
(Some person in the crowd said, That*s 
true**). He repeated, such ar thing was im- 
possible ; the people might do more than they 
did now, bkt they could not do what the 
honourable Member for Aberdeen imagined. 
The thing was (lerbaps physically possible, 

I but it was morally impossible. W as it judg 
' ing correctly of hunian nature to expect, that 
when the middling and higher classes were 
governed by the feeling of interest, and dare 
|%iot disoblige those who were more wealthy 
ana powerful; the bumbler classes alone 
should set that feeJine; or interest at defiance ? 
He thought not ; aiuf he bellevefl tUbt nobody 
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^ho c&lmly considered tbe subject could en« 
tertuin a doubt Upon tbe 8u)>ject. lu larg^e 
counties ft often aiij! very generally happened, 
that the poor freeholder could nut al^rd the 
expense of going to tbe poll, and if he were 
taken there by one of the candidate^ be felt 
bouud to vote for that candidate. It vras the 
same wi|h the freemen of distant boroughs ; 
such, for instance, as tbe borough of Uerivick- 
upou'Tweed, of which it was related, that oiT 
one occasion a candidate put a number of 
voters of that borough on board a ship to go 
to Berwick, and vote for him ; on which the 
opposite candidate bribed the Captain, who 
took the voters out into the German Ocean, 
where they remained tossed about by the winds 
and waves While tbe election was decided 
without them by the other voters at hbme (A 
laugh). In the county of Wilts, with which 
be liad the honour to be couuected, he knew 
of something similar. number of voters 
were put into carriages and taken to the place 
of election to vote for one candidate. When 
they arrived, the other contrived to send bis 
agents among them, paid their expenses, and 
obtained their votes, which they thought due 
to the man who had paid for their travelling. 
I'he fact was, that that class of persons had 
not the means of independent action, and 
being without those means they were without 
the motive or the courage to act indepen- 
dently. In the year 1793, Air. Grey {now 
Earl Grey) pt'esented a petition to the House, 
in which it was offered to be proved that 
a majority of that House was returned 
through the influence of one hundred and 
fifty oar rich patrons of boroughs. He 
had no doubt that the statement in that pe- 
tition was true : and if it was, then it must be 
admitted to be impossible for the electors of 
Kiiglaiid freely and fairly to send a popular 
majority to that House. But though, under 
])rcsent circumstances, such a thing was in 
his belief impossible, yet reformers should not 
be deterred from attempting to improve the 
system. He had acted on that principle. 
When in the House of Commons he voted, as 
he had always done, for the most extended sys- 
tem of reform which any one had proposed, 
and for the least minimum of reform, which 
Some high personages had coiiseifted to dole 
out to the people from their own gracious 
kindness and coadescensioiu Every little par- 
ticle of reform was worth having, and was u6t 
to be rejected because we could not get tbe 
whole. (Hear, bear.) At the same time that 
he thus recommeuied them to mkpt any iri^ 
fling reform, rather than none at all, he must 
say that he could not but think the plan pro- 
posed by that Association, was most worthy 
of the support of that meeting. (Hear, hear.) 
As he understood it, that plan was to seek 
the co-operation of reformers throughout the 
three kiugdtims. It proceeded on bases which 
most would think wide, and to wliich some 
Blight possibly object as too extended. Jt 
stated especially, that elfttion by ballot wax a 
sme qua non of effleient ttfa^, {Loud cheer* 
ing,) He agreed with that Rteiueat, and bis 
opinion was of some value in this case, for he 
had once been opposed to the plauy hut he was 


now convinced, bv bis daily experience botli in 
antf out of .that House, that without it they 
could do nothing, with it they could accomplish 
almust^ny’ thing; and he would evert Consent 
to let tne right of voting remain as it was, if he 
could get election by ballot rather than have the 
right of voting extended, but he refused the baL 
lot, (Cheers.) He came to that opinion nut only 
from ms own experience, but from authority, 
from the autnivity of those wise and good men 
who had must feeply considered the subject, 
from the authority of a Bentham and a AJill, 
great nainca, indeed, and far above the sneei-^ 
which were directed against them, far above 
tbe jests and tmckeries of those who envied 
their fame and hated their labours, because 
those labours were honourably and successfully 
devotedeto promote the good of mankind. 
(Applause.) Jt wcflild be his pleasing duty to 
propose the first Resolution, a resolution in 
which there was nothing of a doubtful kiud» 
and he therefore expected that it would re« 
ceive their unanimous approbation. 

The Resolution having h^t seconded, 

Mr. Hunt rose. %.me few persons called 
him to order, but tno great majority cheered 
him loudly. 

The Chairman deprecated anything but a 
mere expression of approbation or disapproba- 
tion ; spoke in high terms of Air, Hunt, and 
urged the meeting to hear everyone patiently. 

Mr. Hunt observed that tbe Chairman had 
said much of him, and therefore be need not 
say much of himself. (Hear, and laughter.) 
He should be very short in what he uovf ad- 
dressed to them. Having received a lecture, 
and a very proper lecture, from the Chairman, 
who urged them to unanimity, he merely rose 
to call on all those who thought with him, to 
be unanimous in their support of this Resolu- 
tion, in order that they mjght call on the 
Chairman and his friends (who seemed to be 
radical reformers as far as thc^ould be so) 
to be ill return unanimous ioiheir support of 
the Resolution he sJtould pi'opose, (Cheers and 
laughter.) 

The ^rst resolution was carried unani* 
mously. 

Air, Hector rose to move the second Reso- 
lution, He announced himself as a reformer, 
expressed his pleasure at seeing Air, Hunt, 
of whose €u:8islance he and the other reformers 
of Hampshire had often gladly availed them- 
selves, I'hey bad, however, done so in vain, 
for the reformers in the country could do no- 
thing without the aid of the reformers of Lon- 
don. The country took its fashions of all kinds 
from London, and the country reformers, witlT- 
>ut the assistance of those in Aondon, were 
,ike a rope of sand. He, therefore, urged the 
iiondon reformers to come forward. He had 
been one engaged^ in getting up the associa- 
tion « and he expected that the cause of reform 
would obtain the greatest benelit from it, for 
though some of the Hons did not appear to be 
with them, he trusted tnat they in the middle 
class of life could move on success (ully in su^ 
a cause by their own efforts. (Cheers.) He 
deprecated disunion among reformers on petty 
points of detail ; their enemies, he knew, re- 
lied on iti they said, “ Oh, Let theat reform- 
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ers alone, tliey always oppose each other ; let 
'them alone, and they will cutrtheir o*Wn 
throats." He was not one of those who liked 
to cut his own throat, he would ratl^r cut 
theirs. (Cheers and laughter.) Cutting, how* 
ever, they seemed to understand well enough, 
at least with respect to pursesi (A laugh.) 
Cutting purses had long been the feshion 
among them, but if they did not sjop, tire peo- 
ple would have no purses to (Laughter.) 
He had hoped to have seen^the honourable 
Baronet, the member for Westminster, among 
them. He trusted that the honourable Baronet's 
return, emd that of Mr, Hobhouse, were cer- 
tain; and be thought be might, by anticipa- 
tion, congratulate the electors of Middlesex 
on the return of Mr. Hume. (^Cheers,) 

The second Resolution having becn*second* 
£d, was about to be put from the Chair, when 
Mr. Mahon rose. Some confusion ensued. 
The Chairman called on the meeting to give 
the speaker a fair hearing, and Mr. Mahon 
then began. He said that among those who 
professed themsFl^s the friends of free discus- 
sion, he expected of c<mrse that any gentle- 
man who wished to address them, would be 
patiently listened to, and he never anticipated 
that any man who had talents and education, 
would at a public meeting, find any difficulty 
In obtaining a hearing. (Hear, hear.) He 

S creed with the honourable Gentleman, Mr. 

obbouse, in most of what he had said, and 
he knew how much more difficult it must be 
for any honest representative of the people to 
enforce the doctrine of reform in Parliament 
among a body of men such as now constituted 
the House of Commons, than at a meeting 
of persons who agreed with the orator, and 
were prepared to approve all he might say. 
He felt, therefore, that there was no hope of 
Reform till a different set of men could be sent 
into that House; and he knew that before that 
could be don'^the system of election must be 
changed. At present it was one of gross cor- 
ruption from beginning to end. No honest 
man could afford to staud a contested election, 
for as elections were now conducted, they often 
entailed ruin on the candidates’ families, and 
frequently compelled even the most «7ealthy, 
to burden their estates with mortgages, in 
order to secure money to pay the expenses. In 
short, there would be no purity of election till 
the system of gormandising and ^szling, and 
till that of throwing open public- bouses and 
gin-shops were abandoned. He had himself 
witnessed such scenes at Sudbury, that con- 
vinced him no man of moderate fortune could 
attempt to enter into competition for a seat. 
At this moment there were deputies in town 
from different boroughs, looking out for Can- 
didates; nut for those who would best repre- 
sent them in Parliament, but for such os 
would pay them best for their votes. It was 
a full purse that they desired, and he who had 
the fullest purse wgs the most likely to be 
successful. He had seen the Saints of 
■ bury reeling drunk about the streets, like hogs 
wallowing in mire, carrying their drunken 
^extravagance to such a pitch, as to be throwing 
"plumb- pudding about the streets. While such 
u system eontimed^ it was impossiltle tlsat ho* 


nest men should come into Parliameni ; had 
men the tongues of the Apostles, and the 
virtues of the Patriarchs, tl^ey would not under 
such a system be returned, without they could 
pay in money for their election. (Cheers.) So 
far indeed was the system of corruption car- 
ried, that some members of Parliament had 
annuitants in the towns they represented, who 
met occasionally at the faverns, and when 
half-seas-over, drank to the health and full 
purse of him who paid their bill. (Cheers.) 
Having said thus much, l^c thought no one 
could doubt he was a reformer, but he could 
not agree to the sort of reform proposed by 
this Association. He differed from the mp* 
porters ^f annual parliaments and universal 
suffrage, {Slight disapprobation.) He conceived 
such a* scheme of reform to be Utopian, 
{Hisses.) He would speak freely on this as on 
any other subject. He was a friend of mode- 
rate reform, on the plan proposed by Jjyrd J, 
Russell, {Renewed hisses.) 

Mr. Hunt rose to order. ^He wished to 
know what Lord John Russell’s plan of re- 
form had to do with this question ? 

The Chairman could not say in what man- 
ner the speaker meant to apply that topic, 
and he could nut, therefore, know whether it 
was properly introduced or not. 

Mr. Mahon contended, that he was notout 
of order in thus declaring his approbation of a 
plan of refurtii, suggested by a nobleman of 
high education and talents ; one of the most 
honourable and independent members of the 
House of Commons. 

A Gentleman suggested, that the speaker 
was clearly out of order. The question was 
not the remedy, hut the evil, if the honour- 
able gentlemau waited a little longer, he 
might introduce these observations, and would 
then he quite in order, as the resolution to he 
then proposed would give him the opportunity 
of speaking on this subject. 

Mr, Hector was convinced, that whatever 
might be the opinions of Lord J. Russell on 
the plan of reform, h%s Lordship would if pre* 
sent second the resolution undei' consideration, 

Mr. Mahon thought he was in order, and 
believing that Mr. Hunt was trying to assist 
in putting him down, he spoke with some sharp- 
ness of toife and manner to Mr. Hunt. {The 
meeting called him to order, crying out, no 
personality ) ? 

Colonel Jones observed, that the Associa- 
tion was not formed to forward any particular 
plan of reform, but to promote the cause, by 
encouragiiiff a discussioiFof its principle. 

The Chairman said, that if the speaker 
were' be confined to the terms of the second 
resolution, he would be out of order, but per- 
haps it would hardly be right topiu him down 
to words. 

Mr. Mahon proceeded. He was opposed to 
universal suffrage and annual Parliaments', 
he repeated that they vtara vistonaiy {Hisses), 
If any combination of circumstances should 
to-morrow throw hijin into Parliament, and a 
gentleman in l^u rank in life might reason- 
ably aspire tefm seat in the legislature, he 
would boldly on the floor of that House, as

lyNG’S SPEECH, 

AT PROROGUING THE PARLIAMENT. 

On the 23rd July, iUstafit, the King 
prorogued the Parliament, making to 
them the following speech, on which, 
when I have inserted it, 1 shall make a 
few short remarks. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, • 

On tbif first nccasiou of meeting’ you, 1 am 
desirous of repeating to you in person my 
coi'dial thanks for those assurances of sincere' 
sympathy and affectionate attachment whicli 
you cMiveyed me on the demise of my la- 
mented Brother, and on my accession to the 
throne of my ancestors. * 

I ascend that throne with a deep sense of 
the Sacred duties- which devolve upon me ; 
with a firm reliance on the affleetUin of M 
faithfiil 4 uh|ects, and on the support and co- 
operation of Parliament; and with ail bumble 
Bud earnest prayer W Aimlgb^ Qod| that he 
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myself enabled to congratulate you u|k)u tlM 
general itanqnilliig of Europe* This tranquil 
Ifty it will be the object of my oontaut en- 
deavours to preserve; and the assurances 
which 1 receive from my allies, and from all 
Foreign lowers, arc dictated in a similar 
spirit. a 

1 trust that the good undemtanding which 
prevails upon subjects cf <uomnion interest, 
and. the deep concern whu.'h evety Siaiemunt 
have in maintaining the peace of the world, will 
ensure the satisfactory settlement of those mat* 
tcrs which still remain to be finally arranged. 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons, 

1 thank you for the Supplies which you have 
granted, and for the Provision whprh you have 
made for several Branches of the Public Ser- 
vice, during that pi4|of ihe present year which 
inust elapse before a new Parliament can be 
assembled. 1 cordially congratulate you on 
the diminution which has taken p^ce in the 
Expenditure ^ the Country; on \ht deduction 
of the Chaarge of the Public Debt ; and on the 
relief which y'ou have afforded to my people 
by the Repeal of some of those Taxes which 
have heretofore pressed heavily upon them. 

You may rely upon my prudent and econo- 
mical Administration of the Supplies which 


the iuppert of those who make the peo- 
ple pey, whether they be offeeiionale or 
not. Here is the old story about the 
tranquillity of Europe, and tho interest 
U/* every state to maintain the peace of 
the world ; and this, too, when Russia is 
cont(nually^af war, in fact^ with Turkey, 
France ts invading Africa, and Spain at 
u^r with Mexico, tt is our interest to 
be at |$^ce ; or, at least, the interest of 
our THING, because our THING can- 
not go to war ?

The King congratulates the 
nftblest Assembly"' on the reduction 
of our expenses ; which is, if th^re be 
any, owing to the same cause : we pay 
less, because the Government cannot 
get so much as it did; but as to re- 
ducing th6 charge of the public debt,'^ 
good Gdti ! when the Government is 
borrowing on annuities to ike amount 
millions-, and will, and must, soon have 
added to the Debt more than they have 


you have placed at my disposal, and upon my 
readiness to concur in every Diminution of the 
Public Charges which can be effected con- 
sistently with the Dignity of the Crown, the 
Maintenance of National Faith, and the per^ 
manent Interests of the Country. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I cannot put an end to this Session, anci 
take my leave of the present Parliament, with- 
out expressing ray cordial thanks for the zea' 
which you bave manifested on so many occa- 
sions fur tlfts welfare of my people, 

Vou have wisely availed yourselves of the 
happy Jppv/^^iinily of general peace and iuter- 
iiaf repose, calmly to review many of the laws 
and judicial establisbiiients of the country, 
and yon have applied such cautious and well- 
considered reforms as are consistent with the 
spirit of our venerable institutions, and are 
calculated to facilitate and expedite the adini 
nistration of justice. 

You have removed the civil disqualifications 
yvhich affected numerous and important classes 
pf my people. 

While 1 dedare, on this solemn occasion, 
my Axed intention to maintain, to the utmost 
of my power, the Protestant Reformed religion 
established by law, let me, at the same time, 
-cxpresstfny earnest hope that the animosities 
which have prevailed mi account of religious 
distinctions may be forgotten, and that the 
decision of Parliament, with respect to those 
distinctions, having been irrevocably pro- 
nounced, my faithful subjects will ui^te with 
me in iidvaucing the greatol^ect coutemplated 
by the Legislature, and in promo^inr that 
spirit of domestic concord and peace whicn con- 
stitutes the surest basis of uur national strength 
nud happiness. 

Yes, the King is riglit enough ; he 
wants the affection of his/’eop/Sf but^

least hope of any amendment. In short, 
fol^ us not to be amused and deceived, 
we ought to expect an amendment to 
come from the King, when he shall re- 
commend a reform of the Parliament, 
and not before.

Nkvkr, since the world began, was 
man placed in a more important situa- 
tion than tliat in which you now stand; 
never did so much of good or of evil, 
of happiness or of misery, of glory or of 
abasement, before depend on the will of 
any one human being. That from your ; 
Majesty may come the good, the hap- 
piness and the glory, is iny anxious 
wish; and in the hope of giving effect 
to that wish, I now, with the highest 
respect, submit to the serious considera- 
tion of your Majesty, my views on the 
events now taking place in France, and 
on their natural consequences with re- 
gard to this once gr At and famons com- 
monweal th, of which you are the law- 
ful, and will I sincerely hope be, to the 
lak hour of a long life, tne happy and 
beloved King. 

In order to explain clearly jmy opi- 
nions as to the events in France, it is 
necessary, that I state what those events 
have been ; and, in order to show how 
they are likely to affect us, I must ad- 
vert to transactions in this country, 
closely connected, in priM/jlej with 
these events in France. With regard tef 
the events in France, they have no ftew 
character; they have arjsen from no new 


cau^ : they are merely a continuation 
of that series of events, which began to 
take pitted in 1789, when the people of 
France bravely resolved no longer to 
endure tHose burdens which a profli- 
gate, and*gfreedy, and insolent, and 
cruel court, and aristocracy, had laid 
upon them ; and for enduring which, 
for so many many ages, Englishmen had 
been reproaching therti with the ba^st 
cowardice. Napoleon’s assuming the 
impefial office^nd the consequent resto- 
ration of the Roarbons, made merely a 
a chasm in the series. It was, from 
the first, a people bravely resolved to 
be free, and acting on the clear and in- 
disputable principle, taut there can be 
no freedom^ unless those who impose 
the taxes he chosen by the people ihviti- 
selves. From 1815, until now, this 
great and gallant people have been kept 
down by circumstances too great for 
them to control ; but, by time, and by 
their courage and wisdom, these cir- 
cumstances have, by degrees, been re- 
moved, and buck they come to the rock 
from which tliey hud been forced by a 
million of foreigners in arms.

England is inecitable: if that iliig, that; 
outward and visible sign of perpetual 
hostility to aristocratical Injustice, keep 
up, reform must come to England, 
from some beginning or other 5 and the 
wise Ivay would be to make it wow, 
when it can be done without a struggle 

The example of America is powerful, 
but we only hear of that : the other we 
shall see: it is a mighty, a populous, a 
rich, a learned nation, admired for its 
valiant achievements, and now more 
admired than ever, this last act being 
the most noble exploit ever performed 
by a people. A people unarmed, dis- 
armed, in fact, a people reposing in the 
lap of peace, beset on every side and di- 
vided in the midst by an organized 
government and a powerful army and 
watched by spies and gens-d'arrnes at 
every turn, rising all at once, baring 
their breasts to the sabres and the bul- 
lets and the cannon balls, upon the. first 
violation of their rights 1 Taking their 
old Republican motto, Vivre Itbre, ou ; 
mourir ! “Live free, or die :”and acting | 
to the very letter, up to t hat motto ! Such 
a spectacle must have and will have a 
great effect on all the nations in the 
world. 

it should be remembered by every 
body, and particularly by your Majesty,, 
that the war against llie French Repub- 
lic was a War sought by Mi, that is, by 
oiir govetnihcint ; and that the object of 


it Was “/d prevent tkd contagion of 
firench principles.** Now, what were 
those prindtiples ? that there ought to be 
no over-beilriag Arisiocraeg, fto Hikes, 
or established church, that all men 
should be fqual in the eye of the law, 
that 1^0 law ought to be passed without 
, the assent pf the people at large through 
represenlatvoes freely chosen by them. 
These were the “ French principles,** 
and without asking hotv many men there 
are in England who reject these princi- 
ples 710W, I may venture to assert, that 
i we shall not go to war again “ to pre- 
vent. tjie contagion** of these, or of any 
other French pfinciples. Yet, it must 
be evident to every one, that we cannot 
rejnain as we are, if the tri-coloured 
flag continue to wave in the air. 

One great and constant argument 
against re/bm has been, ever since the 
restoration of the Bourbons, that all 
such efforts were vain ; for that, after 
all that the French had done, after all 
their surprising sacrilices and feats of 
valour, they were obliged, even for 
their own peace and safety, to return to 
their former state. This was not true 5 
for they had got rid of tithes, corvdes, ga- 
belles, seigneurial courts, game-laws, ac- 
cursed local pttrl laments, and a thousand 
I other degrading and tantalizing curses, 

I to get rid of cither of which was worth 
an age of war. But, ^they had the 
Bourbons back j they hudlhe whetejlag 
back; they bore the ostWard signs of 
re-subject ion ; and, on this circumstance 
the enemies of our rights and liberties 
founded an argutnent, not to be an- 
swered by every one in a moment. But, 
NOW, what have these enemies to say 1 
Here is the tri-coloiired flag again, and 
that, too, in conipany with sober free- 
ddin, elegant manners, the arts in per- 
fection, manufactures, commerce,.^nd 
agriculture, all Nourishing. And, to 
suppose, that a people capable of whai: 
tiie world has witnessed wilhin last 
twelve days are unfit to form and live 
under a wise and strong government ; 
to suppose, that they are unfit to esti- 
mate and enjoy freedom united with 
jrder anJ law, is the most unreasonable, 
^nay, the most impudent, thought that 
ever came into the mind of man. The 
QcjARtKRLY Rbvikw says, that the 
“ French are by no means adapted to a 
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** government like ours;** which is per- 
fectly true ! TJiis g^overnmeut, such as 
it now is, is Jit fur nobody hut Irish^ 
Scotch, and English ! Nulixly else is 
worthy of it ; and this they feel, I Sup- 
pose*; for the people have, in every part 
of the world, rejected the offet of it, and 
even looked upon such offer us an aflfont. 

From the nature of thingf, a more 
intimate connexion will now grow up 
between the people of England and 
those of France. .The people have been 
kept asunder for thirty- seven years. 
For ivventy-two by war, and for the rest 
of tlic time by the sort and character of 
the French governments^ Tlie Eflglish 
tliat have gone to France have been, for 
the most part, tax-eaters of one sort or 
another 3 all on the side of the Bour- 
bons 3 all full of insolence 5 all wishing 
the people to be kept down, all hated 
by the people, and hating them in re- 
turn. Men that could have assisted in 
uniting the people of the two countries 
have kept at home. This will not be 
the case now ; men of intelligence will 
go to France, and the two countries will 
know one another well; a thing to be 
prevented solely by war^ and to think, 
even to think, of that, no man in Eng- 
land is mad enough. The intercourse 
will, therefore, be free, and the effects 
of it will be felt in various ways, and 
particularly as n cause of increasing the 
nece.^ghy of patliaiiientary reform. 

This rei^irution in France has not, 
like ours in been made by a par- 

cel of aristocrats, who bold lands once 
belonging to the Church and poor, and 
who are seeking fresh grants. It has been 
made by the people themselves^ and 
that, too, ft»r the express and sole purpose 
of preventing their rulers from robbing 
them of their right to he represented in 
thei^ legislative assembly, [t is a re- 
volution made to prevent borough-mon- 
geriny. It is a revolution made to pre- 
veK Gattons and Old vSaruins and 
PeterShrtjldstind Reigates from ri.sing up 
in France. There was one country tree 
before ; now there are two ; one far off, 
the other near 3 one for men to work 
and keep their gains in, the ftther for 
men to live in on w 4 mt they have gain- 
ed, without being compelled to yield np 
tAvu-thirds of it in taxes, to be given to 
those who ride over them. 


The mild and goaxing language o^e 
CouRiRu newspaper is quite enougflko 
convince any body, jhat your Majesty’s 
! ministers are in great embarrassment 3 
! that they are astounded ; that this a 
I stroke wholly unexpected ; that they see 
the danger of the thrust, and do not 
know how to parry it. The arrival of 
the aiiSbassador of the new government 
d la tricolor will put them to the test. 
Oh ! how will they get down this bolus ! 
That will be the day of jubilee for the 
Radical Reformers ! What ! receive the 
tricolor^ after all the rejoicing under 
the whiie flag ! After the trampling 
upon it,*and after pulling it siown on 
the Serpentine River ! and after pub- 
lishing a fine quarto boiik to perpetuate 
the exploit ! To live to see tlds day is 
well worth a whole life of suffering up 
to this day. 

When I before addressed your Ma- 
jesty, 1 mentioned the appearances in 
France, but did not imagine that the up- 
shot was so very near at hand. I as- 
sured your Majesty, that from one end 
to the other of England, all who do not 
live upon the taxes, were anxious for the 
success of the French people 3 and I 
can now assure you that never was joy 
so great and so general as that which 
that success has excited : it descends to 
the very labourers 3 and all understand 
j that the French have been fighting for 
the right of choosing their representa- 
tives, thereby to save themselves from 
being loaded and broken clown with 
taxes. Here is a king driven away, and 
a great army unable to protect him, 
only because he wanted to prevent the 
people from J'reely choosing their repre- 
sentatives^ 

What a lesson ! I do most anxiously 
hope that it will not be thrown away 3 
that it will be seriously thought 0P3 
that it will produce the proper effect on 
others, as 1 am sure it will on your Ma- j 
jesty, to whom I before took the libertjr 
to recommend the calling of the Parlia- 
ment together for the express and sole 
purpose of making a real reform in it- 
self, which I now still more earnestly 
recommend, being convinced that that 
is the only means of preventing troubles 
’and calamities, prevent which has 
always been my most anxious desire. I 
beseech your Majesty, who has lauda* 
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bly issued a proclamation for the sup- 
pril^sion of Vice^ to cast your eyes at 
this moment, on the scenes which are 
exhibited in France, and those exhibited 
in England. In the latter, bribeVy, cor- 
ruption, lying, perjury, fraud, drunken- 
ness, every-thing that is false, sordid, 
beastly, and infamous, disfigures scjciety, 
and disgraces flhe land, and this, too, 
under pretence of an exercise of the 
rights of election ^ those rights (where 
at all possessed) being objects of sale or 
of barter as notoriously and undisguised- 
ly as goods in a shop, or being exercised 
at the command of masters as giuch as 
are the kbours of the ox or the ass. 
Look, I beseech your Majesty, at the 
bawling, guzzling, gormandizinggroups 
of Englishmen, literally selling their 
birth- right and that of the rest of the 
community for messes of drink and of 
food ; look, I humbly implore your Ma- 
jesty, at these your degraded subjects, 
and then look at the gallant people of 
France, pouring out their blood like 
water, rather than give up a particle of 
those same rights, which are, as before 
described, sol<l or bartered in England 
for sordid gain, and in many cases, for 
the mere gratification of beastly appetite. 
And, if your Majesty seriously contem- 
plate this contrast, so honourable to 
France and so disgraceful to England, 1 
trust that we may hope for your 
gracious interference, in order to wipe 
from our country such deep and signal 
infamy 3 and in this hope, 1 remain 
Your Majesty’s dutiful subject, 
Wm.

no sign of opposition, and no at- 
** tendance at the commencement wor- 
^ ** thy of being called a crowd. The 


'' candidates and (heir friends collected at 
the Grand Hotel, and thence came in 
“ procession to the platform. The only 
entertainment createtl, previobsly to 
'' the arrival of the larger professors, 
was by the exhibition of a grand pla- 
“ card, saying, ‘ Vote for Dr. — — , the 
“ real Reformer of the Constitution ; * 
" theh mentioning this '^Reformer’^’ ad- 
'' dress. It created much laughter. 

** The crowds then rapidly increased, 
large bodies coming in different direc- 
tions, pressing to the front of the 
hustings most boisterously. 

Sir F. Burdett, and Mr. Hobhouse, 
attended by th& High Bailiff, (Arthur 
** Morris, Esq.) ou ascending the plat- 
“ form, were received with mingled ap- 
plauses and hisses 5 and after they 
** had subsided, there were several calls 
'' of, ‘ Off, off* Colonel Jones and 
Mr. Hume were with Sir F. Burdett; 
“ hut Mr, Hume kept at the back of 
** the crowd, 

“ The writ, &c. were then read, dur- 
“ ing which time there was an immense 
deal of discordant and unfriendly up- 
** roar. The hooting was chiefly di- 
rected against ike candidates j there 
“ being frequent calls of* No Select Ves- 
“ trips ; * * No sham Reformers ; * after 
“ which the scene was varied, till the 
“ speaking commenced, by the tossing 
** about of sundry cabbages removed 
from a cart close at hand, by various 
“ * free and independent electors of 
“ Westminster.’ 

Mr. Lyndon then proposed Sir F. 
“ Burdett, but amidst so much uproar 
** and yelling, that not one word of 
** what he uttered was heard, 

“ Mr. Fcjrsk seconded the nomina- 
** tion of Sir F. Burdett, amidst a like 
“ compliment. 

“ Mr. Dfi Vbab proposed Mr. Hob- 
** house, but he was wholly inaudible in' 
“ consequence of the tremendous up- 
roar, 

“ STr 1. Bobdktt then attempted to 
‘‘address the Meeting, but such was 
the tremendous uproar, that though 
“ our reporter was within four or five 
“ yards of Sir F. Burdett, not one word 
** from him could be collected. The 
scene became still more riotous as Sir 
“ F. Burdett proceeded, and ilUnaturedly 
“ 30. It was the poet noisy ever wit* 
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nessed even at Coven t-^arden. Then 
“ confusion was rendered worse con- 
founded ” j>y the breiikinij down of a 
teinp(frary hustings in front of the 
platform for spectators. lIiAidreds 
^ were hurled down, and literally 
^ tumbled one over the other; nhd then 
' thcre^were most violent and danger- 
^ oils scrambles |o regain their legs and 
^ their huts. This scene was loudly 
‘ huzzaed ! Sir F. Burdett continued 
‘ his sfieech, but the greater were his 
‘ personal exertions to be heard, the 
‘ louder were all sorts of 7ioisg^ inter- 
‘ 7'uptions. Cries of ‘ You re good for 
' nothing ; let us havd Hume, ’ ‘ You 
‘ have got two faces, though onhj one 

* hat,* &c. Seve7'al cabbages, bimps of 
‘ green tops, and smashed potatoes, 

' were at this time thrown, not only 
‘ amongst the crowd, but at the persons 
‘ 07% the hustings. They fell thickly 
^ around * Westminsters Pride ! * A 
‘ few sentences at last were occasion- 
** ally heard, in which he eulogised the 
“ efforts made to return his learned 
“ friend Mr. Brougham for Yorkshire, 

applauded his Majesty, declaring him 
to be the most popular Monarch that 
“ ever sat on the English throne, and 
rejoiced in the efforts made by France 
‘‘ to maintain her Constitution. These 
“ sentences, however, were heard very 
“ clisjointedly, and, eventually, the noise 
** again became, still louder, amidst 
** which Sir F. Burdett bowed and re- 
tired, and he was then most vocife- 
“ rously and jeei ingly huzzaed. 

Mr. UoBHousK next essayed to be 
“ heird, but many exclaimed, ‘ What 
‘ we refused to the Master, must be 
^ ^ denied to the mafi* Thpugb hisj 
‘ voice is much shriller than tliat of Sir 

* Francis Burdett, words now and then, 

‘ and at times half a sentence, only 

* could be beard, and that by the most 
' violent efforts on the part of tiie 
‘ speaker. He appeared to dwell 
^ strongly on the glorious efforts made 
' by the electors of Westminster to res- 

“ cue themselves from Court thraldom, 
on the pleasure he felt at having been 
** .so liunourably returned, and he de- 
dared, that if again returned, he 
would ogain endeavour to do his duty. 
But these sentiments were far from 
being distinctly heard, even at a dis* 


“ tance of a yard or two fronj the orar 
tor. His address was very short, and 
“ te bowe<^ and retired, as he had pro- 
ceeded, amidst the most deafening 
appalling ye//s, variegated with 
“ occasional, but somewhat more W? 
ceremonibus showers of the afore^ 
me%tion€d tlifferent vegetables. 

“ Colonel JoxKS next appeared to be 
“ desirous oPaddressing the meeting, but 
“ The High Bailiff proceeded, pro 
formd, ns no third candidate was even 
“ hinted at, to put the question whether 
‘ they would have Sir F. Burdett and 
Mr. I-lobhouse to represent them in 
“ Parliament ? •The proposition called 
“ forth the most boisterous uproar. He, 
however, afterwards dSblared them to 
have been duly elected. 

Tlie party on the hustings then 
quickly turned round to retreat with 
“ all convenient speed from the plat- 
form ; and there was then a most tre- 
mendous rush to get to the steps lead* 

“ ing from the platform. The electors 
“ of Westminster, however, then and 
there assembled, were too prompt for 
them. The moment tlie backs of the 
“ Members and their friends were 
“ turned, to walk off the hustings, they 
“ w'cre greeted with an immense volley 
“ of cabbages, bunches of turnip- tops, 

“ ^’C, ; and the volleys were often re- 
“ peated long before the ^heroes of the 
scene and the obnoxious parties «.aukl 
** get off the hustings ^nd tinder the 
“ porch. They fell thickly on the lieads 
and shoulders of the platform com- 
pany. Every third man seemed to 
“ have provided himself with some ve- 
getubfb ; several cart-loads must have 
been destroyed ; but in order that 
“ noneoftheammunitioti might be lost, 
several of the populace, by a coup 
** d*as6aut, took possession of the [ilat- 
form and hurled buck the missiles. 

“ The crowd were most grateful for this,» 
“ and made active use of the rej^recl 
“ provision. Showers of ccJjbages at- 
tended the company even under the 
portico, and as the Members, &c., 
entered the£l}iurch,Xho party retreat- 
ing tha^w^, instead of going out as 
“ they came at tlie side of tlie platform. 

• “ Colonel Jones, however, remained 
“ in front of the hustings, and he be- 
came the mark for all to fire the cab-» 
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“ bages at ; and he bravely withstood 
“ the pelting of these ][)itiles% storms for 
“ some time, but eventui^ly he was 
obliged to retire, and was followed as 
** long as he remained within sight hy

HISTORY OF ENGLAND. 

On the 1 st of September I shall pub- 
lish No. I. of The History of the Life 
and Reign of GKORoa IV. When that 
is done, 1 shall go back to the earliest 
times, and publish, in similar Numbers, 
on the Jst of every in&mth, a Co^mplete 
History of England. A true one ; not 
a romance. Tlie History of George IV^. 
will be the end^ of course, unless I 
should outlive another King. 1 begin 
with this last reign, because we want it, 
and particularly the history of our poor, 
unfortunate, and excellent friend, Queen 
Caroline, who, by her known hatred of 
corruption, gave the borough-villains a 
better blow tliaii they had had for many, 
many years. They have, in fact, never 
been “ their own men'* since. These 
incomparable villains (for what is equal 
to their villany) shall have their dwe, 
their full due, in my history, which shall 
show how they got their possessions 5 
and enable the nation to judge of the 
tight that they have to keep them.

TO THE PEOPLE OF FRANCE. 

Ijonftthf Wi Jugust, 1830. 

Friends, 

It is of the greatest consequence, 
that you be now correctly Informed 
with regard to the state of this country. 
1 do not mean the slate of the public 
mind with regard to your last most glo- 
rious exploits; the joyous feelings of 
the people of England you will have 
learned through the channel of our 
press ; and, through the same channel, 
you will have perceived the sulky silence 
and deep gloom which those same ex- 
ploits have caused to pervade the ranks of 
our Bor(hig /mongers. But, at this time 
especially, you ought to be well in- 
formeef upon various parts of our situ- 
ation, other than those whicWarffvisible 
to all eyes. It is my^ntention to ad- 
dress to you, weekly, a paper, under the 
above title, and thus to convey to you 
knowledge, wlfich, under the present 
circu Instances, 1 think calculated to be 
of great l3inefit to both countries. In 
future Numbers 1 will e^^plain to you 
what Boroughmonyers are, what /fe- 
formers are, and what is the nature of 
the struggle between the latter and the 
former, which you will find to be mucli 
about the same as that of your recefit 
struggle. On many otheiP mi^iers of 
the greatest interest, I propose to give 
you information ; but, as very first 
on the list of important matters, I shall, 
in thif present Nninlier, endeavour 
clearly to place before you facts to con- 
vince you, thaijyia need not apprehend 
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open hostility from this country^ on ac- 
count of any measures that may be 
adopted with rej^ard to yoiCr form of 
government^ or with regard t'u any other 
of your internal concerns. 

It is well known, that thijs govern- 
ment niade,war on you in beq^iuse 
your i^AMPLE was dangerous^, to many 
of its establisliments in Church and 
^tate ; and, as it must be evident that 
the example which you have now set 
is still more dangerous to those esta- 
blishments, some men may be ready to 
conclude that it will now again make 
WAR UPON YOU. Certainly such war 
would 00 w be ns just £s the war was 
in 1793. There is perfect analogy here ; 
but, there is no ana^y in the circum- 
stances in which th^ government is 
now placed, and the circumstances in 
which it was placed in 1793 3 and it is 
my business to prove to you the vast 
difference in the circumstances of the 
two ^leriods j 1 . With regard to pecuni- 
ary resources ; 2 . With regard to the 
state of the industrious classes 3 3 . With 
regard to the state of the public mind, 
and to the feelings existing amongst the 
people relative to you and to your pro- 
ceedings. It is not for me to say what 
this government’s wishes are : 1 am no 
searcher of hearts : but, I know what 
it is ABLE and what it is unable to do 3 
and, when I have laid my facts before 
you, -yon will want nothing more to 
guide yonr"* judgment correctly. You 
will hear our periodical press putting 
forth opinions, differing widely accord- 
ing tq the different wishes and interests 
of the parties who write, or who influ- 
ence the writers 5 but 1 will||}ay facts 
before you, and from those facts you 
will be able to form opinions foryour^ 
selves, 

I. With regard to the pecuniary 

RESOURCES or TUB GOVERNMENT. The 
Whole annual amount of the expendi- 
ture, in 1792, was fifteen millions of 
pounds sferling : it is now sixty mil- 
lions. The JDeht or the state then 
demanded fthnually, to pay the interest, 
eight millions 3 it now demands, thirty 
millions, llesides this fixed charge, 
there are other ninelc'^n millions yearly 
required for other fixod cuaroes 3 so 


that there are but eleven millions out 
of the sixty, which is not a fixed and 
permanent and perpetual charger; and, 
out of .that eleven millions come the 
means of carrying on the government^ 
civil and military, domestic and colo- 
nial. Tlius, by the war for ^^shing 
the Republic of France,^ are w^loaded 
with perpetual taxes to the amount of 
forty-five millions of pounds sterling a 
lyear. 

IL W‘lTH REGARD TO THB STATE OP 

THE INDUSTRIOUS CLASSES. Such a load 
of taxes has produced their natural and 
inevitable effect. The farmers, former- 
ly the most opulent in the world, are, 
generally speaking, in a state of in- 
solvency and ruin. Tltousnnds of them 
are fleeing to the United Slates of Ame- 
rica' with the remnant of their means 3 
those that remain become labourers, or, 
at best, can pay only a part of their 
rent, which, in their turn, makes the 
landowners poor. Trade and manufac- 
turers follow, of necessity, the fate of 
agriculture 3 and the wages of the work- 
ing classes are reduced so low, that 
the people in those classes are clad in 
miserable rags, are fed on bread alone 
at best, more often on potatoes alone, 
and, in many cases, actually starved 
TO death for want, though there is 
A LAW to compel each parish to relieve 
poor people in want. From this nflsery 
have come crimes innumerable : addi- 
tional jails of immense capacity have 
been built in nil the counties 3 new and 
severe laws have been passed 3 the trial 
by jury has been set aside in many 
cases, in order to cause more summary 
punishment 3 but still the crimes in- 
crease. Witnesses, examined by the 
House of Commons, have proved that 
the common food of the labouring 
people is potatoes alone ; that the allow- 
ance to a labouring man is only about 
six sons a day, while bread sells for Jive 
sons a poand (Frencli money) 5 that the 
felons in the jails are fed better than 
the labouring people 3 and that these 
latter commit crimes in order to get 
INTO JAIL TO BE BETTER FED. In many 
parts of the country, men have been 
Qiimpelled to draw carts and wagons, 
like beasts of burden ; it has been pro- 
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posed 5n Parliament to mortgage the 
lands to raise money to send the people 
away odt of the t^ountry ; in 6oii\je parts 
the husbands have been, by the public 
authorities, kept forcibly apart i\om the 
wives, to prevent the sexual intercourse 
between them ^ in one ctise a great 
proprietor of niines has ordered any 
man to be turned off, who shall marry 
before the age of thirty years; all over 
the country, .labouring men are put up 
to auction (a Cencnn) and sold fm' a 
certain time to the highest bidder, just 
as the labour of African slaves is«old in 
the West Indies. In short, misery and 
degradation, such us are now seen in 
this country, never were before witness* 
cd in any country in the world. Whik 
such is but a faint picture of the ruin 
and misery of the industrious classes 
tlie aristocracy, the fundholders, and a)! 
who live on the taxes, are wallowing ii: 
riches and in splendour, just as the) 
were in France at the close of the reign 
of Louis XV. In 1792, before the 
fatal war against the French republic, 
the people were well off, agriculture 
trade, and manufactures were nourishing, 
the working people were well clad, and 
fed with abundance of bread and meat; 
and the country had the means to spare 
for additional taxes and for war.

We have seen many men fall from a 
great height: Charles X. has had a 
pretty decent tumble ^ but Charles X.

But here we have a man 
who was upon the pinnacle of popularity, 
and who, by a series of mean and self- 
degrading acts, has brought kiutself 
down to the very lowest state of popular 
contempt; a man who had literally a 
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crown of laurel put on his head by the 
people of Westminster, and ^rho has 
now b£en petted from the election hus- 
tinge by that same peifpte, and Compel- 
led to run into a church to save his 
carcass ! I dare say that whCn in the 
sanctuary^ he accused tlie people of 

inconsistency.^ 

When this man was a candidate for 
Middlesex, in 1S09, a quarter of a 
million of people conducted him, every 
day for fourteen days, from Brentford 
to London (seven miles), hundreds of 
flags waving in the air, with^the in- 
scriptions of Hurdktt and Reform i 
** Burdett for- ever I Burdett and 
** Liberty 3 Bukdety andno Bastile; 

Burdett the Man op the People." 
When he was imprisoned in the Tower, 
deputations from the cities, towns and 
counties, came up to him xoith addresses. 
On the day when he came out of the 
Tower, in 1810, a million of people 
came forth to witness the procession ; 
for in addition to the people of London, 
there were supposed to be a quarter of 
a million of people from the country. 
There were Jive hundred carriages of 
different sorts, ready to join in the pro- 
cession, and more than a thousand men 
on horseback. Never was there upoq^, 
earth, king or emperor, honoured as he 
was honoured, or offered to be honoured 
on that daVfVvhen, and even after which, 
he was styled, “ WESTMINSTER'S 
PRIDE AND ENGLAND'S GLORY”; 
and, at his approach, upon all public 
occasions, the music played “ THE 
“CONQUERING HERO COMES.” 

And what is his state now ? On the 
3 1st of July, 1830, was held the election 
for the city of Westminster. Burdett 
and Hobhousk, who were the late mem- 
bers, had nobody to oppose them. The 
Government and the aristocracy liked 
them well; they had the name of patri- 
ots, and were the most eflicient^ means 
of preventing the people from being 
heard; they kept out good men, be- 
cause if such opposed them, then the 
Government and the aristocracy were 
ready to come to their support. I, for 
instance, knew them to be detested by 
the people of Westminster ; but if I had* 
offered myself as a candidate, the con- 


sequence ivould have been, that instant- 
ly the Government and the whole of 
the aristocracy, including army, navy, 
and^ church, would have seff^ to work 
with all their united power, in favour 
of l|iese ttvo “ s/iam-reformers"; a ma- 
jority of the votes would have been for 
them ; p&ple at a distance would have 
believed that the people of West- 
minster really preferred them ; they 
would have had a triumph ; and all that 
I should have accomplished would have 
been the ruin, or at least the great in- 
jury, pf hundreds of virtuous tradesmen 
%nd mechanics/ who would have pre- 
ferred their duty to their pecuniary 
interest. 

These considerations, and the last 
particularly, made me resolve to let 
them alone ; not even to go near the 
place of election ; but to leave them to 
the spontaneous indignation and acts of 
the people themselves; and, as 1 am 
now about to record, that indignation 
was expressed*in a manner highly ho- 
nourable to the people of Westminster. 
The place for holding the election is on 
one side of the Square op Covent 
Gaud BN, so called because the spot 
once belonged to the Convent at West- 
minster, and because it is now used as 
the grand market for garden produce of 
all sorts. The election^day was, as it 
happened, on a Saturday, whi;;ja vs a 
market’-day. For performing the cere- 
mony, or rather the farce, of the elec- 
tion, a platform was erected on Uie 
^vest side of the square, where there is 
a higli iron palisade, separating the 
market^square from the Church op 
Sr, Paul,, the large portico of which 
comes very hear to the iron palisade, 
in which palisade there is u door-way, 
leading from the square into the portico 
and the church. 

To this platform, about twelve o'clock 
in the day, the Two Heroes, accom-

ofnll^ HE tAME IN TIME." Let us 
hope that our example will have a good 
effecL and/that ambassadors will go to 
Parteffrom many bodies of men in Eng- 
land. Cane should be taken, however, 
not to seni!^ men whom the people of 
England dc.spise. 1 will not name any 
body; but when there are so many 
good men and true, those should not 
be sent who are hated by the people, 
and who have been pelted by them, and 
very rtcently U»>. Such men really 
should, at this time, be kept out of 
sight as much as possible. Their malice 
against the people will thrust them for- 
m^ard, in the hope that they shall 
make the people disgusted witli the 
cause that they appear to espouse. I 
read of a public meeting in Westminster, 
The shams dare not appear at such a 
meeting ; the shams dare not show their 
faces to the people of IVestminster, They 
can congregate in places, out of which 
the people arc shut ; but they will never 
meet the people again; no, not even 
at the Crown and Anchor, Therefore, 
such people should, if possible, be kept 
out of sight : our gallant friends at Paris 
know that the people of Westminster 
have pelted them. They should be kept 
out of sight ; indeed they should. 1 hope 
that those who have influence of^rthem 
will be able to restraifTlheir malice; 
but if not, I shall be compelled to inter- 
fere, and effectually restrain them my- 
self. One way of restrainiSg them, is to 
point ouWto the people by NAME, who 
their abettors are. They are now ter- 
rified out of their lives at seeing that 
there must be reform ; and they will do 
very thing in their power to make it as 
small and as worthless as possible. . 

I now proceed to an ^^account of our 
DiNNKR, first remarking^ however, on 
some material misrepresentntlOiMr that 
have gone forth respecting it.

I am, for instance, 
made to say, that inJ 81 5, France was 
attacked by 1,100,000 men in arms. It 
was 1,011,000. r am made to say, that 
Sir James Graham showed, that 13 of 
the aristocracy took from us 50,000h a 
year. It was 113 of them that took 
from us 650,000/. a year. There are 
other errors in words, which injustice to 
the company, much more than to my- 
self, are corrected in the following 
report.

Yesterday evening, in pursuance of 
Mr. Cobbetf’s notitication, about 140 
persons [202] sat down to din*^er at the 
London Tavern, Bishopsgate-street^ to 
celebrate, under the above designation, 
the late events in France. Mr. Cobbett 
was in the chair, supported on his right 
by Sir Thomas Beevor. Over the head 
of the Chairman waved the tri-colourcd 
flag. The company was both nume- 
rous cncKrespec table. All wore the tri- 
colourcd riband at the button-hole, or 
as a watch riband. 

The cloth having been removed, Mr. 
Cobbett said — I can truly say, though 
I have lived sixty-four years, that,. this 
is the. happiest day of my life. This 
time It makes me be-

so, it is as good as being so. You can 
all recollect thb year 1815, when this 
flag (pointing to the tri-coloured flag) 
was torn from the gallant French nation 
by 1,011,000 men, whose muster-roll 
was laid before the House of Commons. 
You can remember the bragging of 
Castlerejigh, the pride of the aristocracy 
who pulled down thji flag, how they 
exulted in the thought that they had 
their feet upon our necks for ever. Yet 
the time is come when that flag is up 
again^ and we are met to thank those 
who have been the workers in this 
glorious achievement. I am here for 
the purpose of tendering to you that 
which I think a proper address for us 
to present to the gallant people of Paris. 
We ought to be particularly careful 
that in an address of this soi nothing 
shall go forth but what is perfectly true. 
1 hope that you will concur in that 
which I shall submit to you frolh be- 
ginning to end. To have your appro- 
bation of this address will add to the 
pride I already feel. Having read the 
address, I will submit to you, without 
“ playing at Parliament,’* without sham 
motions, or sham secondings, such as 
the shams make use of, and oy the aid 
of which we have been so long de- 
frauded, cheated, and robbed. I'he 
Address is dated the i6th August 1830 3 
a very ominous day. Gentlemen (though 
it occurred by mere accident) : it is the 
day on which the reformers bled at 
Manchester. 

Mr. Cobbett licre read the following 
Address : 

•'THE REFORMERS OF LONDON (AS- 
«SEMBLED AT THE LONDON TA- 
VERN, ON THE 16th OF AUGUST, 
« 1830), TO THE BRAVE PEOPLE OF

“ Friends, — We, the reformers of 
Lohdoi , speaking the voice of mil- 
lions of Englishmen, present to you 
our congratulations on the victory 
that your valour has obtained for 
yourselves, and our best thanks for 
the good that must arise from your 
noble example. 
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** We who, and whose fathers, have 
been for fifty years striving in vain 
** to recover our right of choosing re- 
presentatives^ ’ we who, during that

“ we, who behold the industrious and 
“ laborious classes, of whom we form 
“ a part, brought down to ruin, and in 
“ great numbers reduced to the lowest 
“ stage of human degradation, clad in 
“ miserable rags, deprived of a suffi- 
cicncy of food fit for man, and, in 
many cases, actually starved to death,

“ and splendour ; we, who well know 
“ that this shameful and hateful state

I “ Y^"heii/ve saw the tri- coloured flag

“ bol of the valour and patriotism of 
“ free-inen ; the principle of the sovc- 
“ reigifty of the f^eople ; and, above all 
“ things, the assertion of that most pre- 
“ clous of all rights, the right of the 
people freely to choose those who 
make the laws ; and we had the sad 
“ foreboding, that, along with this glo- 
“ rious flag, under which freedom had 
“ won her thousand battles, these sa- 
“ cred principles and rights would be 
trampled under foot. 

“ It is, then, with joy unbounded that 
we again see this immortal flag in the 
‘ air. In it we behold the fall of ty- 
‘ ranny decreed 3 in it we behold the 
“ humiliation of insolent and ragfici^s

“ guarantee for the real freedom of the

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Mr. ConnETT resumed — It is not solely 
from gratitude to the French ; it is not 
solely from admiration tow^ards theln, 
that we are met here. Ev^ry one, ex- 
cej)t the gloomy boroughmonger, who 
retreats to liis shades and ^reinhles for 
fear, not only rejoices, burcom^ for- 
ward to express his joy. We rejoice, in 
the first place, as all Englishfnen ought, 
that tyranny has received & blow ; that 
the people themselves have come for- 
ward and put down tyrants ; that they 
have asserted their rights 5 but we re- 
joice more feelingly on our own account. 
It is impossible that this flag cun keep 
aloft, and we contimfc in our ‘Jiresent 
degraded slate many years longer.

They 'Mbuld let none of us see the pa- 
jiers, hut they'iefcired them to a Secret 
Committee of their own choosing, and 
the Secret Committee said that there 
was reason to take away our liberty. 
The whole of the people o^' England 
and Scotland were made liable to he put 
into dungeons at the jileasure of tw^o 
Secretaries of State. I trust we shall 
again make our voice hi^ard, and 1 do 
believe that this time they will not put 
us into gaols and dungeons. It is noto- 
rious also that nothing ever ecpialled 
the jVrid&, insolence, and exultation of 
the boroughmongeringruHians and their 
satellites when this flag was ])ulled down 
by the 1 , 011,000 foreigners. You re- 
member that white eucktideS were stuck 
on their horses’" lieads. 'fhe borough- 
mongers drove about their courttry 
crOdS-roads with white cockacl^s in their 
hats.

“ disreputable society shall have abated.*' 
The boroughmongers have so long 
been used to practise insolence, that they 
will, I suppose, keep on ’till the politi- 
cal Noah shall actually step into the ark.

Thr newspapers say, that two millions 
q/* ounces of gold and silver, 1 believe 
they say two millions and a half, have 
sent out of the country within 
about ten days (I ^rite this on the 23d 
of August). They do not particularly 
say how much gold and how much 
silver. One million of ounces of gold 
is about a fifth part of the ()uas^ity that 
was ever in the country for many years 
P®st. The Bank has out about twenty- 
six millions of pounds in their notes. 
Ifow mvfh gold the old lady has to 
answee^these notes, I cannot say ; but 
this I know, that new sovereigns only 
nse to be had at the Bank. There are 
about twenty millions of country bank 
notes afifia?, compared with all which 
paper the quantity of gold in the country 
must be trifling.

The end of this 
measure would be very little different 
from the other, only it would be slower 
in coming j it would give a little time 
for preparation ; it would raise prices 
enormously ; it would lessen debts and 
taxation in the same degree ; it would 
please farmers and landlords too, the 
one having rents and the other having 
mortgages to pay ; but the paper would 
soon sink into a battle against the 
tgold, and then would come that ter- 
mination, which, upon the whole, would 
probably be the best. In either of these 
oases, how wildly Brougham and Hume 
would look about them ! The wise 
thing would be^ to make the Bank-re« 
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striction, and then, at once, to make the 
parliamentary reform. However, those i 
that hflve the power must do as they 
please, and the consnjuence will be 
on their heads and not on tlie heads of 
those who have no ])Ower. In tl^s state 
of tilings, common sense points dut to 
every man whoj can do it, to furnish 
himself with SOME GOLD. I know 
tliat there is in the city, a very general 
expectation that a Bank-restriction and 
legal tender must take place before ii 
be long; and that either that or panic 
must come before Christma%. This 
has long been niy opinion. My position 
is this, that wheat must be, on sin average 
of years and seasons, at five shillings a ; 
bushel, or less, or that the gold must 
leave this country. So to contract the 
issue of paper us to bring down wheat | 
to five shillings a bushel, is to bring 
panic and all its horrors ; to keep the 
wheat up at a higher price, is to fill the 
country with paper and to drive the 
gold out. Let no iiinn deceive himself. 
One or the other of these must take 
place. Some people imagine, that, 
having got rid of the one^pouad notes, 
we are safe from the consequencesf'of 
panic, and that Bank-restriction cannot 
become necessary. These persons forget 
two things ; first, that the one- pound 
notes still circulate in. Ireland and Scot- 
land ; and, second, that there were no 
one-pound Bank-notes when the Bank 
stoppage took place in 1797i t^nd that 
there wa.s a run, a panic and a stoppage 
with lio notes in existence under five 
pounds. If a Bank stoppage were now 
to take place, the bread would soon sell 
for sixpence or a shilling a pound, and 
a gold sovereign would sell for tliree or 
four pounds in paper. Let those, there- 
fore, who can now get the gold, and 
who do not do it, have the full enjoy- 
ment of all the consequences,

WATERLOO-AFFAIR. 

Amongst the signs of the times are 
the following facts, which ought to be 
made known to the whole country. On

; his peerage, printed in London, he is 
called amongst his other titles, Prince 
of Watetlvo , and it is also stated in 
I the peerage, that he has the grant of 
an estate in Belgium, worth two thou* 
sand pounds sterling a year. In Eng- 
land, we have, i}ot only in London, but 
in all the great towns, Waterloo streets, 
Waterloo houses, Waterloo cottages, 
Waterloo places, Waterloo squares i 
and, in London, we have a Wateiloa 
bridge across the Thames. But our 
grand triumphal monument is n statue 
of Achilles, cxecieA in Hyde Park, just 
opposite the windows of Wellingtons 
! own house, and it was said, at the time 
when it was erected, to have been dou^ 
by a subscriptionTif the ladies of Eng'-* 
land."' This statue has written on the 
base of it the following words : 

TO 

ARTHU^UKE OF WELLINGTON 

And his brave companions in 
arnts this statue of Achilles, 
cast from cannon taken in the 
victories of Salamanca, 
ria, Toulouse and Waterloo, 
is inscribed by their country- 
women. Placed on this spot, 
on the 18th day of June,^&ji29, 
by command of his Majesty, 

King George the Fourth. 

Now, \ read in the Morning Chronicle 
of the ISth of August, the following 
W<frds. On the day of the Review in 
the Park, the peopfe put a pipe in the 
** month of ike noble statue of Achilles^ 
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an oak bramh in his Iiand.and poltfid 
him with xtoncs. And yer this statue 
is erected by the ladies in honour of 
\lellini5ton,whodestroyc(kNapofeon/* 
It >vas not an oak branch ; u was I dir- 
tyy broken broom-stick. The statul' was, 
indeed, severely pelted ; and,^ the other 
mornirif^ when 1 saw it, ^tiie broken 
broom-stick was still in the^hand of the 
statue. The statue had been wounded 
in several places, and the stones lay very 
thick about the base; but, what at- 
tracted niy attention mosfr was, a board 
put up near the statue, commanding the | 
ptihltc authorities to seize and bring to 
justice (vtnj persons that might be seen 
attempting to injure the statue ! I should 
fujj’lher observe that the park is locked 
up in the itight time ; so that these acts 
of n^y,ression must luive been committed 
in open day. It is not for me to offer 
opinions upon the subject any further 
than to question the ^undness of the 
logic of the writer above quoted, who | 
seems to think that it argues brutal ig- 
norance ill the pcofilc of England, to 
despise and mock at, and insult, a statue 
that had been erected by the ladies of 
JUnglund. 1 should observe further that 
the inscription on the statue is some- 
thing like the labels in the stocking 
shops : 

^ONE SHILLING 

and clevcB 'prni-« b«lfp«uuy. 

Poor Achilles makes but a very small 
figure. There, now, take the facts just 
as they are ; make your own commen- 
tary, and say what they arc^^ sign of. 
Another fact : some days ago; it was 
announced, in the newspapers, that His 
present Majesty, William the fourth, 
was casing to be buili at Windsor, a 
new gaUery, to be called the WA'lEll- 
LOO GALLERY, which gallery was 
intended to contain and exhibic all the 
trophies taken at the battle of Waterloo, 
Tills mf/fiiing (^23 rd of August), the 
Morning Herald is authorised to state, 
that the gallery was NAMED by his 
JLATE Majesty, George the fourth, and 
was intended by HIM For the atoremen* 
tioned purpose ; and that it is not tru^ 
Vhat the gallery is “ erecting for that 
it lias been formed out of apartments in 


the Castle that were erected a long while 
ago! Very good : I like this weU : it is 
a sign that useless grounds of irritation 
are to be avoided in future. That is all 
L shall say about these matters. 

CHARLES Tll§; TENTH. 

Ir appears to be certain that tliis man 
and his family are to take up their 
abode at Lui.wortii Castle, in Dorset- 
shire, which is a very fine place, about 
130 miles from London, belonging to 
that most respectable Catholic family 
of Weld, who have expended a princely 
fortune from pure zeal in the cause of 
the religion of their fathe**?. This place 
was rented by Peel a few years ago as 
a sporting place. I always thought, 
and always said, that Mr. Charles Capet 
and his family would come to this 
country. It was nonsense to talk of 
their going to America, and is now 
nonsense to talk of their going to Aus- 
tria. Whether it be just^ now that they 



cunistances. If they can remain 
hrfe without giving just offence to the 
French people and their chief, it is 
right that they should be suffered to 
remain ; but if they assume any titles 
incompatible with the laws and con- 
stitution of France ; if they keep up 
here any intrigues or cabals tending to 
excite suspicions of the intentions of our 
government, andr tending to embroil 
the two countries in war, then they 
ought to be sent away. The like of 
this was done at the peace of Amiens^ 
and the like of it must be done now if 
their conduct should give umbrage to 
the French ; for millions of human 
beings are not to be rendered misera- 
ble ; rivers of blood are not to flow, to 
gratifv the ambition, or the malice, of a 
Few iL.lividuals. As far as our own 
King is concerned, we have, in his 
character, and in the real Iftve which he 
has sliown for the people, a sure guar- 
antee that nothing will be done injuri- 
ous to US; and though it is impossible 
to disguise from ourselves and the world, 
that some persons here feel great mor- 
tification at the failure of the schemes 
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of Polignac, every thing that I see leads 
me to hope and to believe, that the 
ministry, will now do nothing to create 
a breach between the two countries, 
who both want pence, and whose mu- 
tual friendship may command that 
tranquillity in Europe which is ne- 
cessary to a peaceable and equitable 
arrangement of o’urovvn dilhcuU affairs. 
In my last Register I gave it as my 
opinion that the Duke of Wellington 
would of himself propose a reform of 
parliament ^ and my reason for this 1 
am now about to state more fully than I 
did then. • 


THE ELECTIONS. 

In Norfolk the old Tory Woodhouse 
has been shovod aside, by a man who 
has pledged himself to reform 5 in 
Cambridgeshire the Duke of Rutland’s 
brother, or cousin, or something, has 
been put out by a private gentleman, 
upon his making a solemn declaration 
that he would vote for radical reform. 
In SuflWk, my old friend, Gakff.r 
Gooch, has been fairly hooted down as 
a common nuisance, though sitting iy a 
seat of twenty-five years old, looked 
upon as an heir-loom in the fami!^5 
and though backed by the aristocracy 
and the parsons in phalanx. There is 
some precious good stuff in these eastern 
counties. In Kent, Honey wood has given 
way to one of the very best and most 
humane men that England ever con- 
tained. In other counties no very great 
change as to the principles of the men j 
but everywhere reform has been sound- 
ed in their ears, and no where has there 
been found a man bold enough to say, 
that he was not for some degree of re- 
form of Parliament, Of those elected, 
Dknnison, in Surrey, Tevor, in Wales, 
CuRTEis, in Sussex, and Western (if 
he be elected) in Essex, have declared 
against the ballot^ and all upon the au- 
thority of Brougham 3 but they will all 
change thefl^one, and their high autho- 
rity will take the lead in the change. 
The wretched creatures called Whigs 
boast that they have “ ORGANISED 
A PARTY"; and they really think 
that they shall put out the Duke^ and 


' come scrambling into power and emo- 
, luiuent. '|he poor creatures do not 
I consider the state of the country at all. 
jThey do ncjf. consider that it is solely 
jihe hl\ME pf this one man that keeps 
I the sfstein# together, and that if that 
name were taken away, it would fall to 
pieces of Us own weight ; they do not 
consider ilwit, in circumstances like 
these, a change of ministry is coiivul- 
sion. However, if the Duke do not 
' himself propose a parliamentary reform, 
they will have the ability to worry him 
out of his existence. They know that 
it candbt be carried peaceably without 
its being a measure of tiie Government. 
They want it not to be carried ; but in 
order to annoy him, and to get his 
power from him, they will ask for what 
they do not want ; they will get in- 
volved in the question so deep as to be 
unable to extricate themselves ; they 
will have the whole country at their 
back upon this question ; they will puU 
down the Duke, or create a commotion. 

If the Duke propose the reform himself, 
and do it at once and frankly, this 
party, as they call tiicmselves, is down 
in a moment, and the Duke’s popularity 
is established for the remainder of his 
life. The people look at this ])arty not 
only without confidence, but with con- 
tempt. The people have long viewed 
them with contempt. They do not look^ 
upon the Duke with contempt. His 
silence and reserve, aqd the ostenlatioiis 
display which his odicious and foolish 
and servile satellites have made about 
him 5 all these displease the j)cople ; 
they drayj^a contrast between his de- 
portment and that of the "present 
king ; but they do not despise him as 
they do the wWgs, whose shuffling and 
treachery are everlasting subjects of 
invective. If he had appeared at Covent 
Garden, they would have showed him 
no respect ; hut. they would not have 
pelted him with cal>b:ige.s aiK^prnips as 
they dill Burdett and Hohhousc. Is it 
not plain, then, that the path for him to 
pursue is the palh of reform, with all the 
people akhis back ? No maxim is truer 
than that desperate (Jiseases require des- 
IqiCTate remedies. Prudence sometimes 
dictates to men lo risk nothing; but there 
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are times when the greatest of prudence 
dictates to them to risk everything; 
and such are precisely the circumstances 
in which the Duke is ifow placed. 
When he looks at tlie delt';, whf*n he 
looks at the taxes, wlicn he looks i.t the 
awful state of the paper money, when 
he looks at the grievous sores that af- 
flict the working classes of this country, 
when he must know that there are 
millions of men who go to bed hungry 
after their day’s work, when he beholds 
all this, he must, he must be convinced 
that some yreat change niust take place. 
Power never listens to reason, except it 
be on its own side. Polignac had two 
desperate remedies before him. One 
was to abrogate the charter the other 
to yield to the will of the people^ and 
thus make the monarchy half a republic. 
1 confess that his choice lay between 
these two ; but he never appears to have 
thought of the latter, which was the 
least desperate of the two ; and there- 
fore, he did not make his master half a 
republican chief; but made him an out- 
cast and a wanderer. Parliamentary 
reform would, to a certainty, greatly 
bring down this aristocracy ; but the 
choice lies bctw'cen this and something a 
great deal worse for that aristocracy. 1 
do not wish, and 1 never have wished, 
to see this wor^ take place ; and I have 
always been j)articulaily anxious to in- 
culcate no opinion hostile to the kingly 
office and dignity* In short, all may be 
preserved that ought to be preserved, if 
those who liave the power in their hands 
choose to preserve it ; and, if they do 
not, be the consequences on Tfr^^ir heads.

3 . It is, then, evident, that the bo« 
roughmongers must have had a great 
desire to put an end to free election by 
ballot fit France; for, if that system 
continued there ; if France v^ere happy 
and prosperous under that system* how 
was England, suffering so severely un- 
der this system, to be expected to re- 
main long in submission to it ? In fact, 
we, the Reformers (being nineteen- 
twentieths of the nation) now had, in 
addition to all our other arguments, 
this : “ There is France prosperous and 
tranquil with free elections 3 and why 
should not we be the same ? Ame- 
rica, you may say, is no precedent for 
us j but France ! France with n king 
and peers and an established church ; 
if she be tranquil and prosperous with 
free elect ions ^ why should not the 
people of England have the power 
freely to choose their representa- 
tives } ** To this argument there was 
no answer ; and the boroughmongers 
saw, that they must either destroy the 
yrounds of the argument 3 or must, be- 
fore long, give up their profitable trade, 
I'lic latter was not to be thought of 3 
and therefore they resol vod on the 
former 5 that is to say, to destroy the 
free elections in France. Our false or 
foolish newspapers talk of Metter- 
nich’s plots. Austria had no interest 
in plunging France into confusion 3 she 
had no interest in |>utting down free 
elections in France 3 she had no reason 
to fear the effect of the example 3 the 
French were tranquil and contented, 
because they were prosperous 3 the king 
of France was in the enjoyment of quite 
power enough 3 to disturb the tranquil- 
lity of France was the interest of nobody 
in the world, our boroughmongers only 
excepted 3 but, it was their manifest 
interest ihoi precisely that should be done 
which PoUgnac attempted to do.

If our friends 
at Paris look out sharply about Cottu, 
that will get at the proof positive of all 
this. 


5. Be it also remembered, that we 
read of the flight of Cottu, as soon as 
the plot had failed! And whither did 
he tlee > Not to Austria : not to Prus- 
sia : not to Belgium. No, but to the 
land of boroughmongers, or marchands 
de votes ! He expected the plot to suc- 
ceed ; he had no doubt of this 3 and his 
worthy colleague of the Quarterly Re- 
view had no more doubt of the success 
than he had of his own existence 3 and 
he expressly says, that he publishes his 
article to prepare the people of Eng- 
land for what is to be done, and to 
** prevent them from being shocked at it !" 
How the boroughmongers must have 
been disappointed and mortified at the 
result! Little did they imagine that 
they should see their man, Cottu, be 
compelled to flee 3 and still less* that 
they should see the people of England 
congratulating the french that they 
had prevented borough mongering (Je 
brocantage des voles) from be^g in- 
troduced into France !

Intion, one cannpt help observing that 
you were lucky in it; for, if the Houses 
had been sitting only four days longer, 
what a questioning and motioning and 
speechifying about this rttnch plot !

SKETCH 

Of thi History of England, from tho Protestant 

Reformation to the Regency of Geo, IP". 

That change in the religion of Eng- 
land, which took place in the reigns of 
Henry VllL, Edward VI., and Eliza- 
beth, anil which is generally called the 
Kgfouaution, has produced, in pro- 


cess of time, a^till greater, and a most 
fatal, change m the nature of the Eng- 
lisdi Govci^ment. Before that event, 
full one-third part, and, indeed more, 
of the real property of the country be- 
longAl to the church; that is to say, 
it was hcUl in trust by the clergy of 
different denominations, as bishop-s, 
priests, incinks, nuns, &c., for the main- 
tenance of icligion, and for the relief of 
the poor and the stranger* These 
trustees, were, therefore, in fact, tlie 
lords, or owners of something approach- 
ing to one- half of the whole of the 
houses and lands of England. 

FroArthe very nature of the Catholic 
institutions this state of things gave the 
common people great advantages, and 
ill various ways, especially as it pre- 
vented them from being borne down by 
the aristocracy. Where there is an aris- 
tocracy who are hereditary lawgivers, 
and are sustained by a law of primo- 
geniture, the commons, if left without 
some power to protect them against 
such an aristocracy, must, in the nature 
of things, be, whatever they may cull 
themselves, the slaves of that aristocracy* 
This protection, the commons, or peo- 
ple of England, found in the Catholic 
church, which not only had an interest 
always opposed to the encroachments 
of the aristocracy, but which was, from 
the very nature of its institutions, the 
cause of a distribution of properly fa- 
vourable to the commons. In tlie first 
place, it took a tenth part of tlie whole 
of the produce of the earth, and out of 
it relieved the wants of the poor, the 
aged, the widow, and the orphan : next, 
the celibar^'^of the clergy, that is of the 
great mass of landowners, necessarily 
took from them all motive for accumu- 
lating wealth, and caused them Ko dis- 
tribute it, in someway or other, amongst 
the commons : next, the nic^astics, 
whose estates were immense, could pos- 
sess no private property, ami were, of 
course, easy landlords, let their lands at 
low rents, and on leases for’ lives, so 
that the renters were, in fact, pretty 
nearly the proprietors; one and the 
same family of farmers held the same 
farm for ages; and hence arose the 
*eFm YKOMAN, which is retained in our 
law-writs, but which has now no appli- 
cation. The nobility were compelled to 
follow, in this respect, the example of 
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the church; nnd thus'^he commons 
were the joinLt-proprietorit^ in fact, of 
the whole country; they ackd.^ow]e(%^(l 
the owner as lord of the soil ; but they 
held the estates for lives; they had 
rents or fines to pay, at stated tfnes, 
but with this reservation^ 'the estates 
were theirs ; they could not, like rack- 
renters, be turned out at the pleasure of 
the owner; and, of course*, they were 
independent, free, and bold, just the 
reverse of the rack-renters of the pre- 
sent day. Another great cause of pub- 
lic happiness, arising out of this distri- 
bution of property, was, that thoM great 
landlords, the clergy, always, from the 
very nature of the institutions, resided 
in the midst of their estates, and, of 
course, expended their revenues there 
returning to those who laboured the 
fair share of the fruits of their labour; 
and, though the aristocracy had no such 
positive tics with regard to residence, 
example must have had, in this respect 
also, great effect upon them. 

The Reformation broke up this state 
of society in England ; and it has, at 
last, produced that state which we now 
behold; a state of rack-renters, of 
paupers, and of an aristocracy making 
the laws and burdening the commons, 
or people, at their pleasure. The Re- 
formation took from the church, that is, 
in fact, from the people at large, of 
whom the clergy were the trustees, all 
their share of the property of the coun- 
try. If the makers of this Reformation 
had divided this property amongst the 
people ; if they had sold it and applied 
the proceeds to the use of nation at 
large, as was done by the imiKers of the 
French Revolution of 17S9, there would 
have been no real Injury done to the 
commbns ; but this is what the makers 
of the Reformation did not do ; they 
did precisely the contrary ; and this too 
from a very obvious cause. The French 
devolution was made by the people; 
the Engl^h Reformation was made by 
the aristocracy against the wishes of 
the people. The French revolutionists 
divided the property amongst the peo- 
ple; the English aristocracy* look the 
property to themselves ! 

But this was not nil that they nib 
against the people. Having become 
the lords of the immense estates of the 
church, theyi us was natural, began to 
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put an end to that joinUpropnetorship 
which had before existed, and, the lives 
dying off, they assumed the absolute pos- 
session : the race of ^eome^was, little 
by little, swept away, and the occupants 
became rack-renters, wholly dependent 
on the will of the aristocracy. From 
even the parochial clergy thearistocrac’y 
had taken a gfeat part'of their revenue, 
while, at the same tiriie, they allowed 
them to marry ; and thus were the poor 
left without relief, and the churches 
without revenues to keep them in repair. 
Yet it was absolutely necessary that 
provision should be made for these ob- 
jects } for, in the reign of Elizabeth, so 
great and so genernl was become tlie 
misery of the peoplif, and so manifestly 
was open rebellion approaching*;, that it 
was, after numerous efforts to avoid it, 
finally resolved on to make by law an 
effectual and permanent provision for the 
poor, and for the repair of the churches. 
And how did reahon and justice say that 
this ought to be done \ By a tax, cer- 
tainly, exclusively on the property taken 
from the church and gi^n*to the aristo- 
cracy. This is what ought to have been 
done ; and even this would have been 
but a poor compensation for all that the 
commons had lost ; but instead of this 
a law was made to tax all the people for 
the relief of the poor and for the re- 
pairing of the churches; and this tax 
for England alone, now amounts to the 
cnorinous sum of seven millions and a 
half of pounds Sterling in a year. 

The Stuarts, ^yho came to the 
throne immediately after the making 
of this law, besides being a feeble race 
of men, had not the protection which 
Elizabeth had found in the dread which 
the people had had of seeing the crown 
on the head of a Frenchman. The 
Stuarts, neither loved nor respected, had 
not the power to withstand the effects 
of the old grudge against the aristo- 
cracy,, combined, as it now was, with 
ho most furioys fanaticism, hardly got 
quietly along through the reigii of 
James I. ; and, in that of Charles 1., 
had to undergo all the sufferings of a 
revolution. The Republicans, amidst 
all their fury against the remains of the 
I^atholic church, did not forget its es- 
tates*, and, in spite of the arguments of 
the Royalists^ proceeded very coolly, 
and, as all the world must say, very

justlji to take the estates bach again far 
public use. 

The restoration of the Stuarts, 
tvhich^ like that of Louis XVIII.5 was 
produced ‘partly by the tyranny of the 
man at the head of affairs and partly by 
treachery, restored these immense es- 
tates to the aristocracy i but .did not 
restore to the Crown the estate which 
the Republicans had taken from it ; so 
that, while the aristocracy retained alt 
their enormous increase of wealth and 
power, the king, like the poor, became 
a charge on the public revenue \ and 
thus were king as well as people placed 
at the mercy of the aristocracy*; a state 
in which they have remained from that 
day to this. 

Next came the “Glorious Revo- 
lution'* of 16*88 ; and here the reader 
must have his senses at command to 
enable him to set the delusion of names 
at defiance. This revolution was made 
by the aristocracy^ and for their sole 
henejit^ and, like the Reformation, 
egainet the wish of the people. It was 
forced upont^f the nation by an army 
brought from abroad; it was made by 
laws, passed by those who had not been 
chosen by the people to make laws ; and 
that the revolution was for the benefit 
of the aristocracy, what need we of more 
proof than is contained in the following 
facts, well known to all the world ; 
that James II., who was a Catholic him- 
self, wished to place Catholics upon a 
level with Protestants as to all civil 
rights ; that the nation was then but at 
only about fifty years from the death of 
many who had witnessed the transfer of 
the church-cstates to the aristocracy, 
only at about forty years from the time 
when those estates had been taken from 
the aristocracy by the republicans, and 
applied to public uses, and only at about 
thirty years from the time when the 
estates had been given back to the aris- 
tocracy again ; that it was evident, that 
if the king could be a Catholic himself, 
and were permitted to'^lace Catholics 
upon a level with Protestants, all men 
would say, that the Reformation was 
unnecessary, and that the estates had 
been taken from the Catholic church 
unjustly, from which conclusion there 
could be but one step to the resumption 
of those estates by the nation. | 

To these facts add the following ; 


that the Prince of Orange was not in- 
vited to England by any meeting or 
assembli^e of the people, nor by any 
person or body of persons chosen by the 
people for that purpose, or for the 
making of laws ; that he was invited to 
England hy the aristocracy, and through 
agents, sent to Holland by them; that 
the Dutcji army brought over by Wil- 
liam, m»^«hed to London with him and 
displaced the English soldiers stationed 
vthere ; that the general commanding 
the English army went over to William ; 
and that laws were immediately passed 
for disarming suspected persons, and for 
enablfng the new government to put 
into prison whomsoever it suspected of 
designs hostile to it. Add these facts to 
the former, and then nothing further 
need be said with regard to the actors 
in, or the motives to, this “ Glorious 
Revolution.** 

But though, by these and similar 
means, and by a pretty free use of tlie 
gallows and the scaffold, the aristocracy 
secured the estates for this time, the 
thing was by no means settled thus. 

A war with France became necessary 
“jTor the preservation of the Protestant 
religion f that is to say, the quiet pos- 
session of the church-estates. To carry 
on tins war, and to bind the monied 
people to the new government, it was 
necessary to borrow money ; and hence 
arose the funds, the hank, and the na- • 
tional debt. These brought taxes, and 
so heavy^s to create great di.scontents. 
The people felt themselves loaded with 
te7i or twelve millions a year, instead of 
Xhe^ynillion and a half, which they had 
had to pa^^d the reign of James 11. ; so 
that, sopn after the accession of George 
I., the first king of the House of Bruns- 
wick, he had to encounter an open re- 
bellion; and the aristocracy, though 
they ^ had so pared down the ifidepen-* 
dence and power and influcrice of the 
people, found it necessary to pare it 
down still more ; ant)^ this the.y effected 
in the year 1715, by an act, called the 
[Hot act, and by another called the Sep- 
tennial bill. 

By the first of those laws all as- 
semblages of the pfople out of doors 
wSre, in effect, put down. And, why 
was this ? Certainly not because they 
were favourable to the government. 
But the Septennial bill can leave no 
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doubt in the mind of any man. One of 
the charges against tlie Stuarts was. 
that they had not called neijf parliar 
iiients frequently enonyh ; and that, 
thus, they had deprived the people of 
the power of changing their represepta- 
l4\’cs as often as might be pecesstiry. 
jl'hc right of the people was to choose a 
new parliament every year. JJut, those 
who introduced William, did not re- 
store this right ; but enacted, that, in 
future there should be a new parlia- 
ment every three years. However, in 
1815, they found, that the people had 
still too much power ; and, in this year, 
they, whom the people had cliostfn for 
three years, made a law to authorise 
themselves to sit for four years longer! 
Afe, and that every future ])arliament 
should sit for seven years instead of 
three ; though the declaration against 
the Stuarts stated, that ^^fiew Parlia- 
ments ought to be frequently called/* 
and that this was an unalienable right 
of the people of England. 

But, audacious as this was in itself, 
it was less audacious than the pretexts 
set forth for the passing of the law. 
These were, that such frequent elections 
w'ere attended with grievous expen- 
ses’* ) that they caused “ violent and 
lasting heats and animosities ’* 5 and 
that they might, at this time, favour 
the views of a ** restless and popish fac^ 

^ tion in causing the destruction of the 

peace and security of the govern- 

went.'* Now, if this ha(J been a 
mere faction, why take away the rights 
of all the people j in order to counteract 
its restlessness ! Why, in order to 
keep down a mere faction, 'Subvert the 
fundamental laws and usages of the 
country, and violate, in this daring man- 
ner, the solemn compact so recently 
^.entered into between the cro.wn and the 
people ! 

It was, then, under the auspices of 
the Riot act and of the Septennial act 
that the House of Brunswick began its 
reign in ^Phiglaim ; and, thougli Mr. 
Canning will not, by those who knew 
him, be deemed much of an authority 
uj^n the subject, he did say, in the 
llQOse of Commons, in 1822, that, if 
the people of England could have hai) 
their will, the House of Brunswick 
would never have worn the Crown of 
this kingdom. The dislike of the 
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people was not, however, to the House 
of Brunswick, bqt to the exercise of 
the power of the aristocracy, who, by 
this last- mentioned act, left hardly the 
semblance. of power in the hands of the 
people. The members of that house 
have, in general, conducted themselves 
with great moderation ; but, in its 
name, the aristocracy has gone on with 
its encroachments, wl.ich, however, 
seem at last to be destined to counteract 
themselves. 

TJie glorious reviilution ** brought 
wars ; first for the keeping out of Janies 
and his family, and second for the pre- 
servation of Ilollftnd and of Hanover. 
These brought delits j and these brought 
taxes. The Amencan colonies, now 
the United States, all of wliich, ob- 
serve, had been settled by tiie Stuarts, 
began, in 1770, to present food for tax- 
ation. The parliament (the septennial 
parliament) passed laws to tax them. 
The Americans had seen how their 
brethren in England had, by degrees, 
lost their property and their liberty. 
I’hey raised the standard qj “ No Tax- 
ation WITHOUT Representation "5 
the septennial parliament raised the 
standard of '' Unconditional Submis- 
sion”; the battle began; and how it 
ended all the world knows. 

It was impossible for these two 
standards to remain raised for seven 
years, as they did, without attracting 
the attention of the world, and particu- 
larly of the intelligent and brave people 
of France, especially as the latter had 
to take a jiart in the conflict. The suc- 
cess of the Americans, in conjunction 
with the armies of France, beckoned to 
the people of France to follow the 
bright example. As it was absolutely 
impossible for Lafayette not to imbibe 
the principles of Washington, so it was 
impossible that tlie French should not 
imbibe the principles of the Americans. 
And, now it was that our aristocracy 
began ^10 see the effects of their septen- 
nial system liicoil upon themselves.

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1793, William Pitt, a son of the late 
Earl of Chatham, was the Prime Minis- 
ter. lie had established vvliat he called 
a Sinking Fond, and had adopted othen 
measures for reducing the amount of 
the DEBT, which had now reached the 
fearful amount of two hundred millions , 
and upwards; A new war was wholly | 
incompatible with Pitt’s schemes ofj 
reduction ; and he, of course, \vould be, 
and he really was, opposed ta the war 
of 1793 , though he carried it on (with 
the exception of the truce before-men- 
tioned) until the day of his death, which 
took ])lace in 1806. And here we be- 
hold the direct, open, avowed, and all- 
ruling power of the aristocracy ! This 
body had, for many years, been divided 
into (wo parties,” as they called them, 
bearing the two nick-names of Tories 
and Whigs, the etymology of which is 
of no consequence. The Tories af- 
fected very great attachment to the 
throne and the church 3 the Whigs af- 
fected perfect loyalty, indeed, but sur- 
prising devotion to the rights of the 
people, though it was they who had 
brought the Dutch king and his army, 
and who had made tlie Riot act and the 
•Septennial bill 3 so (hat, if tliey were the 
friends of the people, what must their 
enemies have been ! The trutli is, 
that there was no diflerence, as far as 
regarded the people, between these two 
factions ; their real quarrels were solely 
about the division of the spoil; for, 
\Vhenever any contest arose between the 
nrsitocracy and the people, the two fac- 
tions had always united in favour of the 
former 3 and thus it was in regard to 
that all-important question, the war 
against Republican France. 

Pitt, who was the son of a Whig- 
Pensioner, and had begun his career, 
not only as a Whig, but as a parliamen- 
tary reformer, was now at the head of 
the Tories 3 and Charles^'ox, who had 
not only been bred a Tory and begun his 
career as a Tory, but who had, and who 
held to the day of his death, two sinecure 
offices, wsis at the head of the Whigs. 

'i hese were the two men of the whole 
collection who could talk loudest, long- 
est, and most fluently, and who iiWere, 
therefore, picked out by their respective 
parties to lead in carrying those “or-* 
RATES,” as they are called, which have : 
been one of the great means of amusing • 
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and deluding and enslaving this nati^. 
Every effort was made by the respective 
parties to exalt their champions in the 
public estimation : they were represented 
as the two most wonderful men that the 
world had ever seen: os orators, Pitt 
was compared to^' Cicero, and Fox to 
Demosthenes : Pitt, as a lawgiver sur- 
passed Lycurous 3 Fox more nearly re- 
sembled Solon ! The people, always 
credulous and vain enough as to such 
matters, carried away by the jugglery, 
ranged themselves under one or the other 
of these paragons and took their respec- 
tive names as marks of honourable dis- 
tinction 5 and thus, for thirty long years, 
were the* industrious and sincere and 
public-spirited people of this country 
divided into Pittites and Foxites 3 
thus were they for those thirty years the 
sport of the aristocracy who employed 
these political impostors, while every 
year of the thirty saw an addition to 
their burdens and a diminution of their 
liberties. 

In this state stood the factions, 
when, in 1793, came the question of 
u?ar against the Republic of France. 
Pitt, for the reasons before stated, was 
decidedly opposed to war» The portion 
of the aristocracy that supported him 
were for war ; but, they were for their 
leader too, because, if he quitted his post, 
Fox Ciamc in with the tribe of Whigs at 
his heels. Resides, a vast majority of 
the people, whether Pittites or Foxites, 
were against the war. So that Pitt had 
reason to fear that, with a war on his 
shoulders, he would be unable to retain 
his power- But the Foxite portion of 
the aristocracy, seeing the common dan-- 
ger, and seeing the grounds of Pitt's 
opposition to war, went ever and joined 
the Pittite party 3 leaving Fox with a 
small party about him, to carry on that 
“ constitutional opposition ” which was 
necessary to amuse and deceive the 
people. 

Thus supported by the two bodies 
of the aristocracy united, Pitt went in- 
to this memorable war, which, though 
attended with numerous ini|iortant con- 
sequences, wfA attended with none 
equal, in point of ultimate effect, to the 
measures by which paper^money was 
made a legal tender in 1797- The aris- 
tocracy, in resorting to this expedient, 
were not at all aware^ that> though H 
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gave them strength for the time, it 
must, in the end, bereave them of all 
strength $ that it must take from them 
the means of future wars, or compel 
them to"blow up that system of debts 
and funds which had been invented by 
them as a rock of safety, and without 
the existence of which the whole fabric 
of their power must go to pieces. 

In the meanwhile, however, on they 
went with the war, and with the struggle 
between them and the people on the 
score of Parliamentary Reform ; the 
people ascribing the war and all its 
enormous debts and taxes to the want 
of that reform, and the aristocracy as- 
cribing their complaints to seditious 
and treasonable designs, and passing 
laws to silence them, or punish them 
accordingly. When this war began 
(1793) the Septennial bill had been 
in existence seventy-nine years^ and 
that it had produced its natural fruits 
is clearly proved by the following unde- 
niable facts 3 namely, that, at the time 
of the Glorious Revolution,” in 1 ( 188 , 
one of the charges against King James 
was, “ that he had violated the freedom 
of election of members to serve in jtar- 
liamcnt f that, one of the standing laws 
of parliament is, “ that it is a hiyh 
crime and misdemeanor in any peer 
“ to interfere in the election of meni- 
“ bers to serve in the House of Coni- 
mons that, in 1793 , Mr. Grey, now 
Earl Grey, presented a petition to the 
House of Commons, signed by himself 
and others, stating, “ that a decided 
“ majority of that House was returned 
by one hundred and fifty four men 
partly peers, and partly great 
“ commoners, and by the ministry 
“ of the day 5” that he offered to 
prove the allegation by witnesses at the 
bar of the House, and that he was not 
permitted to bring his witnesses to the 
bar ; that there was an appendix to this 
petition, containing a list of the names 
of nil the peers and great commoners, 
who thus returned the members, ex- 
hibiting the number of members re- 
turned by eadb, and that this list is 
recorded in the Annual Register for the 
year 1793 5 that, in 1779, the House of 
Commons had resolved, that an attempt 
to traflic in seats in that House wns“At5f/4- 
ly criminal in a minister of the king ; 
that it was an attack on the dignity and 


honour of the House, an infringement 
on the rightsgnd liberties of the people, 
and an attempt to sap the basis of 
“ dur free% and happy constitution 
that, on the 25th April, 1809, Lord 
Caltlbkeaoii, then a minister of the 
king,lhaving been proved to have thus 
traflicked, Mie House resolved, that it 
was its boiinden duty to maintain, 
at all titnes, a jealous guard on its 
“ purity, Ulfe attempt in the present 
instance, not having been carried into 
effect, the House did not think it 
“ necessary to proceed to any crimi- 
nating resolutions 3” that, alas ! in 
only sij^teen days after this, Mr.MAPocKs, 
member for Boston, accused this same 
Castlereagh, together with ^wo other 
ministers of the king, not only with 
trafficking in a seat, but of having 
completed the bargain, and carried 
it into full effect; that, having made 
this charge, Mr. Madocks moved, that 
the House should inquire into the 
matter that the House then de- 
bated upon this motion 3 that there 
were three hundred and ninety -five 
members present 3 and that (hear it^ 
every honest man on earth !) three hun- 
dred and ten voted against all inejuiry, 
and that, too, as the speakers in the de- 
bate openly declared, ^'‘because this 
traffick was as notorious as the sun at 
noon daif ^ ! 

Such was the state of things in the 
year 1809. The next year George III. 
became, from insanity, incapable of per- 
forming tlie office of king 5 then, there- 
fore, began the regency of his eldest son 
and heir apparent.

On (he Affairs of Belgium, and on (he 
Debts of England and other Countries, 
Mon Prince, 

1. 1 HAVE first to beg your pardon for 
having, in my two former letters, ad- 
dressed you as a Duke ; and, having 
dispatched ftis point of ceremony, 1 
now proceed to offer you some remarks 
on the affairs of Belgium. There is no 
doubt that ahe revolt in that country 
was hastened by the revolution in 
France j but, it is clear that the causes 
of it existed be.^ore tlic revolution in 
France was so much as thought of, for 
we know that public writers were ba- 
nislied from Belgium before the month 
of July, ajid vve know tliey were banish- 
ed for making known the grievances of 
the people. In all ctises w licre revolu- 
tions are made by the people, the chief 
cause ever has been tiik taxes. AVhen 
the government leaves the people to 
enjoy the fruit of their industry, they 
seldom revolt ; as, amongst individual.-^, 
ninety-nine quarrels out of every hun- 
dred are about property of some sort or 
other 5 so it is between governments 
and people. Men never revolt, if they 
have.the full enjoyment of the fruits of 
their labour, skill, and care : and wlien- 
cver we see restraints put on the yress, 
we may be sure tliat the government 
knows tliat the jteople have cause for 
complaint ; becA^se, it must know that 
no writer, however able, can persuade a 
man that he is badly off, when he Is 
well off; no writer^’an persuade a man 
that he is hungry and naked, when that 
man’s belly is full, and his body well 
clad.

3. The French revolution of 1789 had 
the same cause. Look at the Cahiers 
that were delivered in to the States- 
General. There were comj)laints rela- 
tive to the droit de chassc, to the seign- 
eurial courts, and various other things ^ 
but the great burden of the complaint 
was, the enormous weight of the taxes. 
The sovereignty of the people, the 
equality of rights, these came after- 
waids. They were true and just j they 
were founded in nature and reason ; but 
they would have remained buried in 
silence, if the cruel burden of the tailtes 
and the gabelles had not drawn them 
forth. 

4. And have the taxes had nothing to 
do with this last revolution in France ? 
The taxes in France were become very 
heavy, though light compared with what 
we have to bear; but still they were 
heavy ; and, accordingly, we find, that 
the new King, in his very first ordi- 
nances, promises a mitigation of the 
taxes. The ordinances of Pomgnac 
were outrageously tyrannical ; but the 
mere character of them would not have 
produced such an effect. The people 
saw, that if they submitted to these or- 
dinances, they should be deprived of all 
voice in choosing rppresentdtives ; and 
they saw, that t,^ey would enable, the 
government to add to the. taxes as mifcii 
us it pleased. This was the real ground 
of the revolution.

It was con- 
tracted, principally, to pay the Allies 
for forcing the Bourbons back on France 
to pay the ancient noblesse for coming 
hack ; to payy in fact, for treasons com- 
mitted against the people of France; 
and this Debt wfis expected to bind the 
monied people to the Bourbons so 
firmly as to enable the government to 
set all discontents at defiance for the 
future. In Belgium the debt, which is 
very great in proportion to the resources 
of the country, was a present made to 
the poor Belgians, along with their new 
King ! They had no debt before : when 
under the French they had no debt : but 
their former sovereign, tlie Emperor of 
Germany, having contracted a debt with 
the Jews, the new King was to have

A 
people who have no voice in the making 
qf the laws will submit for ages to pay 
the interest of a national debt : they will 
submit to it, as they do to every other 
oppression, until they can get rid of it by 
force: but if they have a voice in the 
making of the laws, they will not long 
submit to it. There is, in a debt of this 
sort, something so abhorrent to natural 
right, something so contrary to all our 
notions of property and justice, that no 
people ever will submit to it, if they 
have the power to refuse., submission. 
Suppose a law were passed to enable all 
who are now just married to borrow mo- 
ney and to spend it, and to mortgage the 
labour of the children proceeding from 
their marriages, in order to pay off the 
debts thus contracted. Is there a man 
in the world to defend a law like this ? 
And, yet, wliat national debt is there 
that has a more equitable foundation ? 
This is the light in which our natural 
sense of justice views the matter j and, 
upon this view of it, men will always 
act whm they can. When lliey make 
the laws themselves, they can act thus ; 
andy in spite of <all the arts of money- 
lenders, act thus they will.

One of their objections to the taxes, the 
enactment of which by the Septennial 
Parliament produced the Revolution of 
1776, was, that they should, by those 
taxes, be conipellcd to help to pay the 
interest of the English Debt Then, 
therefore, they resisted taxes on account 
of debt. During their war of the Re- 
volution, the old, or first, Congress 
contracted a debt with the Duich^ and 
also another debt in paper*money. At 
the close of the wtu*, tlie Congress wish- 
ed to impose taxes to pay off those 
debts, and to pay the interest in the 
meanwhile. From one end of the coun- 
try to the other the people objected to 
this : the paper-money debt was swept 
away, and was never paid or heard of 
more ; and the Dutch debt was, by the 
new Congress, to be paid by the pro- 
ceeds of imposts on Joreign ships and 
goods; which imposts were deemed ne- 
cessary to the encouragement of the ma- 
nufactures, arts, and shipping, of the 
United States. So that no tax-gatherer 
has, in America, ever collected money 
from the people, to pay debt, or interest 
of debt. At one time, soon after the 
establishment of the present Govern- 
ment, an excise duty was imposed on 
home-made whisky, for the double pur- 
pose of paying oflF the Debt, and of pre- 
venting the inordinate use of spirituous 
liquors. The people in PeiinsWvunia 
resisted the law by force ; and though 
they were reduced to submission, it was 
solely owing to the great veneration for 
the President, Washington, who was 
compelled to^march in person against 
them ; and even he would not have suc- 
ceeded, without a clearly-understood pro-

The evils of a national debt are with- 
out end in number and are boundless in 
extent : England now exhibits them all to 
the world : swarmsof idlers, living on the 
labour of the industrious j two thousand 
towns, villages, and hamlets, Tlrained to 
swell the capital to size enormous; 
luxury and splendour and all their odious 
waste ami insolence ; a working*peo- 
I)le,once the best fed and clad and most 
inorjfl in the whole world, now half- 
starved, covered with rags, and com- 
mitting crimes so numerous, that the 
jails have been (within forty yearsV aug- 
mented four-fold in size and number, 
and are now too small; tl^ fruit of the 
people's labour carried away, by mil- 
lions, to be spent in foreign lands; a 
standing army during |)cace, to make the 
])eople pay the taxes, whicli are again 
thus augmented ; the taste for making 
fortunes by trick, and gambling in funds, 
to the destruction of all the habits of 
sober and patient industry; a disregard 
of science, talent, and even of valour, 
ns the means of acquiring fame, 
money being* the only standard of 
excellence, and the only title to 
respect; and, not to mention hun- 
dreds of other evils, national feeble- 
7iess, which is shown in the country's 
incapacity to go to icar, and whicli, in 
the end, sinks it down in the scale of 
^nations. As the i^di^■idual debtor is, 
according to (he maxim of Aristotlb, 
the slave of his creditor, so a debtor na- 
//oa must, in the end, bethe slave of other 
nations. Nafional debts can never exist 
to any extent without a pafAn^'-mojtey of 
some sort, and without anticipations of 
endless variety, descending down to 
the most common concerns of life. A 
shock of any sort unsettles all the 
arrangements connected with these an- 
tici[)ations ; hundreds of thousands arc 
ruined they know not how; society is 
convulsed without any apparent cause; 
the government becomes, in time, iden- 
tifieil with the debt and the paper- 
money ; and, at last, all three fall 
together.

without a meaning. To which of these 
voices she is listening at this time, 
I know not ; but this I know well, that, 
before long, she will listen to the for- 
mer ; that, in spite of Debt and paper- 
money, to the RriiNB she will go ; and, 
in my next letter, I will endeavour to 
show, that to the Rhink she ought to 
go, not only for her own honour, but 
fur.the good of all Europe, England not 
excepted.

SIR THOMAS BEEVOR. 

Mr. pREFEC'i\,tnd Gentlemen, 

I regret that I am uuable. to address you in 
your own laiigiiase : that regret liowever is 
considerably diminished hy the knowledge 
that many of you now present understand the 
language which 1 speak. 

The address which 1 hold in my hand was 
unanimously agreed to by acousiderahle num- 
ber of the radical reformers of London, at a 
public dinner held for that purpose on the six.^ 
teciith day of the present month, lieing the 
anniversary of the day on which, in the >ear 
a peaceable meeting of the reformers of 
England, asseiiihled at Manchester, was at- 
tacked ; and numbers of iiTioffeiidiiig nien, 
women, ^nd children were trampled under 
foot, killed, and wounded, hy a body of armed 
cavalry. t 

* I esteem it a high honour to he the hearer 
of this address, which speaks the s^iili incuts 
of millions of iny icliow-couutrymen, to the 
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brave cili/cn^ of Paris ; and 1 consider this to 
be ime t»f the proudest days of^ my life, oo 
wliii'li 1 have tlie honour to present it to you 
on their heiialf. 

'J‘*jc ptiople of Rutland, from one end of the 
country to the other, admire the deeds of bra- 
very and generosity whielj liavc lately been 
performed by the citi/eus of Pin is : such is the 
popiil.ir fecliii;^, that even the Aristocnicy are 
compelled to profess tlicir admiration of those 
deeds, whilst they tremble for the consc* 
queiices. The conduct of the French petiplc, 
oil the occasion alluded to, is heyond all 
praise : it is unparalleled in the nnuals of his- 
tory : it aflords a brilliant examjde to all 
nations. May it operate e(|ually as a warning 
to tyrants, and as an cncunra^einen^ to the 
<^p[)rcsscd in all parts of tlie world ! 

U'e droji a tear over the jjravts of the brave 
men who peiislicd ill the glorious struggle, 
but we take comloi't. ill the retlectioii that their 
meniories will live for ever in the hearts of a 
grateful people. 

Gentlemen, Frenchmen ! It is the prayer of 
Kiiglishnicti, that the lihcity which you have 
pnr<‘ha<sed with the blood of your ciiizeiis, 
may heeteinal ; and that the fneiidly fceliii"^ 
which subsists between the people of the two 
nations, may be criually pcruiaueiit!

As one of that assembly of Englishinon who 
send the address which Sir 'J'liomas Betvor 
has hceij deputed to present to >ou, and as an 
associate of the woithy Baronet in the inissioii 
uu which he ajipcars in this country, I should 
be ilenying to myself the greatest gratification 
that 1 have ever had it in my power to enjoy 
if J were not to do myselt the lionour of saying 
a few words at tins moment, by way of parti- 
cipating with Sir Thomas in the personal ex- 
jnession of our respect for yon, ami our 
adm nation of the cuiidm t of all those whom 
yon are here met together to represent.

the people. 

We who really form a pnrt of the people of 
Kngiaud, respect }ou‘ior your valour, admire 
you for your example, and thank you in anti- 
cipation of the cltects that they must produce. 


The exclamation that bursts from the heart of 
every honest Englishman is, “ O! brave »«- 
tion!** We wish you to know that these are 
our fecHogs, and we come in person, accord- 
ingly, to make them known to yon — we wish 
yon to believe that we are sincere in our pro- 
fessions, and we offer, not as a needful to you, 
but as an earnest from us, such contributions 
of money for the relief of your sufferers as are 
being made in all parts of ;Dur country. 

Hut the involuntary expressions of their ad- 
miration, the mere language of formal address, 
the donations of their money, were it to the 
amount of millions — these arc not all the tes- 
timonials of their good- will that Englishmen 
should be prepared to give you. England, to 
the shame of JCnglishmeii he it spoken, has 
l)lhn the injurer of France. We who now 
come to congratulate yon on the rein _ of 
yjiur chains, cnniiot but remember willi hu- 
miliation, that the oligarchy of England made 
our country one of the forges to frame those 
very chains, and the arms of her soldiers the 
instruments whcrew'ith to rivet them upon 
you. Wc whose countrymen j||Mre assumed 
the title to so much glory, and to so much of 
the gratitude of other nations, who have goue 
so far in extolling our own cxidoits ns to com- 
pare them with the most noble of all that his- 
tory records, who have praised ourselves by 
applying to our own merits the most high- 
sounding language of Grecian homage to 
Roman heroism and disinterestedness, wc 
have to remember, with mixed feelings of 
friendship lor you, and indignation at those 
who would have us be your enemies, that it 
was in the very city of Portsmouth, from 
which, as our journals tell us, Charles X. has 
just been driven by the honest people, that the 
devotees of English despotism dishonoured 
their nation in 1814, by running into the 
streets to receive your foes with open arms, 
and leading their wives and daughters along 
with them, that the lips of English women 
might be. contaminated by the embraces of 
the allied tIes[»ots of Europe and their merce- 
nary companions. We call our country the 
place of refuge for the persecuted of all na- 
tions ; we pretend, at our own expense and 
risk, to expose ourselves to the fatigues of 
war in order to ensure to others the blessing 
inestimable of liberty, and, without being 
urged by the interests which demaud unity 
bi tween neighbouring nations, to traverse 
seas ill order to banish usurpation and despot- 
ism from the whole world, and to establish in 
all quarters of the globe the reign of freedom, 
law, a.ql justice.

the richest maiiufacture. The deputation 
was reccivetY at the Castle with the utmost 
respect) ca-n Yheir Majesties expressed them- 
selves higrhly rratitied with the presents. Sir 
Herbert Tayhir read the memorial, of which 
the following is a copy, to the King: — 

TO THE KING'S MOST EXCELLENT 
MAJESTY'. 

The* humble petition of the operative 
manufacturers of plain gill and plated 
buttons residing in Ilirininghain. 

Sire,— We arc in the deepest distress fm* 
want of employment, and we know of no iwode 
of obtainiiiiT relief hut hy an appeal to yonr 
Majesty. VVe are full of hope from your gra- 
cious condescension, and from the repeated 
evidences of the sympathy of your Majesty 
with the people, 

In the niuntli of rchruary last, great and 
succes‘‘fiil cllopts were made by a dcputatitni 
from Binninghuni tj> induce the great per- 
sonages of the Stale lo wear plain inet'al but- 
tons, and his late Majesty nio«*t graciously 
set the example to the cM)nntry at large, whi(‘h 
was followed by many illustrious Nobles and 
Commoners, and our trade greatly revived. 
The lamented illness and death of Ins late 
Majesty suddenly obscured our bright hopes, 
and tlie trade of plain buttons, which depends 
for its prosperity on the prevailing fasliion of 
the polite world, was preci[)itated into its pre- 
sent deplorable condition.

Sire,— By a compliance with this hnnihle 
petition, your Majesty will give brcinl t<» 
thousands of your subjects whose gratunde 
and loyalty can only he exceeded hy tlie 
virtues and benevolence of their gracious 
Sovt-reign ; and your .Majesty’s pelitioneis, as. 
in duty’^ hound, Aic. 

'riie King, with great atfaliility, said tJiat - 
he admired the old English fashion of gilt and 
plated bill tons, and always wore them him- 
self, except when ho was ill monrning ; and 
although there were nearly InO letters to an- 
swer, yet he would send a written reply to the 
memorial on tlie follow'iiig day. 'I'lie Royal 
wrord was f^irhhilly kept, and tlie next day 
the following letter was re^'cived from his Ma- 
Secretary : —

The people have 
r if! his, and amongst these is the right 
of petilioning the king •, that is to say, 
of telling him in writing that they have 
grievances that they want redressed. 
Tliis right is taken from them if they be 
prevented from carrying their petitions 
to him. J'o insist upon actually putting 
them into his hand, would, in many cases 
be unreasonable ; but w'e have a right 
to carry them to the place of his resi- 
dence, and there to deliver them to 
some person duly authorised to receive 
them, and ready to pledge his word for 
their speedy reception by the king. 1 
shall say more upon this subject next 
week ; and I think 1 shall be able to 
convince the reformers that this is the 
road for their petitions to travel. I 
would petition the parliament too ^ but 
'before it meets, why should not the 
king have a thousand petitions ? Let 
no one tell me that he can do nothing. 
He has done many things j and, amongst 
others, he has received this petition 
from working people. It is our duty 
to petition liiin $ jie is reiidy to perform 
his duty 5 and if we neglect ours we cltl- 
.serve to be burdened in the manner that 
we are.

FIGHT AT OXFORD. 

The Papers of this morning (8th Sept.) 
tell us that some time ago, AN EN- 
CLOSURE OF A COMMON took 
place at OTMOOR, not far from Ox- 
ford 5 that some men were indicted for 
pulling down the fences ; that they were 
acquitted at the last asstzes ; that since 
that the people hud pidlcd down the 
fences again ; that, a few days back, 
lliey were opposed in this work by the 
owners of the enclosure ; that they de- 
feated these ; that the staif of the 
militia, and a troop of cavalry (Lordj 
Churchills), marched against the peo- 
ple ; that they made prisoners of <50, 
whorri they were taking, in two wagons, 
to the jail at Oxford; that just before 
they got into Oxford, a great body of 
working people (whom the newspaper 
people always call mob) met the escort 
and with their prisoners, whom they 
determined to rcAcwc. The battle began 
by an attack on the soldiers with stones, 
brickbats, and clubs* and tliiis there was 
a sort of running fight, till tlie com- 
batants got into a narrow street m Ox- 
ford. Here the soldiers gave way, 
and the j)risoners were rescued. The 
Herald says, that if a shot had been 
fired, emry soldier would have been 
killed! The people pm\ued the sol- 
diers; some of whom galloped away. 


have been in commotion, which would, 
very likely, have extended to other 
counties ; for in every one there is 
hardly a parish in which tliis monstrous 
grievance does not exist.

My advice to those 
who have made this enclosure is, to let 
the people throw it open, and say no 
more about it. Let them be assured 
that the times are^ changed. The 
Dutch king has dismissed his minister 
of justice.

Oil the appointment of Talleyrand 
Perigorde to be the Minister of the 
King of the French to the Court of 
London*

raiENDS, 

I, WHO, on the IGth of August, had 
the honour to preside at a meeting of 
Engliblmicn, who agreed to that Address 
which was, on tlie ‘24th of August, 
presented by Sir Thomas lleovor, to 
your representatives lat the Hotel dc 
V'illc; 1, who had the honour, as Chair- 
man of the Meeting, to sign that Ad- 
dress ; I, who then felt as well as ex- 
pressed my ad nitration of your conduc t, 
and who did no more than express the 
feelings and sentiments of all the friends 
of freedom in England; J, who am 
now engaged in collecting from tliou- 
sands jf working men, the little that 
they are able to give towards tlie 
widows and orjibans of the brave men 
wliotso gloriously fell in the last week 
of July; 1, who liave from the day that 
your achievement was annouiiced''^o us, 
had to perform the deliglitful task of 
expressing my joy at the prospect of 
seeing your innumerable sacrifices and 
deeds of valour rewarded at last by the 
establishment of real liberty in your 
beautiful cemntry, so long trampled uii 
by tyrants; I, who felt thus, only a few 
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(lays ago^ am now, by the appointment 
of Talleyban'dPerigoree, impelled by 
a sense of duly towartl^ rny country, 
towards you, and towards myself, to 
express to you frankly iny opinions with 
regard to this ominous a])pointmcnt; 
an appointment which has filled all men 
with astonishment, and all the friends 
of freedom with disappointnicnt and 
disgust not to be described. 

What ! the people of Englf^nd ex- 
claim, that man, that Talleyrand, that 
very same Talleyrand who, born 
amongst the noblesse, and become 
])riest and bishop, cast off the callot and 
the mitre, broke his ecclesiastical vows, 
and voted to put down the order of 
nobles, and to seize the property of 
the church j that Talleyrand who was 
“ Citizen Minister” under the republic, 
and " Prince Minister ” under the em- 
pire ; that Talleyrand who was the 
chief adviser and flatterer of Napoleon, 
his chief instrument in all Ids usurpa- 
tions on the pcoplejs rights, who aban- 
doned 1dm the moment he was in dan- 
ger, and became the instrument of his 
enemies j that Talleyrand who, on the 
])art of the llourbons, signed the de- 
claration of Vienna of 1815, in virtue 
of which a million and eleven thousand 
liostile bayonets were borne into France, 
by which France vvas compelled to sur- 
render not only all that she ac(iuired by 
her glorious victories, but also many of 
her old frontier towns, by which a tri- 
bute of seven hundred millions of francs 
was imposed upon her, by which she 
was compelled to maintain in her terri- 
tory, and at her own expense, a hundred 
and fifty thousand foreign troops for 
five years 3 tliat Talleyrand, who gave 
up, without remonstrance, the museums 
to be stripped by those who had entered 
France under the name of allies ; that 
Talleyrand, that same Talleyrand, i^ho 
signed tlie llourbon proclaiiialion for 
abolishing the names of the bridge of 
Jena, of Austcrlitz, of Arcole, and for ^ 
destroying every memorial of the glo- 
rious deeds of tlie armies of France . 
what ! exclaim the people of England, 
that same Talleyrand, that identical 
I’erigorde successively noble, ^ priest, 
bishop, citizen, and prince, who justified

Napoleon m the lulling of the Duke 
d’ENoiiiEN, and who signed the Bour- 
bon ordinance for the arrest and subsc- 
(]uent killing of Marshal Nky ! What ! 
this very Talleyrand now a great confi- 
dential miiv-ster of the “ King 

of the Frer ill,’* whose claims to the 
people’s confidence are, that he has 
never changed, that he has never fought 
but under the tri-coloured flag, that he 
has alicays held the doctrine of the 
reiyntg of the people ! W’^hat ! this 
Talleyratid sent to reside with that very 
court, at which Polion.^c had so long 
resided, and which he quitted only to 
go and carry into execution a plot for 
enslaving France ! This 1 alleyrand, 
this Grand Chamberlain of Charles X, 
sent to watch over the interests of 
France iii'that country where CliarlcsX. 
is residing, and where he is openly 
elierished by the aristocracy, and secret- 
ly by others! Such, Frenchmen, are 
our exclamations at this astonishing 
appointment. But a little time for re- 
flection diminishes our astonishment, 
though it by no means weakens our 
suspicions. In such cases men imitate 
the habits of sagacious hounds. When 
the game is first started we run on 
eagerly, paying little attention to cir- 
ciiiiis!ances 3 but when we come to 
something that checks us, we first ex- 
press our surprise, and then we, like the 
lioiinds, try back 3 and we soon discover, 
that, in our haste, we have omitted to 
iitend to inany^tliings whicli ought to 
liavc put us upon our guard, and to 
liave induced us to come to conclusions 
with more care. We have received u 
check of this sort in the appointment of 
Talleyrand 5 and, therefore, we are now 
drying back. 'In doing this, we see 
ieveral things which ought to liave 
nade us licsitate 3 amongst which things 
are the following : 

1. It ought to have appeared very 
\trange to us that the Duke of Orleans, 
.vho must have known the intentions of 
Po LION AC as well, at least, the journa- 
lists of Paris, never gav^ any marks of 
his displeasure at those intentions 3 but, 
om the contrary, lived oq terms of per- 
fect harmony with the court and minis- 
try (0 the very eve of the execution of 
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the pluC. Nay, even when the tyranhi- ! fills ! Another of the ministers is INI. 
cal ordinances iiad bfeen issued, the Duke who is, it seems a Pr&testunt, 


did not appear, lie must have known : 
that they had been issued ; and still | 
he kept aloof from the peo^dej and it} 
was not till the people had jmi down j 
the iyranlSy that the Duke Vif Orleans , 
made his appearance ^ and* then out he 
popped all at once upon the ])eople, in 
the shape of a Lieutenant-General of 
the kingdom^' a title recognined by 
Charles with as much ndiveU as if him- 
self had suggested it ! « 

2. It might, if we had taken time to 
reflect, have appeared very strange to 
us, that the Lieutenant-General was 
transformed into a king in about sixty 
hours j and that, too, without any appa- 
rent or assignable reason. Then, Charles 
and his son abdicated so exactly in point 
of tiuiCj and this also without any ap- 
parent reason ; for, as to the people, 
they did not care a straw whether they 
abdicated or not. Besides, they did not 
abdicate for the grandson. They were 
compelled to go atvay, observe that ; 
and the Duke of Orleans being made 
king, afforded the only remaining chance 
of preserving the Bourbon dynasty in 
France. Charles’s slow march to the 
coast 5 the false story about his being 
bound lo America ; the curious fact of 
American ships being employed, and by 
whom ! the large sum of money settled 
on liim 5 the American sliips bringing 
him to England: all these are additional 
circumstances to prove, that there was 
something at work, whicK was carefully 
kept from the knowledge of the people. 

3. In the ministry, appointed by the 
new king, it was curious that one should 
be that Very Baron Louis who was 
one of the ministers chosen by Louis 
XV'Ill., when, in 1815, he was a second 
time forced upon France ! At the head 
of that ministry, who, in fact, were ap- 
pointed by the Allies, was Talleyrand j 
next to him came this Baron Louis, 
who, it seems was also a priest, and 
was a canon under Talleyran^, when the 
latter was a bishop! It might, if we had 
taken time to reflect, have seemcd^;fri/ 
strange to us, that the “ ciVizen-king " 
could find, in all France, no man fit to 
fill the place that this priest^baron now 


and has written a pamphlet in praise of 
\\\c Euylhh Ri^oolutioii. oflGSS. As to 
his character of Protestant, though I 
am one, I know that it is to IVotestants 
that we owe the loss pf our liberties; 
and if he really have praised our Kevo- 
lutionjof 1688, he has ilone, in fact, that 
which CoTTU had done before him. 
That was a revolution, not by or for the 
people, but against their interests and 
their wishes-, and tin's I will prove, 
when I get a copy of M. Guizot’s pam- 
phlet. In short, ii is against the effects 
if that Rttoolulion, that <hc people of 
England have been at war for a hundred 
and fifty years. 

4. The not bringing the criminal 
ministers to trial might have o|)cned 
our eyes some time ago. What GOOD 
reason can there Jjave been ^r this de- 
lay ? The king got off upon his irrespon- 
sibility ; that charter which he violated 
was to protect him ; and why ? because 
his ministers were responsible. Why not 
try them, then ! If they escape, who 
will then doubt that foul ])lay is meant 
towards the people ? 

5. Then let us look at the conduct of 
our ministerial newspapers. When the 
news of the revolution first arrived, they 
condemned it ; but in about ten days, 
they began to change their tone ; they 
hoped that the republicans would be 
kept down ; when the names of the new 
ministry appeared, they applauded the 
choice, Jind particularly of Baron Louis ! 
They “ lamented that a man like La- 
“ FAYKTTK had any infiuence, but were 
“ glad that he was not in the ministry." 
Observe, tbo, the conduct of Russia I 
At first the French flag was firoscribed 
in the ports of Russia ; but when there 
had been time to communicate state- 
secrets from France, Russia relented ! 
She had been told what was inten^d 
in France ; she had been told all the 
secrets ; and then she had no longer 
any alarm. 

6. It would have been impossible to 
look well at all these circumstances 
without perceiving that the great object 
of most of the men in power was to 
make no real change, either in the go- 
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vcrnmciit or the (hifabtyj ^ind that, 
whatever might be the intention of the 
Duke oTF Orleans himself, the intention 
of others was, that he sjiould only keep 
the place warm for the other branch of 
the Bourbons, wlicii circumstances 
might favour re/wr/i/ And, if to 
the wciglU of ii4l these circumstances 
we add the glaring, the unequivocal 
jjroof, afforded by the appointment of 
lalleyrand as ambassador to the Englisli 
court, it is impossible not to be con- 
vinced that foul play of soioe sort is 
intended towards tlie j)eople of France. 

J am certain that this second plot will | 
succeed no better than the first ; but, it 
is necessary now to be upon our guard, 
and to judge by actions and not by 
words. 

7 . In the rneamvhile the inefficiency oi 
the Chambers and the ministry seems 
quite Avonderful. They appear to do 
nothing • or, at least, nothing worth 
naming. The people, the common 
])eop]e, have put down a tyrant ; but, as 
yet, all they appear to have gained by it 
is to send money for him to spend in 
England, instead of giving it to him to 
spend in France ! That appears to be 
their gain. The hereditary law-givers 
still exist ; all the taxes still exist 5 and, 
what is still worse, the Chambers make 
no new law of election! This is exactly 
what our l)oroughinongers want. But 
they will be deceived 3 they may 
confusion in France; they may see 
bloodshed in that country; but never 
will they see that peojjle, consisting of 
eight millions of adult male inhabitants, 
consent to be ruled by the votes of 
eighty thousand. What ! will two mil- 
lions of national guards, with arms in 
their hands, and under the command of 
Lafayette, ever again consent that 
nobody shall exercise the sovereignty of 
the people but eighty thousand rich 
men ? Will these two millions of men 
ever again consent, on any terms, to 
give up the fruit of their labour to pay 
the interest of debts which were, in 
great part, contracted to pay foreign 
powers for enslaving them, and traitors 
for betraying them ; wall they ever 
again consent to give up me fruit of 
their labour fur this purpose, on any 


j tvt;ms , blit, will they consent to do it, 
! too, witlidht being permitted to have a 
j vote in ihe choosing of those who are 
i to lay the taxes and spend the money ? 
j No man iq his senses can believe this ; 
and yet tliis he must believe, if he be- 
lieve that^ the present Chambers can 
long go on in their present way. 

8 . It appears to me, that the scheme 
now in contemjdation is to prevent any 
shock being given to the 7iational debt, 
England has been enslaved by a national 
debt, which has transferred, and is cou- 
1 stantly* transferring, the fruit of the 
j people’s labour into tlie pockets of Jews 
and fund-owners and fund-jobbers ; and 
the same would, in time, be the result 
in France, if the system could be there 
supported. But, besides other circum- 
stances, there is this great difference in 
the two cases. Such a system cannot 
be carried on without great military 
force ; our. military force is a rcgulor 
army ; but the great military force in 
France is the armed people themselves ; 
it consists of those who pay ihe taxes, 
and not of those who live upon the 
taxes. This is the widest difference 
that the mind of man can imagine. The 
chief reason for suppressing the National 
Guard was, in fact,’ that it was seen they 
could long be made to pay the taxes, if 
they had arms in their liands ; but who 
is the man to profiose to suppress them 
aga%n\ And, therefore, all the hopes 
that our aristocracy entertain of quiet 
submission in the people of France to 
heavy taxes, and exclusion from the 
right of votifig, will prove fallacious. 
There may be troubles, there may be 
confusion, there may be strife ; but the 
people will, at last, prevail. If the King 
of the French be w'ise, and I hope he 
is, he will turn his back on all those 
who would persuade him that the people 
are to be blinded to their interests and 
defrauded of their rights ; and he will 
learn in time to shun the qxampic 
rather than listen to the advice of those, 
amongst whom he is now about to send 
the politioal Proteus of Europe. 

9. At any rate, it is the affair of you, 
tlic* people of France* to take care of 
yourselves ; you have by youT valour 
put down open violence, take good care 
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now not to be wheedled into blavery by ' 
hypocrisy and fraud ; you (fave bared 
your breasts to the sabres, bayonets, 
and bullets, of the mercenaries of san- 
guinary tyrants, take good care to guard 
your hearts against the crocodile delu- 
sions of the rapacious band of loan- 
mongers, stock-jobbers, placemen, and 
pensioners, who might, indeed, not shed 
your blood, but who would, in time, 
reduce you to that misery which is the 
most painful consequence of slavery. 
You have bravely won your freedom, 
and now is your time to secur^ it for 
ever. No other ])owcr can move against 
you without aid from the purse of 
England, and England has no purse 
wliercwitli to aid any power. Go on, 
therefore ; cease not till you have esta- 
blished your liberty on the basis of 
equal rip/ifs, without which the sovc^ 
reignlij of the people is a mockery j 
cease not till there is not left one sin^e 
wretch so insolent as to propose to take 
a tax, direct or indirect, from him who 
is denied the right to vote 5 cease not 
till your exan)])le shall have elTaced 
from the human mind the base idea that 
the mass of mankind were made to 
be underlings of aristocracy. Where 
much is given much is required ; God 
has given to you a more fertile soil, a 
finer climate, greater sources of power, 
than to any other nation j he has given 
you, in addition, as much valour as the 
heart of man can contain ; set, therefore, 
an example, which shall at once show 
}our gratitude to God, and evince the 
sincerity of your desire tc^scc the bands 
of oppression broken in every part of 
the world.

appealed to by the former, in the way 
of petition. This petition was, on 
Monday evening last, submitted to 
1,348 persons ni the least, assembled at 
the Rotunda, Blackfriars Road, and was 
agreed to without one dissenting voice. 
Ill the next Register will be named the 
several places, in aiicf near London, at 
which the petition will be deposited /or 
signing, lii the meanwhile, a large 
edition will be printed, and sold at a 
penny each, and may be had at my 
shop, No. 183, I'leet-strect. By the 
hundred, 6s, If written for from the 
country (letters ^ost-paid), they will be 
sent to any part of the country. When 
signed, in any town, the petition may 
be brought up to the King by deputa- 
tion, or sent to some one in London to 
be presented. The petition which goes 
to tlie King ought to be written in a 
plain liand. None but men^ or youths 
above 16 years^ ought to sign it. If a 
man cannot write, he should take a 
friend to sign for him in his presence. 


TO THE 

KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

The Petition of the under-signed 
persons, belongisg to the Indus- 
trious Classes of London and its 
vicinity, dated this 13th day of 
September, 1830, 

Most humbly sliowcth, 

That we approach your Majesty, not 
as blind adorers of royalty, but as faith- 
ful and dutiful subjects, whose fidelity 
and duty are founded in our conviction, 
that, in highly honouring and cheer- 
fully obeying your Majesty, in uphold- 
ing, with all our might, your just pre- 
rogatives, and evincing our most })ro- 
fouiyl respect for your person, we best 
consult our own welfare, knowing that 
you are endowed with those preroga- 
tives for the common good of us all, 
and not for your own exclusive advan- 
tage. 

That feeling ourselves thus bound to 
your Maj^ty, not by harsh constraint 
but by a willing obedience arising from 
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a due estimate of our own interest and 
honour, regarding your person as sacred, 
not frotn servility of mind, but because 
you are the fountain of justice and of 
mercy, taught by tholav^s of our country 
that kings were made for the people 
and not the people for kings, regarding 
your kingly powers as given to you for 
the purpose of preserving the peace, 
the rights, and the happiness of the 
people, and more especially for the de- 
fence and protection of the weak against 
the strong, of the poor against the un- 
just encroachments of the rich, of the 
fruits of industry against the wiles and 
the violence of aristocratical ambition, 
arrogance and rapacity; animated by 
all these considerations, and beholding 
in your Majesty’s most gracious conduct 
and demeanour an indubitable proof of 
your anxious desire to promote our 
good by a redress of our grievances, we, 
with the confidence with which suffer- 
ing children appeal to a tender father, 
lay those grievances before your Ma- 
jesty. 

That we complain, may it please your 
Majesty, not of the form of that Go- 
vernment which has endured for so 
many ages, and under which our fathers 
were so free, lived in such ease and 
abundance, and saw their country so 
great and so much honoured through- 
out the world ; we complain not of the 
nature of the institutions of our country, 
which have stood the test of centuries ; 
we complain notxif any thing, an attack 
on which would argue a hankering after 
innovation, but, on the contrary, it is 
of innovations, innovations endless in | 
number, cruelly oppressive, and studi- 
ously insulting, that we have now to 
make complaint to your Majesty. 

That we complain, generally, that 
the whole of the laws passed within 
the last forty years, and especially wiihin 
the last twenty years, present one un- 
broken series of endeavours to enrich 
and to augment the power of the aris- 
tocracy, and to impoverish and depress 
the middle and labouring part of the 
people ; and that to give your Majesty 
a specimen of the wrongs and indig- 
nities heaped upon us, w^ specifically 
complain that the trial by jury, held so 


sacred by our fathers and provided for 
bf Magna Chartn, as so necessary to 
the protection of the people, has, in a 
great measure, been taken from us, 
leaving us to be fined, imprisoned, cor- 
porally putiished, and, in some eases, 
transported, without trial by jury, and 
at the sote discretion of magistrates, 
appointed by and dismissable at the 
pleasure of your Majesty’s Ministers ; 
we complain that within the last forty 
years the most grievous taxes have been 
laid upon us for the benefit of the aris- 
tocracy, to heap riches on them in the 
shape of pensions, sinecures, and places, 
Sind that, as a specimen, 1 13 of them 
are, in one case, now receiving out of 
the taxes 850,000/. a year : we com- 
plain that the two families of Grenville 
and Dundas have, during the last forty 
years, received more money in sinecures 
alone, than it has cost, during the same 
fmie, to maintain the whole of the civil 
I government of the United States of 
America, which, under that cheap go- 
vernment, have arrived at population 
and power to rival those of England 
herself: we complain, that while the 
laws and Usages of our country hold 
standing armies in abhorrence, and 
while they arc wholly unnecessary to 
our country, especially in time of peace, 
we are now taxed, at the end of sixteen 
years of peace, to maintain a standing 
army that costs more yearly than the 
army that was maintained during the 
American war, wlieii we iiad war also 
with France, Spain, and Holland, and 
this, too, while we have, besides the 
yeomanry, a militia of sixty thousand 
men, always ready to be called out : we 
complain, that at the end of sixteen 
years of peace we are taxed to maintain 
a navy which costs five millions a year, 
while the nafy cost only seven millions 
a year when we were carrying on war 
against America, France, Spain, and 
Holland ; we complain that in this 
|)Gace, which was to give us indemnity 
for the past and security for the future, 
we are leaded with taxes twice as heavy 
as those which were required during 
ttu 5 war against alUtliosc ponders : we 
complain that the emoluments arising 
from these establishments are engrossedi 
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for the far greater part, by the aris- 
tocracy and rheir dependents, «for whose 
sole benefit they appear to exist to this 
enormous extent, a conclusion fully war- 
ranted when w’e see that we have three 
generals fV)r every regiment 8f soldiers, 
two admirals for every ship of the line, 
that we have, taking both s§rv ices to- 
gcthtM*, one commissioned* officer to 
every live private men, and especially 
when we look at the families and con- 
nexions from which nil the pflicers 
come : we complain that, in the navy, 
the bulwark of our country, promotion 
and power are so bestowed, that sons of 
the aristocracy, wlio' were children at 
the end of the war, have the command 
of ships, and have under them masters 
ami* lieutenants, who w'erc lighting at 
sea before tliese comuuinders were 
born : we conijjlain that, in pursuance 
of this system of aggrandising the ari^ 
tocracy at the expense, and to the 
pressing of the middle and working 
classes, military and naval and ord- 
nance academies have been established, 
for the rearing of officers for the 
army and navy, and that in these the 
children of the aristocracy and of 
their dependents are nursed, fed, clad, 
and taught at tlie jmblic expense,^ so 
that, the middle and working class are 
compelled to pay for the nursing and 
feeding and teaching of the children of 
the aristocracy, a?ul that, too, for the 
manifest purpose of excluding for ever 
hereafter their own children and kindred 
from all cliance, and even all possibility, 
of possessing inilifary or% naval com- 
mand: we complain of the establish- 
ment of military asyhima for rearing up 
the children of soldiers in ease and 
comfort at the public expense, the chil- 
dren of working men bei!^, under like 
circumstances, treated as Supers, while 
their fathers are compelled to pay tuxes 
to support these asylums: we com- 
plain, that, in accordance with this 
system of establishing a permanent 
military force, while the pay of the pri- 
vate soldier has been so aiign^cnted as 
to make it, over and above his clothing 
and lodging and £iel, greater than the 
average wages of the hard-working 
man, the soldier, like the aristocracy, 


is excused from paying postage on his 
letters, wldle the hard-working and 
half-starved man, who iS' taied to 
maintain that well-fed and well-clail 
soldier, is not ^so excused : wc coiri- 
pluin, that we have been taxed to give 
hrtlf-pay, in the array and navy, to a 
large part of the clergy, of the establish- 
ed church, who, for twelve years, were 
receiving tithes, Easter-otferings, and 
other dues, as rectors and vicars, and at 
the same time receiving ijiilitary or 
naval liaU-pay, and wlto, at the end of 
that time, were allowed to sell, or trans- 
fer, this half-pay, still leaving it a 
charge upon this nmdened andsnficring 
people : we com})kiin, that witliin tlie 
hist thirty years, i, 600, 000/. have been 
paid out of the taxes for, as Avas alleged, 
“ the relief of the poor clergy of the 
church of England,’* while the bishops 
of that church have revenues from ten 
to forty thousand pounds a year, wliile 
the Deans and Chapters have wealth 
enormous, while there are numbers of 
the aidstocratical clergy who have two, 
three, or more benelices each, and while, 
to cite an instance, the Earl of Guilford 
has, at this time, the great living of St. 
Marj^, Southampton, including the ad- 
joining parish of South Stone^ain, the 
livings of Old Alresford, of New A\es- 
ford, and of Medstead, a Prebeml at 
Winchester, and the Mastership of St. 
Cross : we complain, that the revenues 
of the church arc thus distributed, that 
there are poor clergy ” in this rich and 
luxurious ciiurcli ^ but wc more espe- 
cially complain, that we are taxed for 
the relief of those who are made poor 
by this scandalous grasping of the 
church- revenues by the aristocracy: 
Avc complain, not only of the weight of 
tbe taxes arising from the afore- men- 
tioned causes, but of their partial im- 
position, falling as they do, like feathers 
on theta .'istocracy, and like lead on the 
iTiiddle and working class: wc com- 
plain, that the taxes on the malt, the 
ugar, the tea, or the spirits, amount on 
either of these articles, to more than 
the taxon all the lands in the kingdom : 
we complain, tliat while foreign wine 
•ays a duty of fifty per cent, on its value, 
ibreign spirits pay four hundred per 
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cent: we complain, •that while the 
goods, which are the result of our labour 
OP skill, pay a heavy auction-tax, the 
timber, underwood, and other produce 
of land, sold on the hAd, pay no such 
tax : we complain, that, of the more 
tijaii two millions a \ ear raised by the 
tax on letters rt^^cived by the post, the 
aristocracy pay not one single farthing ; 
we complain (leaving out a hundred 
other instances), that in the case ot 
probates of wills and administrations 
no tax at all is paid by the land, while 
a heavy tax is irnposetl on j)ersonal pro- 
perly, and thus, while the middle class 
lias to sustain this cruel tax, not a far- 
thing of it falls upon the owners of the 
land ; we complain, that, ns if nil these 
w'cre not enoiigli, a Corn 13ill has been 
passed, and has been in force for fifteen 
years, giving the aristocracy a monopoly 
of that necessary of life, shutting out 
food while it was asserted by those who 
made the law, that there were too many 
mouths, compelling manufacturers to 
buy their bread dear and to sell. their 
goods and labour cheap, sacrificing 
all the rest of the coinmunity to the 
greediness of the owners of the land : 
we complain, that the game-laws, 
always unjust in principle, always at 
v'ar with the rights of nature and the 
dictates of reason, have, w ithiti the last 
fifteen years, become tenfold more cruel 
than formerly, for that to pecuniary 
penalties, or short imprisonment, for an 
infraction of those laws, arc now added 
long imprisonment, corporal punish- 
ment, and transportation beyond the 
seas for seven years, and these too at 
the sole discretion of the justices of the 
peace, appointed"^ by and dismissabic at 
the pleasure of the Ministers of the day: 
we complain, that the new law qf 
trespass has empowered the justices to 
imprison poor men and to cause tbcm 
to be corporally punished without any 
trial, while the great trespasser is left 
under the protection of the ancient law: 
we complain, that the working pe()|>le 
having been, by the weight of the taxes 
on the necessaries of life, reducei^, to a 
state of pauperism, laws were^next 
made to prevent them from obtaining 
parochial relief as heretofore : we com- 


plain, that, within these twelve years, 
two acts have been passctl, one to throw 
the power of vestries into (he bands of 
all the landowners, and another tp enable 
those landowners to set at dcfian\:*e even 
the pf)wer\)i tlie magistrates to cause 
relief to be given : we cop)plain, that, 
in consr«j\icnce of these taxes, this 
monopoly in corn, and the severities on 
tliC working ])C()ple, of which we have 
here given merely a s*j)ecimen, the 
working pcojile of England, once the 
best fed, best dad, nrnl most moral in the 
worldj^Jiave become tflc most miserable 
and degivuled to be found on the face of 
the earth, those oftinhapjiy Ireland only 
excepted : we complain, that the land- 
owners com))cl (hcMU to draw carls and 
wagons like beasts of burden, that they 
keep men forcibly from their wives for 
a purpose too gross to mention, that 
i^hers forbid them to marry upon pain 
of being left to beg^ or starve, and that 
others sell them by the week or month 
by public auction : we complain that 
the House of Commons, thougli fully 
apprised of all this sulTering, though 
they have, in evidence given before their 
committees, proof upon proof of the ' 
wretchedness of the jieople, though 
they have in evidence, that the honest 
working man is fed worse than the con- 
victed felons in the jails and the bulks, 
though it has been proved to them that 
the working people commit crimes for 
the express puqiose of getting at the bet- 
ter fare in the prisons ; though they have 
been fully informed upon all these poiiUs, 
though Iheyvmiist be acquairiteil with 
the notorious facts, that the working 
people have, in many instances, resorted 
to the food of hogs and dogs, and have 
in many others been actually starved to 
dtntb, they have adopted no measure 
for their relief', but measures iniiume- 
rable for their punishment, closing, ut 
last, with a bill to nuthorise the keepers 
of poor-houses and hospitals to sell 
their deiid bodies for dissection, and 
thus, in this signal respect, juitiing the 
honest, }vorn-out or unf^^natc man 
upon a level with the murdl^r. 

U'ljat to our gracic^i'is and ji^gt and mer- 
ciful King we complain, as of the real 
cause of all these oppressions ftud suffer? 
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ings, that we are not represented in that 
which is called, and ought to be, tlie 
Commons* or people's House of Parlia- 
ment : we complained, that though it 
had been stated to that House in 1793, 
without an attempt at contradiction, 
that one hundred and fifty-four peers and 
great commoners and the treikury put a 
decided majority into the flouse, and 
though, in 1809, the House had proof 
tendered (whicli it would not receive) 
that two of the Ministers liad actually 
sold a seat in the House, yet when, in 
18 17 , we petitioned for such a reform as 
would put an end to these odious prac 
ticcs, that House, instead of listening 
to our humble jirayers, passed a law 
which enabled the Ministers to put us 
into dungeons at their pleasure, de- 
prived of the sight of friends and of 
the use of pen, ink, and paper, which 
law was carried into cflect with un- 
heard-of severity and cruelty : we 
complain, that, in 1819, a body of 
persons, peaceably met at Manchester 
for the purpose of petitioning the par- 
liament to adopt a reform of the Com- 
mons* House, were attackeil by soldiers, 
and, to the amount of some hundreds, 
either killed, crippled or wounded : we 
complain, that the soldiers were by 
Loni Viscount SKImoiUh thanked, in 
his lute Majesty's name, for their conduct 
bn that sanguinary day : wc complain, 
that the House of Commons refused all 
inquiry into that memorable and hor- 
rible transaction, but that it, in that 
same session, jjussed six distinct acts, 
each of which further ^and greatly 
abridged our rights and liberties, and 
particularly two of them, by which the 
liberty of the press was, in effect, as 
far as related to the working people, 
nearly extinguished, but above all 
things, we humbly beseech your Ma- 
jesty to remark, that that House, with 
the records of 1793, 1809, and 1819, 
before it, passed a law inilicting fine, 
imprisonment, and even banishment, 
on any man Or \voman who should 
write, }»riuL'iftr puldish any-tl^ing hav- 
ing even ailndency to bring it into con- 
tempt. ^ 9 m " • 

Thus, raaiy it please your Majesty, we 
have, in alf humility and dutifulness, 


submitted to ycifr wisdom and justice a 
statement of a part of our manifold 
grievances and sufferings ; we Have, in 
the sincerity of our hearts, expressed to 
you our firm conviction, that all these 
have arisen from our not being represent- 
ed in parliament ; and ns the means of 
restoring us to liberty and happiness, as 
the means of uniting all hearts in pre- 
serving the peace of our country and 
upholding the dignity and true splen- 
dour of your Majesty's crown, We 
humbly but earnestly ptay, that of those 
great powers with which your Majesty is 
invested for the good of your faithful 
people, you will be graciously pleased 
to make such use as shall produce a 
reform in the Commons* llou'e, ensur- 
ing to all adult males, not insane and 
not tarnisiied by indelible crime, a voice, 
given by ballot, in tlie choosing of re- 
presentatives, and ns shall shorten the 
duration of Parliaments. 

And your petitioners, as in duty bound, 
will ever pray.

When I first heard of you, you 
were a tailors trotter i next y*)u be- 
came, with your brolher-in-law Mackin- 
tosh (Sir Jammy), a flaming patriot; 
next the editor of a ministerial paper, 
in which capacity ydfu advocated the 
war against France, called, in 1815, for 
t^ie strijiping Paris of the museums, for 
making France pay a tribute, for tnlfing 
from her her frontier towns, and for in- 
flicting vengeance on the people of 
France 5 in 1817 1 saw you the foremost 
to call for the gagging and dungeon 
bills 5 in 1819 I saw you defending the 
slaughter of the people at Manchester ; 
in 1820 1 saw you calling for the 
)unishment of the Queen, guilty, or in- 
nocent ; and now 1 lind you praising 
the French ministry and Talleyrand, 
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thal^ Talleyrand who, in 1S03, aceuttcd 
(mr Government of having plotted the 
murder of the Emperor Paul! 

Well, right worthy High Sheriff and 
Justice of the Peacetof Oxfordshire, 
while your fellow-labourer, John 
AValter, of Bear Wood, who so be^ 
catted you in 18^0, is in tlie same ofBce 
in Berkshire :*W'ell, Dan, what 1 have 
now to do with you is to remark on an 
article in your paper of yesterday, on 
the revolution in Brum wick at>d 
Zeipsic, which j^Lrticle 1 shall take a bit 
at n time. 

Our readers will perceive by our extracts 
from Private Letters and papers that the 
misruled people of Brunswick liaye risen upon 
their Sovereign, and that he hits been com* 
pellcd to fly from his doniiniuiis. There is no- 
things ill this to astonish us, for the conduct 
of the Duke had for some time been such as 
none bitt the^nost paiieyii people on earth could 
have endured. The revolt has, however, been 
attended with some excesses which appear to 
have been comjtletely wanton ; but it is thus 
in all countries where thet'e is no medin7n 
authority between the Sovereign and the peo- 
ple, when the latter, rendered desperate by 
oppression, cease to acknowledge a ruler to 
whom they had long and patiently submitted. 
Til Absolute Monarchies there arc hut two 
ways of keeping the people in subjection ; the 
one is to inspire an atfection for the person of 
the Monarch hy kind treatment and a con 
stant solicitude for their happiness; the other 
to command respect and fear hy the display 
of superior courage and abilities. In the 
former, the people accustomed to regard their 
Monarch as a father, arc content to recognise 
an authority which, although absolute, 
scarcely wounds their pride without afTectiug 
their happiness ; in the latter, the ma!»s are 
either kept down by the awe which superior 
talents, or great personal courage, always in- 
spire, or are willing to he satisfied with the 
honour which a society niayj[ 9 e disposed to 
feel in the^o^mfion (if a great leader. The 
Duke of Brunswick, however, neither com- 
manded respect nor inspired affection ; and 
the only wonder is, that he should have been 
so4pn? able to remain at the head of a people, 
whd had cause neither to fear nor love him. 
The riots at Leipsic, an account of which is 
also given, are of a most important character, 
from the rank of the Sovereign against whom 
the popular feeling has been pronounced ; 
but whatever regret the state of society in 
Saxony may cause, it is entirely unmixed tvith 
surprise \ for it was not to have been expected 
that a people differing yo religion from chat of 
their Sovereign, and regarding with dislike 
the increasing influence of a prieSthifod oh- 
noxiousto them (tom their earliest associations, 
should have availed themselves of first 


excuse for giving vent to long suppressed in- 
dignation. 

What, IS the Duke of Brunswick such 
ft tyrant, Dan ? How came you never 
to tell ns of this before ? It seems that 
the people burnt his palace, and that he 
escaped in disguise; and, wliat is worse, 
that his soldiers would not fire on the 
people : it is said, too, that peojile 
threatened, that, if the soldiers did jire^ 
they would kill their wives and chil- 
dren! Ah, Dan ! If the wives of the 
soldiers had been drunken devils, Dan ! 
ihen,^l dare say, the soldiers would not 
have cared much about it. Be this as 
it may, the soldiers refused to fire on tke 
people.^ and all soldiers on the continent, 
excc))t the infamous Swiss and infamous 
Bourbon Aristocrat ical Guards, have 
done the same. Dan, wliat do you 
mean by “ no medium authority ? ” 
We, happy we, are blessed with this 
“ medium aultwrify,'* I suppose ? The 
154 peers and great commoners, who 
return a majority of the Commons,' or 
People’s House, are a nice medium, 
aren't they, Dan ? Very nice, to be 
sure ; but not nice enough to cheat the 
people of England any longer. Peo- 
** pie will be satisfied with the honour 
“ of possessing a great leader,'^ Yes, 
Dan, so they will, if they be fools as 
well as cowards. But why this 
remark ? Oh ! because tie, thrice 
lucky we, have got a great leader!"' 
Put him in the scale, Dan, against ten- 
pennyworth of halfpence, and see which 
is worth most in the eyes of the people. 
What a dri\yllcr you must have become, 
to hope to humbug us in this way ! So 
it was not at all surprising that the 
Saxons should rebel, if we look at the 
'' increasing in fluent^ of an obnoxious 
priesthood'' And you know of no 
other people who have to submit to tlic 
** increasing influence of an obnoxious 
priesthood I '* 1 do, Dan; aye, and a 
priesthood, too, a thousand times more 
hated, and justly hated, than those of 
Saxony can be ; and, moreover, Dan, I 
know this people will not be long before 
they giJe open ^i|Mnt to tlitir lot^g-sup* 
pressed indignatt^' against this all- 
grasping and cruel priesthood. 

Whilst, however, we are willing to palliate 
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to a certain extent, the coiuluct of persons 
capable of appmratinff their \vr(^ijft*s, or the 
unjust subjection has been so lonp^ iiii- 

J iosed upon (hem, we cannot h\xl regard with 
'ismait the excesses of a portion of that people, 
Who fio not understand the value of libera) 
institutions, and who appear to Iwive no other 
object than the dc.struc'iion of propert}', and 
file removal by brute force of those di-»tinc- 
tions of society which tiifir rulers have un- 
wisely atiein]ded to main lain, not by the in- 
fluence of ^ood CA.ani)de, nr.d the effect of ^ood 
frovcrniiico!:, but by an organization ol 
'fhtfsicdl Jorcct which inn only he permanently 
lent when its object is t:» support laws and 
wslitutoniSt vtnietived in rectsnn tnid jiistwe for 
the wel/tn'e of euttg class of soeltly. has 
long been an argument with the enemies of 
Constitutional (ioverniueiit^ that liberfy in 
coilaiii nations of Jhirojie is S(» imperfectly 
nntl< .''<ti)i)d, that an atieiopt to introduce free 
institutions would he attended with dilViculty 
unil danger. Wc arc qndc wdling tu ulioWt 
that to a certain extent, the observation is 
true, and if the nations of tb.c Continent were 
composed only of a large mass of ignorant 
luindsf with an cnliglvfeiied portion too small 
in numher to render the necessity of change 
apparent, wc should say that nothing could 
bo more injitdicious, nothing nioro injurious, 
ilidu to attempt to disturb a system which, 
although contrary to reason, and opposed to 
the general rights of luankiiid, had existed 
lor so many centurica. Hut surtdy the most 
prejudiced man will admit that, in every pari 
of the Continent f during the la^t thirty years ^ 
there has been such n firogress in education, 
and such an iiicrca^'c of number in ll»c reHcct- 
ing and butter classes, that govenirueiits 
ought to have seen the necessity of adapting 
institutions gradually to the improved nitel- 
lec/ual condition of the people. If tlii- hud been 
done in time, the riots and excesses which ' 
have lutt-ly taken place, would liave been 
prevented, for, although the coiuluct of the 
tower orders has been such as to induce the 


“ (alias military^f can be permanently 
“ efficient^ when its object is to support 
“ laws conceived in reason sini\\jitstice 
for the ivelfure of every class of 
“ society,** ^ Wlliit a fool you are, Dan ! 
For, if the laws be icivc’, jnsty and for 
tlie fjooil of all the people, what need 
can tlicrc l)c of militarihjorce to support 
them? Ah ! we, fortunate we, liave a 
military force that costs ten millions 
a year ! And so it was necessary, you 
know, Mr. Sherilf, tof^ive it to be 
understood that the v%ry best laws m 
the world required n military force to 
support them ! That force, however, 
Dan, is not what il was, and* you are 
ejuakint^ (Ipwn to your toe-nails at the 
thought of the change. You are quite 
“ williny to allow (that's gracious, at 
any rate) tliat, within the last thirty 
“ )ears, knowledge has so increased on 
the cont incut (not here : oh, no !) that 
the Government ought to liave made 
“ a change yradvally in their institu- 
“ tions accordingly.” Only on the con- 
thiviity J)an ? J know some islands 
where it has long been rnore wanted 
than in Belgium, Hamburg, Brunswick, 
Saxony, or even in France, tyrants as 
the Bourbons were, liut, O tie ! We 
must not talk of abuses in islands ! 
We must not talk of any change wanted 
in them. We must look upon revolu- 
tions on the continent as having as little 
to do with us as those which take place 
amongst the ants and the spiders ! 
Poll ! Dan ; you deceive nobody : the 


respectable citizens to lake anus against them, 
it is probable that they nev^ wtmlil have 
liscn at all if they had not for some time piist 
ohsc-rved in those citizens symptoms of dis- 
satisfaction, upon which ihi'y speculated for 
successful resistance to the .Suvereig^n authu-

Oh ! yon regard the people’s ex- 
cesses ^vith dismay f do you, Dan ? 
You did not, I suppose, regard tlic 
“ e.TCcsscs " of their tyrants with dismay ; 
at least, you never told ua tliat you did? 
You never found any fault with the 
rulers till they were beaten by the pco- 
j}le<; you defended Cli.irles X. till the 
foolisk tyrant was jptnpelled *to run 
away, 'riic people only put do\vy,\ 
tyranny; that is all;^ and what 
are there in that? Physical force! 


parsons and the boroughmonger tribes, 
who read your paper, pray that you 
may deceive the people ; but, like 
Satan, they [fray in vain. And who do 
you mean by lower orders, Dan ? If 
you do not mean the pensioned and 
sinecure and loan-mongering apd 
borough-mongering and^ tax-eatmg 
tribe, but mean the working people, the 
proper tfu.swcr for yo\i is a blow on the 
mouth with a good hard fist, sending 
your teeth down your tliroat.

system hke that to which IHlsgland owes at this 
moment all her tranquillity , for in order to 
imitate us in our laws and insiitutitias, the 
])eople must he brought gradually to under- 
stayid thenif and in the course of tune the re- 
ciprocal iiitiueiicc of iiitellci't in creating laws, 
aiid the effect of good laws in advancing in- 
tellect, would be s»rongIy developed. In the 
mean time we should say jnU these riots down^ 
for they cannot be suffered to continue without 
the chance of influting a thousand times 
greater injury than any possibfe benefit could 
arise; but in putting them down let there be 
an earnest and a sincere iuteniiouYo 
the work of reform, not lhat reform which 
wild enthusiasts would have, but tlie reform 
which reason and humanity dictate to the 
conscience of every educated man, and to 
which no man Jilling an office of State ought 
to he insensible. In this way there w/ll be no 
more contests between king sand their subjects ; 
and if society cannot become so perfect as the 
visionaries of this country suppose possible, 
it will at least be so improved as ro increase 
the security of the upper, and promote the 
happiness of the middling and lower, orders. 

Oh, oh ! Here we come to the drift of 
tlie whole palinodie! Here we. come 
h9mc<t ! You ** see nothing to pre-

I Oh, no : ^foii are right, Dan ; they 
I ‘‘ cannot, nil at once, nor at twice nei- 
“ thcr, adopt a liberal system like that 
“ to which England owes, at this mv 
“ merit, all her trantpiiUily *' • and for 
this reason, Dan, that the people will, 
not let them ! They abhor the English 
system! Spain, rurtugal, Sicily, have 
expressly rejected it, aiul the French 
have noiv shed their blood like water, in 
order to protect their fine country against 
this very system: yes, Daiu anil one 
I of the speciiie charges of the French

Tlie men are some of 
the hardiest and the bravest in the 
kingdom 3 and it is presuinjition, indeed, 
ill this Tennison to believe, that he can 
wheedle them into an abandonment of* 
of their rights. These good fellows of 
Birminfham I beg leave to remind, that

crats gave to Burdett, the following 
was one of the toasts : ** The electors of 
Westminster^ and thfcir bright

Never, accordingly, was there such a ses- 
sion of Parliament. On every question it was 
doubtful which way the majority would de- 
cide. On no question was there any doubt 
that the whole force or the debate would be 
found against the Government. The Ministry 
had Sir R. Peel, and him alone, to speak a 
word for them. He is a man of respectable 
talents, but far, very far certainly, from being 
a first-rate man. His character is hiahly es- 
timable; his official habits and his uKlustry 
are exceedingly valuable ; and he would be a 
great accession to any Ministry. Jn easy and 
tranquil times he might even play the first 
part, and state the case for the Government, 
or defend its little pcccadiU^e^^ or meet its or- 
dinary opponents, and give to those who 
wanted to vote with it plausible reasons for 
supporting its measures. But for the stormy 
times we live in ; for questions involving the 
fate of cabinets, and even of dynasties ; for the 
real tug of war, and to'ineet |uch antagonists 
as he sees ranged against Inm ; it muGrt be 
admitbtd that he is wholly unfit. Were lie 
far more capable than he is, no man standing 
quite alone m his situation , and in the present 
position of parties and of affairs, can possibly 
conduct the business of the country in the 
Commons* House of Parliament. ^And yet the 
utmost foi^bearance was shown lowaras him 
throughout the session. No one ever made a 
personal attack upon him ; his arguments 
were answered, and bis errors exposed, with 
the reluctance and the tenderness of the most 
friendly disposition. Even when the trenches 
were opened against the Government at large, 
he was always made an exception ; and the 
blows that fell (hick and heavy elsewhere, 
were never aimed him. He has tried to lead 
the Commons, and has failed, in ciroum- 
stances which would have defied the powers 
of any single man. But he has not yet made 
the attempt, in the circumstances that await 
him, should parties remain next session mar- 
shalled os they ore itow. He has no real hos- 
tility to contend with; he has only been 
matched with holf.fiflends, or with most re- 
luctant adversaries; he has never, any one 
night, felt the •• power of an adversary *' 
whom he had not a fair cliance of defeating. 
The following passage of the pamphlet before 
us, pints the very different scene whibh now 
awaitt bim, should he prefer a blind obedt? 
euce to his inimry chief, before every-thing 
that is due, in common prudence, to his own 
character and station. ** No more courtesy; 
no napre displays of superiority without 
misenief; no more eidlibitions of skill in 
showiiig men their weakness, without doing 
them any barm ; no more shaking them good- 
humouredly over the precipice, and then setting 
them down on its edge ; no more ^ing them 
up by the nape of the neck, or bffiding them 
on the palm of the hand, and patting them on 
the head, as the Brobdigaag king did Grildrig. 
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The time hr action is come ; the buttons are 
dashed away from the foils ; the guns .. 
shotted to their lips ; they arc pilnted%t the 
iveak parts, that is, they are pointed at all 
parts, th^matches arc on fire ; and the word 
only is wanted to make them roar. TheOtptain 
is a bold man ; but to lead the forlorn hope 
upon such an occasion as this, requires a 
mad man, not a bold one." 

There are merits in jSir R. Peel, which de- 
serve to be marked, both iu justice to him, 
and as explaining all the forbearance and 
even kindness displayed towards him. But 
these, Unfortunately fur the Ministry, bcine no 
addition of strength ; on the contrary, the 
greatly lessen its influence both in Parliamei. 
and the country. He has become tiie distin- 
guished and most valuable votary of liberal 
princiims. He bad undertaken some time ago 
to refonn^e criminal law ; he has heartily 
supported the reformers of our civil juris- 
prudence. He is the friend of a liberal |jolicy 
in commercial matters; and, probably, no 
adherent to the false views of arbitral^ power 
cherished by the Wellingtons and toe Aber 
deens in respect to foreign affairs. But all 
thismbviously lessens his power with the high 
I'ory party, whose champion he long was, 
and when he left them on their grand point, 
the Catholic question, and abjured heartily as 
heretical that great Shibboleth of their union, 
lie more than forfeited any part of the influ- 
ence he once (Possessed, and made himself an 
object of their loud and vindictive hostility. 
We express the thing very feebly ; there never 
was a public man more entirely abandoned 
more fiercely opposed by his former adherents ; 
nor one who made so great a sacrifice to his 
principles. ThatHich conduct has justly re- 
commended him to the chiefs of the liberal 
party, is as certain as that it has destroyed 
his whole personal weight in the country^, 
He might have retained good-will for 
ever ; he might have improved a most pre- 
cious opportunity of gaining among the popu- 
lar party, iu and out diF Parliament, almost 
as high u place as be had virtuously sacrificed 
on the other side. But he^etrayed a little 
mind at this critical moment; he hungered J 
after the position he had quitted ; he was 
alarmed at the solitude iu which be found 
himself ;’*ne was afraid to trust his new asso- 
ciates ; he took no bold or decided part ; made 
no clear election : cut no Gordian knot; over- 
leaped no ciitangicmeiits ; but sought to avoid 
a danger which he saw before him, by liugdl'- 
ing ill a nodtion a thousand times more peril- 
ous, and exposed himself to the jeopardy 
which, we much fear, has now overtaken him ; 
the Ust in which a statesman should ever let 
himself tie involved ; that of falling hetwecu 
the opposite parties, and losing the support 
of one wi^out gaining that of the other. He 
9»ay yet have a nioment for reconsidering 
and retracing his steps, for refusi^jg any longer 
implicit obedience to a haughty ^tef, and 
acting as his own honour aqd his jDtuation in 
the country require. 


In the meanwhile, let us survey 0)6 
that await him, should he retain We, 
unprecedented position.

Opposition. To meet all this array of strength 
and of numbers, the Government has but a 
single iSiaii who the House will hear speak, 
and ihdinfluenceof the ’Jreasury Mte, which 
has duriug the last session coustautly failed. 
On the occasion of a new reign, and the first* 
address to the Sovereign after his accession, 
that Mig could only procure the attendance of 
a hare majority ; while Idfi members, witlvmlf 
a single summons calling them togethe^and 
with only an accidental notice that there might 
be a division, at once voted against the Gu- 
veriiment.

So long as'n was otlferwis*, u 
was well enough to look for no quah y * 
first minister but a firm hand and a strong 
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purpose* But all men see tba impQ^hbiMw of 
this qualibcatioD supplying; "the place of all 
otbers of civil wisaomi of knowledge, of 
debating powers ; and all meb are lost in 
amazement at the blindness which can be 
iusensible to a light which glares in every 
other eye. It is true he bar. Lord Ellen- 
borough an<LLord Aberdeen near him ; but 
they, are addmous' to his incapacity, not ma- 
terials of strength ; for they have just as much 
weakness as himself, and not a single one of 
the claliifi to our gratitude and our esteenf 
which so renowued a commander justly pos- 
sesses, and puts forth with iiever-faiKug effect, 
except when he makes them the passports to 
a kind of consideration he never by possi- 
bility can attain. 

In these circumstances what can the Go. 
verameut do ? The King has kept them to- 
gether for the present* Any security beyond 
the present they have not, neither cap they 
have. His Majesty must have a Govenument 
that can transact the business of the country, 
and save it from the mischiefs and the risks 
of uncertainty and feebleness approaching to 
auorchy. He is a prince of a manly and plain 
widersianding \ he has no personal hates to 
gVati^ and if ever had, they were pointed 
agaiiwt the Duke himself, and these he has 
nobly sacrificed to the convenience of the 
State, deeming a sudden change on bis ac- 
cession detrimental to the public service. 
The instant that His Majesty’s eyes are open 
to the state of things in f|i»th Hilhses of Parlia- 
ment, that instant there is an end of the 
weakest Ministry that ever tried to rule any 
country. All this the Duke well knows ; but 
witb bis usual confidence, he trusts to better 
bis condition by the chances of a General 
Klectiou. 

Will he g;aiu by those chances ? First of all, 
can be remedy, by the utmost success, the real 
niUchiefa that beset him, and the weakness 
^that paralyses the Government } The fantasy 
it preposterous ; it shows ^gross ignorance of 
his real danger; an almost incredible unac- 
qnaint|nce with the nature of Parliament. 
He wants numbers, it is true ; but he wants 
supporters of power in the House, and of 
weight out of it, a tbousebd times more ; and 
he is beleagured by adversaries, any one of 
whom is far more than a match for all bis 
deb^^s in both Mouses together. Does he 
imttf^e that there is any sort of doubt of Mr. 
Brougham’s return to Parliament ? Thinks 
he to eject Mr. Huskissou at Liverpool? 
Dreams be, that Cambridge will reject Lord 
PalmerstonT Who can have put it into his 
head that Mr. Stanley will nut again sit for 
Preston ? What Hatteriug tougue of either 
sea can have lulled him to soft repose on the 
sublect of the tiro Grants ? But if all these 
were removed, he must be grievousl/ misled 
to think that, in the Rices, the Grahams, 
the Humes, to say nothiug of other rising 
talents of late added to, the force of opposition, 
his onbt debaters qrould not have quite enough 
uputvtheir hsuds. It is also positively cer- 


tain that a new ParlUmant will see Kir. Den- 
man r<^tored to that commanding station 
within Its wm, ^hich his splendid talents and 
unblemished integrity heretofdrewonforbim. 

In the mere question of numbers, what 
right has this overweening chief to be confi- 
dent of bettering bis condition ? does he sup- 
pose that members of Parliament can he 
levied by main force, like conscripts, or that 
the whippers in can beat up for them like re- 
cruits, by crying out, *^God save great Arthur, 
Down with Lord Grey ? *' He Will^flud elec- 
tions a harder Job than he thinks for. He will 
possibly learn that there are as many willing 
to come forward on the popular side of the 
question as on the deeply unpopular. He 
will, ill all likeliiiood, experience somewhat 
of Prince Jutes de Pulignac’s disappoiA|ment, 
who dreamt, once upon a time, tha^e king 
could make any man a miuister^whether 
nature had made him or no of the proper stuff, 
and that any minister could elect a Uew and 
subservient Parliament, and found, to his 
sorrow and surprise, that the new were ten 
times worse than the old. Does his Grace 
really fancy he has any one topic on which he 
can appeal to the people for favour ? Caif he 
point to any one out of his domiuatioD, save 
the Catholic question, as a title to confidence ? 
Does he flatter hiriiseif that the Catholic 
question will reconcile either the church or 
the people to his incapacity for Parliamentary 
life, as a first minister of state ? 

But he makes a grievous mistake, if he 
supposes that a mere increase of numbers will 
augment his majorities. He must not sup- 
pose that men arc to be moved about in tho 
parliamentary as in the ^litary 'campaign. 
He must by no manner of mans suppose that 
men love to prop a falling cause by being 
crushed under its ruins, or even coming 
E%b enough to be choked with the dust its 
crash must raise. He must in nowise fancy, 
that when a gentleman has been returned to 
serve in Parliament, h# likes being treated as 
a livery servant, and set to stand, or sit, or 
walk, where his master or his mistress’s 
caprice may dirdGt. Far less must he expect 
to find any gentleman going do wo, night after 
night, to be laughed at, to be put sorely out 
of countenance by witnessing the pitl^l coun- 
teoaiices of their leaders, to be galled by 
sharing in their perpetual discomfitures. No 
men, certainly no men in Parliament, love to 
pe .take of other meh’s embarrassments and 
mortifleatious. No men in London society 
are patient of never-ending ridicule, in public 
or in society, in Parliament, or in cinh-rooms, 
or in drawing-rooms. All vows made to the 
whippers-iu are forgotten when the time 
comes ; the Duke will find his popularity near- 
ly where it was ; and while Ins enemies press 
on to the easy victory of debate, and crowd 
the ranks of opposition tm ensure a power- 
ful division, fiis supporters, lukewarm 
abashed, ^fNl keep out of the way,' and leave 
him to the phalanx of placeineu, gnd a select 
few who hope to become such. 
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It is At, however, that we should inquire 
how the Opposition, Ih its threefbfd division, 
is hlcely to Oct. That thei^ ekn no longer be 
any forbearance, any measures kept, is now 
quite clear. Public duty combines with party 
tittaehroeiit to render it inevitable. The day 
of dclnsion has passed away i and, it, 
all armed neutrality^ all mere vigilance, ar4 
gone out of the question. The great men, 
who have high duties to fulfil towards their 
country, know that she looks to them for 
rescue from the worst of eviis, a goverum 
utterly incapable of managing her affairs, and 
too weak to secure the success of any one 
measure it propounds. But this being the 
common object of all the three powers, will 
not this pursuit, of necessity, league them 
together We think it may fairly be ex- 
pccte^to do so ; and wc also think that the 
DukJRf Wellington is in this, as in other 
matters, the dupe of his sanguine disposition ; 
for assuredly he has never ap()rehended such 
a junction to be possible. He has suffered 
himself to be led away with the idea that he 
would be strong in the weakness of his va- 
rious adversaries, and make up for his own 
native feebleness by their divisions. He has 
reckoned on being able to make a dexterous 
game, by playing otf one party against 
another. He or his sycophants said tt» the 
Whigs, ^ Mind you don’t press me hard, or 1 
must take in the Huskissous’ ! To the 
Ultras he said, * Take care, or we shall throw 
ourselves Into the arms of the Liberals I 
To the Canning party the word has been, 
Beware how p^ou drive us to the high 
Torielt ”! Cunning gentlefolks ' High-prin- 
cipled statesmeu ! Frank, open, straight-for- 
ward, plain-oealing, politicMans ! Principles 
then are all the while a mere nothing, any 
more than party attachments ; and you are 
just as ready to follow the bigoted as the 
liberal course df policy, if by so doing the 
great end of your existence, the keeping your 
places, can be secured ! But let the Duke, 
whom his panegyrists have fatigued all ears 
by lauding for his sagacity, reflect, that such 
hopes are now as iinwi^ and unthinking, as 
unworthy a sagacious polititican, as such 
maocRuvring was always beneath any man who 
plumed himself on plain-dealing, straight- 
forward conduct. The Catholic Emancipa- 
tion has removed nine parts in ten of the 
grounds of difference that separated such able 
and virtuous and highly honourablc^men as 
the Duke of Richmond, from congenim spirits 
like Earl Grey. It was always stated, as a 
main object in compassing that great measure, 
that it would enable the state to proGt by the 
services of all its ablest men. This was the 
uniform language of those whose mighty ef- ' 
forts, fur above a quarter of a century, brought 
about the immortal triumph of religious li- 
berty. ShattMthey, then, he the Grst tp say, 
The separation shall contitiue> 'when the cause 
of alleuatioa is no mu«e ? Cousisteiicy, priu*

result of the duke’s blind obstinacy, hie 
resolution to meet a new Parliament with the 
same incapable ministry by which he so gi*eatly 
covered hl< o^n reputation in the old. 

Let i: notTor a moiiidit be supposed, that 
wc regard the services, even the political ser- 
vices, of t!\c Duke of ^Yellington, as desirous 
to undervalue them ; or that we do not admit 
the importance of his Grace and Sir R. Peel as 
an accession iu a better cabinet than their 
own. JiiVft have been ill understood if we have 
l>een thought to hold any such opm'ion of 
either. But our whole argument, and let us 
add, our whole alarm, is grounded upon the 
assumption, far too probable ^by all we now 
see, that the one will continue conGdent, the 
other submissive, — that the duke will not sa- 
crifice bis dictatorship by consenting to share 
power with colleagues who merit the public 
couGderjcc and his own respect; while Sir R. 
Peel will continue halting between two opi- 
nions, unwilling to join the Whigs for fear of 
increasing the distrust of the Tories, and un- 
willing to thwart the duke by refusing to lead 
his forlorn hope. Upon all otherijiupposltions 
our remarks are inapplicable to'lhe pftsent 
juncture of affairs, or to that which awaits us ; 
and to the supposition on which we have pro- 
ceeded, we have been slowly and most reluc- 
tantly driven by the late conduct of the Duke 
of Wellington himself. To be sure, never 
was there no unusual a cry, even among the 
government voters themselves, as that which 
has been raised for strength and help. All 
men of all parties— cve^y individual, save some 
half-dozen flattcrflrs, as it is sdfit, of either 
sex, have some months past hod but one word 
ill their mouths — “ There must be a change.” 
Yet still the duke |H'r$i.sts in his career. fUs 
reason, so often assigned, is gone with the late 
king ; but he perseveres, like one resolved to 
be taught wis^un only by his own woeful ex- 
perience. That he may yet, while it is not too 
iatc, listen to reason, not to prMe, is far more 
his interest than the concern of h^ sovereign 
or his country. 

Here, then, we have a description of 
their intentions and their hopes*, but 
before the ink, in which thece hopes are 
expressed, is hardly dry, the plan is 
disconcerted, and the hopes are blasted, 
in great part at least. The Wolves

Then, as to the 
Mgh-chnrvh Tories, why Should they 
oppose Jthe Duke ? On account Qf the 
Catholics? They ha'e him for that, to 
be sure ; but they hate the Whigs more 
than they hate liim. So that the Whigs 
have no chance at all to oui-vote the 
Duke, who need not care a straw tor 
their debating. There he will stand, 
then, firm as a rock, as long as the coun- 
try is qiiUit-j but quiet it will not be 
long, unless there be a vei^y great 
change 3 and of this change, favourable 
to the people, ' the Whigs are much 
greater enmies than the J)uhe. 

But, boiling witli rage at seeing tha 
fold shut' against their merciless jaws, 
the Whigs will seek revenge j and they 
will, if they find the Duke opposed to 
REFORM, be clamorous for it, being 
convinced that it will not be carried. 
As far as this goes, they will have the 
, ])eople at their back ; the distresses of 
the country arc great; they will and 
must be greater and greater; the stock- 
jobbing ministry in France will not be 
able to make the National Guard pay 
the taxes to defray the exfi(‘nses of the 
debt; the funding, and cheating, and 
monopolizing and extorting systems are 
going topics every-where; this thing 
cannot stand if that of France go to 
])ieces ; the accursed oligarchy cannot 
out-live this fradulent system, upon 
which death has its cold hand; and 
thus didicultics of all sorts are assailing 
the THING. ^

My J.oau Prince, 

Befokjs 1 come to the main subject 
of my letter, give me leave to rennind 
you of that advice which, witH great 
earnestness, I offered to yon at the time 
when you took on you the office of head 
minister; and to remind you also of 
the predictions which, at the same time, 
J put upon paper and into print.* If 1 
wereti^tu quote and republish all my pre* 
dictions of th6 last sijfteen years only, 
which predictions are all now verified 
in the actual state of the country, it 
would require a large volume to con^ 
tain them. Those who have read tlie 
Register during that period mu^t be, 
they are, and they say they arc, sur- 


prised at njy foresight. IMany of them, 
though plciised with my writing*?, their 
originality^ Jheir force, their clearness, 
did not, ctMild not, beUe\(! that my 
predictioiib would ever be fulfille?! : all 
around them, in the richer class and 
even in the middle, wore the appear- 
ance of wealth and of durability; tlic 
miseries of the poor appeared to them 
to be things to be submitted io for ever ; 
and therefore no serious tliought of 
those Huai effects which I foreboded 
ever entcre<l the mindb uf the far 
greater part of them. From stage to 
stage, iiovvever, the fulhlment of the 
predictions relative to the currency ex'^ 
cited their wonder ; but still, very few 
of them believed that that state of 
things which wc luovo behold would ever 
arrive.

Ami 
jyot, in both iJou-ses of Parliament, you 
haie, in the most explicit, and, indeed, 
solcam manner, disclaimed all intentimt 
to interfere by f orce of arms ^ Ah } the 
rvasun is, piriiu enough ! The same 
reason that induced you to let Turkey 
fall before Uit'^sia, to let the Americana 
settle in Mexico, and to butfer all the 
viirious encroachments made upon the 
tights and honour of England. I hope 
that the French government will NOW* 
be convinced of the truihs that f stated 
and aiklrcssed to them in early Numbers 
of the “Taulkai; nii L'ANor.KTaRRK 
I hope that they are NOW' convinced 
tliat the JbVeadi people might have had 
their republic at once, without any 
danger from the koslibty of this Govern- 
ment, Ah ! they ire/e convinced of it j 
but, alas ! tiiey, tor>, had a funding 
system to uphold; they, too, had the 
iofiuence of loat^johbers and Jews at 
work, ngdiut't thcir natural wishes. To 
the iVeneh debt the Belgians owe, 
that they have been abandoned to their 
fate by France j to that debt they owe 
the blood that has fiowed in their 
country j to that debt they owe the 
half-demolition of their fiiiebt city, and 
all llic savage cruelties couimittetl 
oti them, by the cowardly find bloody 
JOutch; but^ on the other hand, to 
our debt they owe that they nro free 
from the sway of the enliyhfened, 
wise, and prudent** Dutch King. 

llmt part of the Spiacn, which al- 
ludes to the dihtufbanees in A eat, i have 
noticed undei^the head of Pjcoceboinor 
IK Varwamknt ; but I cannot help cs- 
peciully reminding you, ilmt of tlie.se 
tilings you were duly and fully fore- 
warned by me at the time when you 
took upon you your present otiice. 
Never will you see a whole parish of 
III© people of England tpjietly yield 
** up their breath under the pangs of 
hunger. They will have food, by 
one means or another *, and if the bilb 
which the newspapers ascribed to Mr. 
Shs^RY, and which was de.scril>c<l as 
taking all relief from peisons able to 
**woris a this bill were ’ passed to- 
morrow, that wlfich is now, that 
" scanty poriiou which assistant over- 
V^Z 
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seers ?inil select vestries and con- 1 
•‘tractors for the keeping of poor- 
“ houses 5 if this scanty portion of re- 
"lief, which is now extracted from 
** tliese were withheld, double the 
‘‘ amount of it would be tak^n the next 
day, by acts which are denominated 
“ thefts. 

“ And where are the means of snp- 
“ pressing these thefts I We are not here 
talking of robbers and thieves, who 
rob and thieve for gain, or from idle* 
** ness : we are not talking of the ex* 
** ception, but of the rule ; we <4re not 
‘‘ talking of the few, but of the many \ 
not of the hundreds, but of the mil- 
“ lions. It is not here a factious party, 
or an insurrection to be suppressed ; 
it is the great mass of the people ; 
and, if what the magistrates of War- 
•'wickshire, and, indeed, of all the 
“ other counties, say be true, we are ap« 
‘‘ preaching very fast towards that state 
of things which is a great deal more 
•• perilous than a civil war, though that 
“ is perilous enough/' 

Then again, a little further on (Re- 
gister, 1st March, 18^8) : No answer 
need be given to this question i all 
that we need to know is, that it 
may possibly happen, if things go on 
as they now are ^ing $ and the bare 
possibility is quite sufficient to induce 
a Prime Minister to set himself seri- 
ously about timely measures of pre* 
venlion. In such a case soldiers are 
‘ of no use ^ nothing is of any use that 
“ cannot produce the food to pacify the 
‘‘ hungry. Therefore, Iwt measures of 
prevention be adopted in time > and 
of those mcasuies of {wevention 1 
shall now proceed to speak $ first# 
however, reminding yon, that th^e 
is, at this moment, a sort of quiet 
‘ commotion existing in every port of< 
‘ the country. That the people of pro* 
perfy, in the parishes in the imme^ 

‘ diate neighbourhood of this over* 

' grown town, shouhl, in order to pro- 
tect the property of each other (for 
which, observe, they find the law, 
with all its increased terrors, insuffi- 
cient) j Jthat they should be every- 
where impo-sing a real tax upmi 
[ themselves, and pressing their own 
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“ persons into actual service for this 
‘ purpose, is nut so very surprising ; 
‘ but, that this should he the case 
‘ throughout nearly the whole country j 
‘ that persons of property should cvery- 
‘ where be entering inco ‘ Associations^ 

* not for the purpose of guarding their 

* country against the inroads of any 

enemy, but of guarding their houses, 

thoir barns, their granaries, their 

‘ storehouses and warehouses, agaiiibt 

* those who are actually their own 
‘ work<»people, is a fact not less noto- 
“ rious than it ought to be appalling 
“toe person in your situation. Thi» 
“ evil must go on iUcreabing ; and it 

must lead to some dreadful crisis 
•• in the affairs of this ccantry, unless 
“ timely measures of prevention be 
“ adopted/' 

Well! you have not adopted the 
“measures of prevention," and the 
“ dreadful crisis " appears to be come. 
The measures of prevention were all 
pointed out to you by me ^ if they had 
been adopted, all would now have been 
quietness and safely. If Lordb Win- 
ehelsea and Camden had read tl.o 
Register i\itk% I have been here referring 
to, they would not have sought for 
causes in secret instiyators and in the 
ecents at Paris. The causes arc all at 
homef and they were fairly and honebtly 
stated by Mr. Hopgks, when he relattsl 
the Interesting fact, that the small 
farmers “ had refused to be sworv^U as 
“ special constables^ lest they should 
** become marked mm I " The truth is, 
that these small farmers are great 
sttfibrers too^ their numbers are daily 
d^ereusiny j every one of them sees that 
his turn to be swallowed up must come ^ 
and, therefore, they have a fellow-fecliny 
with the labourers : they want this state 
f>f things to be changed^ and, ns all 
Other men, in all simildr cases, they care 
less ehodt the means than about the end. 

As id the part of the speech which 
relates to Ire'and^ how, good Cod! 
could you advise the King to say, that 
“ eoncord happily prevails in that 
country’'! For forty years, tht'ie has 
not been one single year without some- 
thing happening there which ha« bt\ w 
denominated commotion, or insvntvfioti, 
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or compiractfi or criminal combiaalion t 
For twenty-three year^ there has existed, 
to be |»ut in force at the discretion of the 
Lord- Lieutenant, act$ for iramportiHg 
men for seven years^ for Oeiny, fifteen mi- 
nutes at a time out of 4heif houses, be- 
tween svn-set and sun-rise^ and thatj 
too, without trial by jury, and by the 
sentence of Justices of the Peace, ap< 
pointed by, and removable at the plea- 
sure of, the ministers of the day n and, 
wlien, at this very moment, the Lord 
Lieutenant is authorised by law to sup** 
press assemblies of the people, never 
before deemed unlawful ! 

And is it sedition*' to propose and to 
urge a repeat of the law of legislative 
union? Is it sedition to propose the 
repeal of a law ? In short, this is scouted 
by the people. It is something so out- 
of-the-way, that nobody treats it seri- 
ously. I am of Mr, O'ConneU’s opinion; 
but whether we be right or wrongs are 
we seditious in expressing the opinion, 
and endeavouring to make converts to 
it 1 Abundant are the reasons why Ire* 
land and England too should wish for a 
repeal of the Union ; but whether there 
be reasons or not, is it a crime to en- 
tertain the opinion ? However, union 
or no union, there never will be concord 
in Ireland as long as the Protestant 
hierarchy shall exist ihere^ And is it 
sedition to entertain this opinion too \ 
It may he erroneous ; it may be foolish j 
but is it criminal f 1 am at any time 
prepared to show, that to repeal and 
abolish this hierarchy is just, necessary; 
and that Ireland ran never know teal 
tranquillity until this repeal take place 
but if I cannot show this, am 
for endeavouring to do it, as I frequent- 
ly have done : Oh, no ! reason and truth 
are not to be browbeaten in this way. 
They must prevail at last ; add as to 
tlie flippant trash, which the House was 
so diverted with, about men ur^ng 
the people on to desperate deeds in 
order to raise themselves to dislinciion, 
and these men wanting courage to 
expose their own persons^** it is the 
old cry of those who live on public 
spoil. Mr, O'CoNfNELL would be a pretty 
patriot indeed, if he were to make him-] 
self food for powder; were to set up 


his talents and lus va^t influence in a 
cpnsolidated mass to be demolished for 
ever by a pennyworth of lead, that any 
one out of ten thousand understrapping 
tux-eaters might fire at it ! And because 
he does not, thus, make himself a target 
for the wlmle phalanx to shoot at, one 
after another, he is to be acciFcd of 
watd of Ik&raye! The people of Eng- 
and reject this with scorn. I put this 
case, last night, to two thousand En- 
glishmen j and they called for, and gave, 
three cheers for O'Connell ; and they 
spoke^the sentiment of the people of 
England* 

But it is the concludu;ig paragraph of 
the Speech which has" astounded us. 
What ! and have we, indeed, enjoyed 
a greater share of internal peace ! But 
I must take the very words, in order 
that tho reader may believe me. 1 
am confident tha^ they justly appre- 
date the full advan&ge of that happy 
^*farm of Government, under which, 
through the favour of Divine JVovi- 
** dcnce, this country has enjoyed for a 
"long succession of years a greater 
share of internal peace, of commercial 
“ prosperUy, of true liberty, of all that 
constitutes social happiness, than has 
" follcn to the lot of any other country 
of the world'* As to the FORM of 
Government, who says, or has ever said, 
any thing against it } We find no fault 
with the FOllM ; for we know that the 
form was thus before the fuadhig sys- 
tem, before the septennial Farliamcnts. 
before the excise, before the malt and 
hop taxes, lieforc the power-of-impri- 
sonment laws, before the transporta- 
tion for poaching, and the transpor- 
tation without trial by jury, were, 
any of them ever heard or thought 
ot It is of the acts binder the form 
that we are desirous of putting an 
end to* But, as to the greater 
shares f if wo have, for the last forty 
yean, for instance,cnjoyed a greater !>harc 
of INTERNAL PEACE than any other 
country, what mean the new treason 
laws*, what means the law to put us to 
death for attempting to seduce a soldier 
Tom his duty; what mean the new 
felony and new trespass laws; what 
have meaned all the sedition bills and 
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povvcr-<if-]'uipn^oni«cnt bills and rc- 
straiuts cv.il r on the pre*^*,; what 
have jneaiiLtl the laws for duarmiug the 
})to])h*, tor )>reventing public meetings ; 
and v\ liat means the iicw policy dressed 
tn viiiform^ on the liourbon plan, and 
crowding our streets in (nousands? 
Are these, and are the innumerable 
executions for high treasoi^ \ arc seaf- 
fulcU streaming with blood and new and 
enlarged jails every-where rising up> 
and new and severer modes of punish^ 
ment adopted 5 arc these marks ot 
INTERNAL PEACE! Aye, Ijiut the 
assertion is comparative^ aucl not po^ 
si Live: a greater share than any 
other country? in the world.*’ Now, 
America is in the world 5 and there is a 
country, which, in forty years has never 
known a single riot j has never seen a 
man tried for either treason or sedition ; 
and, though it has sustaineil a yvar, has 
had its territofWi invaded by great 
armies carrying fire and sword before 
them, and has had its capital captured 
and burnt, has never seen the Habeas 
Corpus Act suspended for a single hour, 
wliile, under ihui government, the 
population has increased from three mil* 
lions to twelve ! These facts are all 
notorious; and, therefore, it is unneces- 
sary for me to characterize the asser- 
tions contained in this partdf the speech 
which you thought proper to put into 
the mouth of the King. 

And as to “ commercial prosperity^^ 
we see the United States with a f/ioa- 
sand times as much navigation and 
commerce us they hud fo(ty years ago ; 
and cun we see their beautiful ships 
covering the seas ; cun we behold their 
brilliant commercial cities, stNrounded 
with forests of masts $ can we behold 
their tranquil and happy farmers ; Can 
we behold all this without feeling at 
once pride and shame ; pride that that 
people sprang from ns, and shame that 
we are sinking under pmiee and ImSds 
of taxes, while they are so happy and so 
free ! 

Even at this very ntomeni, here, in 
this immense city, no man seems to 
guess at what is to be the fate of hi^ 
pro|)crty ! The jwple are rvnmug for 
gold : something, no man can tell wbak,

Here, *Sir, is the tme cav&e of all the 
difficulties, in which \ou fptvl yourself 
involvotl. Every one secs that there 
must be another revolution in France. 
It is useless, besides its being vnjvsty 
to accuse the people of caprice. They 
have showed no caprice. They meaned 
to get rid of the state in which t^iey had 
been compelled to live ; they have not 
got rid of it; and they still want to get 
rid of it. Tliey want a free press, they 
all want to vote at elections, they want 
to be on the banks of the Rhine ; but 
the loan-jobbers and Jews say, that 
none of these wants shall be gratified. 
TJie people do ndt, as yet, clearly sec 
ihe cause of this their great disappoint- 
ment ; but they feel the disappointment, 
and they express their discontent ac*;

And now, Sir, can )Ou support and 
carry on this system ?

the money awarded to the widows and 
orphans of the slain ; thus making them 
also fundholders’, and making then sub- 
sistence depend upon the durability of a 
system by which the industrious iLis-^es 
of the nation are pressed down to the 
earth I 

Sir, this system cannot be upheld for 
any length of time. It must full before 
reason, truth, justice, and humanity. 
And why should you wish to suppoi t it ? 
You have no Interest in its existence : 
and why should you bear the odium of 
being its supporter } Abandon this sys- 
tem I leave the loan- jobbers, Jews, and 
fund-holders to their fate ; let them get 
payment from those for whose benefit 
the debt was contracted ; then you may 
dimihish the taxes, free the press, make 
the right of voting universal ; you may, 
without the least hesitation, match to 
the Rhine', and you may make a teal 
republic, of which you would be the 
lawful and beneffeeut and admired 
chief, With more real and solid power 
than was ever yet possessed by any 
king on the face of the earth. 

In the hope that such will be the 
conduct that you will pursue, and be- 
holding in you, not an hereditary king, 
but chief magistrate, chosen by the 
sovereign people^

L The best of republics^* has been 
in a great tribulation during the last 
ten days. It appears strange, that the 
people who could remove a wholes 
government and send their king pack- 
ing in three days, could not dispose of 
six ^cn, who have violated the law and 
have been legally secured* But there is 
a vast deal of complexity in this re- 
public/’ and much more than can be 
eiisily explained by its best friends. 
The "fact is, I Relieve, that the govern- 
ment hAve never known what to do 
with the unlucky Ministers, though 
the people know very well what ought 
to be done to them. 

2. Since the address to the King front 
the deputies, the journals have made in- 
cessant attacks upon the present Ministry

My T^rdSf and Gentlemen^ 

It is with great satisfac^on that 1 meet you 
ill Parliamenr, and thai,lphi enabled, in the 
present conjuncture, to rraur to your advice. 
Since the dissolution of the late Parllanient, 
events of deep interest and Importance .have 
occurred on the coutioeot of Europe. Tlie 
elder branch of the House of BourlKjn no 
longer reigns in France, and the Puke of 
Orleans has been called to the Throne' by tlie 
title of King of the French. Having received 
from the new Sovereign a declhratioii of hUj 
earnest desire to cultivate the good under- 
standing, and to maiutaia inviolate all the 
eugagcrnciits subsisting with this country, I 
did not hesitate to continue my dlplumatic 
relations and friendly intercourse with the 


French (^ourt. 1 have witnesfed, witii deep 
Fegret, the state of affairs in the Low 
triC’i. 1 Imneiit that the enlightened adminis- 
tration o( the King sliould not have preserved 
Ills dominions t'roin revolt ; and that the wise 
and prudent measure of submitting the <Ie- 
sires and the complaints of his people to the 
deliberations of an extraordinary meeting of 
the States General should have led to no satis- 
factory ref Jt. I am endeavouring, in concert 
with my allies, to devise such means of re- 
storing tranquillity as may be compatible witii 
the welfare and good government of the 
Netherlands, and with the future security of 
other states. Appearances of tumult and llis- 
ordcr have^ produced unca^sincss in different 
parts of Europe ; but the assurance.'; of a 
friendly disposition, which 1 continue to re- 
‘ceive from ail foreign powers, justify the ex- 
pectation that 1 shall be crialded to pr'sservc 
for ray people the blessings of peace. Im- 
pressed at all times with the necessity of 
respecting the faith of national engagement^, 
f am persuaded that my dctcrmiimtion to 
maintain, in Conjuuctiim with iny allies, those 
general treaties by which the jiolitical system 
of Europe has been established, will offi^r the 
best security for the repose of the world. I 
have not yet accredited mv ambassador to the 
Court of Lisbon ; but the Portuguese Goverri- 
tiieut having determined to perform a great 
act of justice and humanity, by the grant of a 
•general amnesty, I tbiuk that the time may 
shortly arrive when iheiuterest< of my subjects 
wilU' demand a renewal of tho.«e relations 
bich bad so long existed between the two 
coDqitries. 1 am impelled, by the deep solicL* 
tude which 1 feel for the welfare of my people, 
to r^emnraond to your immediate considera- 
tion the promions which it may be advisable 
to make for the exercise of the Royal authority, 
in case that it should please Almighty God to 
terminate my life before my successor shall 
have arrived at years of maturity. 1 shall be 
prepared to concur with you in the adoptiuu of 
those measures which may appear bc-it chIcu- 
lated to mniiitr^ unimpaired the stabilit} and 
dignity of the crown, and thereby to streugiUen 
the securities by which the civil aud religiou.s 
liberties of my people are guarded.

MEANS OF PREPAHING FOR WAR. 

Lord Farnham, Parliament never met !n 
a season of greater danger than this^ Whether 
it were considered with reference to our foreign 
or domestic relations. (Hear, hear.) The first 
thing to be done was boldly to face (he sfongei*. 
They were told in the speech fronrthe throne 
that the powers of Europe professed thMr in- 
clination to preserve peace and amity with tis. 
Let them, however, mark the wonts Powers 
of Europe;'* and who lyere.lhey? (Hear^ 
hear.) He had no doubt that th^ illjustrious 
person on the throne of France Wished to pre* 
serve the present friendly relations ^ but such 
was the state of events and of opiu lens,' that 
he might, ill a short time, be oblig-ed to take 
another direction. In Belgium, what wera we 
to expect ? There, perhaps, from tlie tenor of 
the speech, we might be compelled resort to 
force, anrl he confessed, whatever migbthc the : 
treaties that bound us, be. thought it at least; 
extraordinary that JSngland alone -Should taho 
no precaution. The only question was, were 
vie able to make preparation } iVe could do so ; 
but then our resources must be well directed. 
(Hear, hear.) One of the greatest difilcnUies j 
■wc bad to contend with was our financial situ- 
aiion. Every species of taxation was now 
pushed to the utmost point, but still it was not

Economy, however rigid, could not do all. It 
ought no doubt to be pushed further than ii 
now was, but still that would not heemMjgli to 
contend against the spirit now alive in F^nrope^ 
and xvhich was directed to upset every thing 
dear to the friends of peace and order.

At the time ho fdeiperly alluded to 
the suhjrct, he had d is tin cl ly listed wheo they 
were said to be in contemplation, that they 
liad his assent, but he qualified that assent by 
declaring that he locked t» them merely as 
part and parcel of that larger and more .satis- 
factory change in the Representation, which 
iiad become so imperatively necessary, tn the 
next place, he begged h) deny a report pul 
forth from a quarter very opposite 
the other, namely, that he was disposed to] 
favour that radical swe^inz kind of. toforma* ' 
tion which he conscientiously believed roust ttl*» 
tiniately end iu somcthlag iUtle short of rave- 
f.ntion. On the contrary, he. had distiilctly 
stated that he intended to bottnm reform 
on the ancient days of the itopvs¥iitsdkn of this 
countiy, as exhibited In the ]^at* of its repre- 
sentative system. Without entering;. Into de- 
tails ahich he felt would be at that time both 
irregular and inconvenient, he would merely 
state, That the wboleof bis plan w*oold)VTibuQd 
to be one of voncUiation^ so as to comhino all 
iiitcresfs and all opinions in favour of a resto- 
ration of the Constitutioo to itsstaUof otigUiod 
purity. He would be found desirous of obtain- 
ing the consent of all classes and of all inters 
cst«, and of all opimons^aad of all who w^^e 
disposed to go even the shortest way with him 
iu the course which he proposed, and to re- 
pulse none who might be willbig to admit that 


there were good reasons to believe the repre- 
§entat.i\e s\srciu was in want of some rt^tor- 
iLutioii; for ic was refonii, not change, l!iat ho 
had in contemplation, He had only to add, 
without detaining the House any longer, that 
he intended Xo ewj^iloy the uitcrvuthaiwK^exi. that 
time and tj^e day of his bringing forward hi.<? 
motion iu communicaring diligently with all 
those who held opinions of diifereiit degrees 
ou the hidqc^t, in order that be might, as far 
as ill him fiy, secure tlic co-opcratiou and 
support of all who were intcrevSted in the great 
questions which it embraced.

‘•which were calculated to awaken 
•Uhose feeling respecting civil dis- 
tinctions which it was Jondly hoped 
had been allayed for ever, and which 
*^were c»nlculated to •prod nee others^ 
“lo dangerous to the tranquillity of 
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** Europe, (Hcfir, hear !) While he

Mr. Hums laid well on upon the

1 deny it : it 
postponed it» Five acts of emancipation were 
passed in Ireland In twelve years, and then 
came the Uniou in seven years afterwards, 
lest the measure should be ultimately carriedL 
it was Indeed taiylily conceded by Great Bri- 
tain, when those who long opposed it suddenly 
turned round, deserted their ancient ndhe* 
renter andclaltned the' merit of liberality for 
wha^was extorted from their fear. Does any 
msa who bears me know bow the Union wa& 
hroug^ht about that it was avowed in the 
Irish Parliament that a rebellion had bceu 
Ihitered fdt the purpose, and that it cost the 
gOverruaeut i||0O,OOO/. to buy over the Oppo- 
iltioir.v In slmlrt, it maybe safely said that 
all other corruptions were pure and honest 
compared with the eross, bare-faced corrup- 
which* accomplished the Irish Union. 
Cavalry and Itafantcy were employed to pre- 
vent public meeting:s ; and if a design of the 
kind atClonmell hum been persevered in for one 
'moment loo^r, the streets would have Howed 
with the blow of the Protestant gentry. What 
advantage has Ireland derived from the Union f 
Nothing but dlsadvantag^e. The rental of Ire- 
land ought to be twelve miUtoiis, and no less 
than dve mllliong of that sum were remitud 
to absentees. The productive taxation of Ire- 
land has beeb diminished since the Union to 
the extent of three millions ; although the po- 
l^ation has more than doubled, the consump- 
tion of tea, wine, and sugar, has decrcasccL 
in short, ttiere is not a single piece of evi- 
denoe^'nerjlyed' from the state of the revenue 
which does not prove that Ireland has been 
grievously injured by the Union. 

Upon this subject I agree perfectly 
With Mr. O’Connell, and always have. 
His opponents forget, that the tfaion is 
me of the causes of the fires in Kent, 
The Union drives the poor Irish hither j 
and, how many stacks and barns have 
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been consumed, because the owners 
had employed Irish labourers! The 
Union, by drawing away the resources 
of Ireland, has greatly assisted to im- 
{>overish that country. It has left it 
without proprietors wht> feel an interest 
ill the fate of the people; and, in a 
thousand ways, it has done harm to 
England at the same time.

DOMESTIC AFFAIRS. 

DIsSTURUANCES 1N^4CENT. 

Mertinc; or tiir Maoistrates in Canter- 
bury.— On Saturday afternoon last, at four 
o'clock, a uunieruus rooetio^ of landowners, 
occupiers, and others interested in agriculture, 
took place in a lartre room of the Corn aud 
Hop Exchange, opposite the Rose^ fnn, to 
consider means to secure tranc|uiUity amoni^ftt 
the labouring classes, and prevent the destme 
tion of agricultural property by nightly in- 
cendiaries. 

At the hour above stated, at least 500 per- 
sons had assembled, and many others were 
prevented entering the room, from the densely 
crowded state of it. 

The Higli Sheriff of the County of Kent 
(Edw ard Rice, E^q., of Daoe Court) took 
the Chair, and, after briefly re^pUulatiiigthe 
proceedings at the Sessions House, and read- 
ing the resolutions founded upon them, tailed 
upon those geutlcinen who had any observa- 
tions to offer, to deliver tUemselvea of them to 
the meeting. 

The EaiTof WiNcnitSBA said there was no 
one individual who regretted more deeply 
than himself the aggression of thpse wbo^ in 
iletiance of all law and moral feeling, bad 
•lestroyed the pnqierty of iheir neighbunrs 
and their employers, under an impressToxi that 
it was the verv source of all the evH and ca*- 
lamity that afllicted ^em ; he alluded to the 
destruction of threshing-niachines; a ctr^ 
cninstauce, however, so much to be ueplored, 
was by no means equal in ma^nkuda and 
blackness of character to the nightly 
jflagrations which most of, them .han been 
witness to. Those conflagratlpus were of n. 
nature to create alarm in' ^he breasts of evc^ 
one ; and, unless some speedy measure was 
adopted to stop the turpitude of the indeudia* 
Ties, those sources from which, ilK a «real^ 
measure, the subsistence of the agrtcdfiuTal 
population was derived would be.>d«scri)yedj: 
instead, therefore, of things a^^sumiug a better 
aspect, sufferings of more than ordinary mag- 
nitude might be culculated upoq. ' There was 
one subject to which he vrutda caU the atten- 
tion of the (meeting 3 he alluded to, a state- 
ment, invented by the very genius of hyper 
bole, it was this T that he had met a body of 
labourers, and, through motives of fear, bad 
given tbem three sovereigns in money to get 
quit of their importunities. Be had, he Could 
assure the meeting, none of those fqq»rehen^ 
ffions which the author of th^t )karagrimli 
imagined from the labouring population. Ife 
did think any inaucr>ught to entertain timidUy, 
where property aud every thing that was cksar 
to him was at stake. Himself, he would risk 


is life to serve I.is country^ ; indeed, bis prior 
conduct testilied thut he was not to be alarm- 
ed, uiile-js, perhaps, upon occauons yf more 
than ordinary emergency. The fact was, 
that he met a body of labourers, who applied 
to him to supply them with a few shillings. 
He fvlt at the tnofuent, that, being a magis- 
trate, if he gave them money, it might be 
taken as a seeming encouragement to their 
proceedings; but, upon a little cuusideration, 
and the appearance of tliqmen, those feelings 
which be entertained at first yielded, he hoped, 
to a more generous spirit, and he hauded 
what they required ; but not before be had 
elicited from them a pledge that they would 
return peaceably to their homes, and promise 
not to offend the laws, and also an assurance 
from a respectable individual (Mr. Harrison) 
that their case was a Y:ry hard one, and de- 
served commiseration. The peasantry had 
loogAcen vuUed with dUhWi ihov had borne 
that distress with exemplary patience and 
fortitude. They had remained sileur wliiJe 
their sufferiugs bore down upon them with an 
onerous pressure; and although they bad now 
shown a disposition to endeavour to mitigate 
tbeir own ci>nditiqa, as they fallaciously hoped, 
by the breaking of inacbiuery, be had no 
doubt that if they were equitably remuntrated 
for their daily toil, they would throw olf 
the garb of aniniosity, and retnni to that 
state of quietude they* had with much credit 
so long aud manfully sustained. For 
his own part be was ready, even to the 
putting dowu of his establishment, to meet 
hi? tenantry in such a way as would 
enable /them to requite the workmen in a 
suitable mannef. Every able-bodied man, 
Y^iliidg to work, ottgbl to be amply paid for hts 
U^UTf and no other mode, in bis opinion, was 
so well calculated to conciliate good order* Jn 
the mean tima the Magistrates had very pro- 
perly .devised a project that would probably 
allay public irritation. Now, if the meetiug 
would sanction him in what be was about to 
requ^t it would do, he had no doubt of its 
good effect, lie would shortly take his seat in 
,^lfe^islature, where he would have an op- 
portpm^ pf detailing the excesses that had 
baeil Cdhimitted, and of asking p&rmmlon to 
^iitl out ihf. yeomemry force ^ the county to 
asitist in quelling tlie disturbance. He con- 
sidered it tiije most constitutional one that 
could be, employed, at the same lime that it 
was the most .eCiicient to lie called into action 
for sack a purpose. 

Mn John Cramp eulogized the conduct of 
the Earl 0. W|iiehiUea, and assured him that, 
if he Succeeded in obuiniug the sanction of 
Goverameut, there would not be a yeoman 
found that would not, willingly rally round his 
Jjardsht/s basmers. 

Tbe Bhsu Sheriff then informed the ineet- 
iog that be bad had a conversation with the 
Secretary of State,^ who promised he would 
furnish every assistance in his power to restore 
public tranquillity*

Did the right hon. Geutteuiuu or the Huke of 
Wellington rneuii to say that tlie pr^ople of 
Kiigluud did not want Kefonii-^tliac they did 
not want re^luetion of taxation, or that they 
did nut want any interference iu the alfairs of 
Belgium ? (Hear, hear, hear 0 After that 
declaration, he kdid hoped that he should hear 
111 bis Majesty’s Speech gome expression of 
due consideration for the sufleriugs of the 
people. Tliuse sutferiugs were great ; ^but 
they were wholly disregarded $ they were set 
A' nought. 

Sir Roukht Pfi;«L. The honourable M»im- 
ber for MiddicseK., aked whether his Majesty’s 
Goveruiiieut intel fed to proj»ose any reduc- 
tion of taxation ? He was coiifldetit, that on 
reflection the hon. Gentletrmn’s experience 
would show him that the question was a very 
improper one. He must certainly decline 
giving any auswer to the cuiestion, either 
aflirniatively uegatiyely, fiut suppose he 
were to answer the question aflirmatively, did 
not the hon. Member well know that such an 
answer must be followed up at^puce by euuum- 
ratiug the specilic objects to which the in* 
tended reduction was to be applied ? No 
inference whatever was to be drawn. from bii 
declining to answer the question. The bon. 
GentJemaiJ talked of some pledge which be 
(Sir Robert Peel) had given last Session of 
the disposition uf hU Majesty's Government 
to refer themselves to pit(ilic 0 )>itnon. What 
he had stated last lSessioQ>as this fact ; that 
his Majesty’s Govern iiient had tpade such an 
extensive reduction , in the patronage of the 
Crown, that no administration could redyvp^ 
the permanent possession of oiPce uhlesji' they 
felt themselves supported by the cimthtlcn^ 
of Parliament und the country. .BjUt tlic hon^ 
Gentiemau must imt conclude from that de- 
claration, that his good opinion lyould at.all 
iufluence him ‘ (5?ir Robert Peel), in the dis- 
charge uf bis duty, if the hon. Gentleman 
joined in tbe vulgar iraputatioii.on public menj 
that they were unduly influeqcfd by thel^ 
wish to retain the paltry einulufiieiiU of ofllce ; 
if he thought it necessary to cauUon ^be peo- 
ple against listening to tlieadviq^ of gueh’ {per- 
sons because they >!irere int'irestelt in giving 
that advice, he knew not by what test the 
hon.

Colonel Davihs would do the right hon.

I say, that if they were nut the most discreet 
and clever of Ministeis, they were as hold as 
any that ever existed ; iiqt even excepting 
Poiignac. The Duke of Wellington had ex* 
pressed his detcruiinatiou to resist every 
species of reform. He had gone«,^so far as to 
tell the Houve of Lords that ** if he wore to 
form a Legislature, he would create one — not 
equal iii excellence to the present, for that 
he could not expect to be able i.; do— but 
something as nearly of tbe same desi riptiun 
as possible.” The right lioti. Gentiemau, not 
to be behindhand with his noble colleague, 
had told them that evening, forsooth, that his 
Majesty’s Govermiieut were not prepared to 
say that th.ey had any intention of reducit ^ 
the taitaiion uf the country. 1 1 personi ‘^ntfe^ 
ing distress felt disafTectioii, whose fault was 
it ? Was it not the fault of those who drove 
them into cherishing that feeling by resisting 
the signs ol' the times ? The best friends of 
the Government were those who told them 
the real condition of the country ; their worst 
euethies were those who blinded them to that 
condition. 

^ Mr* Baai^cg said, there were some expres- 
sions in tbe speech of the honourable Member 
fur Middlesex,^ wbich he could not Jet pass 
without odTering a few observations. As far as 
his exjierieuce went, they had not had a period 
since the war, wbef the essential interests 
of the country were moving on more satisfac- 
torily than they were a few months ago: he 
did not mean splendidly, nor with great profit

U was true that 
public oflicersS were paid ; and this was a part 
of the Constitution of the country, and be 
thought a wise part. It was also true that 
the great officers of the Sta^e I’ ul scats in Par- 
liament ; and this, too, he thought was well : 
And unless the hon. Mciiit>er Ckieant to say 
that all public offices sliouKt be tnoDcpolixed 
by men of large ‘fortune, it was impossible 
that persons holding such offices, and having 
seats ill the House, should not receive money 
for their public services, It might be that 
unfounded assertions, from the confidence 
with which they were put forward, might fine 
credit with'^oine new Members ; but if these 
gentlemen had been, like him, live-and- 
twenty years in the Hons^, they would know 
that concession and reduction with respect to 
places of this description had been always 
going on; that there was not one of them 
which did not require much labour and 
anxious thought, and that they certainly were 
not overpaid : at least, he was not aware they 
were overpaid. If they were so, let ihe hon. 
Member show that they were, and how they 
were overpaid. Let him point out the saving 
which could be effected, and be (Mr* Baring) 
thought that the expeiience of his conduct 
would prove that be would not hesitate to 
concur in a proper or advisable rednef- 
tion. (Cheers.) But he would say that, in 
the present condition of the country, e^^agge 
rated statements and inflammatory observa- 
tions, addressed to the lower. classM, were 
calculated to provoke a state df things which 
would press most grievously upon them and 
the country at large.

He was no admirer, apd 
never bad been an admirer, of Lord Eldnn’s 
political character, but bis private character 
it was impossible not to respect'; and he wll 
sure no one would say that a man, who 
devoted so long a period of his life to the af* 
duous duties of his office, was overpaid mth 
such a retired pension. ^Hear, hear r)' '

He considered 
Che proper course to pursue would be first to 
go into the Committee, and see if the right 
hOo. Gentleman opposite proposed any extra- 
vagant grant. If he did, tj^en oppose him. 
Let them proceed upon the principles of an 
enlightened economy (hear, hear), not upon 
those of a low, sordid economy. (Cheers.) 
There was one other topic to which he wished 
toadvert, knowing the unpopularity which at- 
tached itself to any man who said there was 
not . any great distresa iu the country. The 
fact was, the country alwa||^ust be, from its 
position, and from the naia|Fbf its population, 
to a certain degree in a state of distress. At 
present, tberefure, there was, as at all other 
times, distress ; but it was not any-lhing to bo 
compared to that which exUlGd any year since 
the peace. It was a gross exaggeration to de- 
scribe the people of jStgland as a starvin r peo- 
ple. (Loud cheers.) The country was going on 
in a reasonable, quiet way ; excitement, as he 
said beflore, on the one side, and apprehension 
on the other, had, it was true, produced a tem- 
porary exacerbation ; but the course which 
exaggerated statements would probably lead 
the lower orders to, would have the efiect, not 
alleviating, but of increasing the evils under 
which they suffered.

** * it would be a source of deep and lasting' 
concern to their Majesties, were any calamity 
to occur ou the occasion of their visit to the 
Ciiy of London, t:nd their Majesties have, 
therefore, resolved, though not without tWe 
reluctance and regret, to fotege, for

Upon the appearance of these documents, 
which were placarded all over London, the 
Common Council of the City was called to- 
gether I and the following is a report of their 
proceedings. 

Sir Robert Peel's letter having been read to 
the Court, 

Mr. Ledger begged to know Whether that 
letter contained the whole of the iufonuatiou 
which his Lordship was able to lay before the 
Court ? It appeared to him that the letter 
was an answer to some coinmiiuication made 
to the Ministers from the City of (.nndon (hear 
hear), and he was desirous to kno.> whether 
his Lordship could add any thing calculated 
to open the eyes of those interested in so im- 
portant a question ? « 

Tna Lord Mavor Elect said, that he rose 
under feelings of a very painful nature, to 
address the Court. Nobody inoro deeply la- 
mented the unfortunate event of which every 
one spoke than he did, particularly as it was 
supposed that his conduct had led to that result. 
But the Court should have a full opportunity 
of judging to what, extent he was blameablc, 
as they should have the opportunity of hear- 
ing read the communication which he had 
thought it expedient to transmit to the Duke 
of WelUugtou. He bad received letters from 
various quarters^ lately on the subject of his 
Majesty's expected visit. Some of those let- 
ters stated that there would be a must decided 
ditfereiice between the reception which await- 
ed the King, and that which awaited the Duke 
of Wellington — that his Majesty would be re- 
ceived wttk the most ardent expressions of 
loyalty (bear, hear), but that it would bo 
far otherwise with the Duke of Wellington • 
(Hear, hear.) Upon the merits of the ques- 
tion Rs to the contrasted treatment, he sliould 
not enter. He bad received other coiu- 
niuuicatians also^ staling that it was the iii- 
^lUioD of u set of desperate aud abandoned 
characters to OttRCk the Duke; and upon 
such a foundation was his cominuiiication to 
bis Ctraerbuilt. He had previously, in a cu;n- 
mundvation wUh Sir Bobert Peel iqion the sub- 
ject, heard the Secretary say, “ If^hat are we 
to do loUk the ^Duko of fPillington ? After 
a few wbrd'T more, which wc could not hear 
for the abovl^rstated reason, the following 
letter w^s banded by . the Lord Mayor Elect 
to, one of tho^Clerks of the Court, and read 

, <« My Lord Duke,— From the station of 
£a>fd Mayor to which i have been elected, 
Eu tnl>efless communications are made to me, 
bo ih persunall} aud by letter, in reference to 
til e 9th, and it is on that account 1 take the 
li berty of addressing your Crace. Altbougii 
the feelings of all the respectable citizens of 
L ondou are decidedly loyal, yet it caniiut but 
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be known there are bot^ in London as well 
as the country a set desperate and aban- 
doned Vliaraciers wht> are anxious to avail 
themselves of any circumstance to create 
tumult and coiifusioU) while all of any re- 
spectability ill the City are vyiiiv with each 
other to testify their loyall!)' on the occa^^iou. 
From what i leain, it i^ the inteiitiou of 
0 / l/ie desperate characters alluded to, to take 
the opportunity o£ making an attack on your 
Grace's person on your approach to the llatU 
Ksery exertion 011 my part shall be used to 
make the best possible arrangement ia the 
City ; but should any sudden and violent at- 
tack be made in one quarter, any eivU force 
alone might not be sufficiently efiVctual ; and 
i should not be doing my duty, after what I 
have heard, did 1 not take the liberty of sug- 
gesting to your Grace the propriety of your 
coming- strongly and sufficientiy guarded, 1 
probably may be considered giviiig you need- 
less trouble, but the respejet which f, as well 
as every person who really wishes the welfare 
of the country f must have for your Grace, and 
the gratiuuic we owe you, has induced me to 
adopt this course.

Mr. Figoins: WaS that commuufcalion 
made to the Duke with or without the advice 
of the Court of Aldermen or the Committee? 

The LurdMavou Elect: it was made with- 
out advice. 

Mr. Ledger said, that on ajCCount of the 
personal nature of the matter before the 
( '4)urt, the discussion ought to take place with 
dosed doors. 

INIr. Gai low'av deprecated discussion with 
iloNcd doors. He had, he said, listened at- 
tentively tii the letter, and he regretted much 
that so injudicious a communication had been 
made hy the Lord Mayor Elect. He, how- 
ever, could not but say that he believed the 
motive to have been a good one, although the 
suggestions were most unadvisedly and un- 
wisely made. (Hear, hear.) A certain evil 
had sprung from the communication, which 
owed Its origin to the Lord Mayor Elect but 
it was attributable to misconception ahd uifS' 
take, to which bis Lordship would, no doubt, 
lo/)k back, during his life, with great pain. 
(Hear, hear.) They (the Corporation) were 
indiliicult circumstances, and it required the 
exercise of judgment and’ forbearkiice to ex- 
tricate them from these difficulties. It was 
their duly to convey to the Executive GoVern- , 
lueut their opinions on the subject of ihc'po^t- I 
jioneineiit of bU Majesty^s visit^' and he| 
tliuught it would be a good precursor of those j 
opinions if the Lord Mayor Elect would j 
hno'vleJge hts regret at having made ^he cpwi- 1 
munication which the Court hud just heard | 
read. ( \ partial cry of bear.) 

'J'he Loud Mavox Elect rjse under much 


apparent agitation. He was, be said, much 
offliged to the gentlemau who had just spoken, 
f«r the mild manner in which the accusation 
had been made. The cominunicatiuu had 
been sent to his Grace in a moiiient without 
consifUration, and he (tlie Lord Mayor Elect) 
should certainly never cease to regret that he 
had acted so erroneously, (Hear, hear.) He 
assured thq Court tliat it would operate upou 
him as a in hi*i future proceedings, 

which he should take care should never be 
considered as unadvised. It would give him 
the greatest happiness adopt the advice just 
tendered to him, but he wished it to be dis- 
I tincUy Understood, that it was an error to sup- 
I pose that he meant to advise the Duke of 
Wellington to come iuto the City avcompanied 
by the military. His object was merely to in- 
duce his Grace to pass guarded through those 
parts Metropolis where tin New Police 

were so unpopular. (Hear, and some expres.- 
sions of disapprobation.) 

Mr. DtxoN, who spoke in such a tone as Us 
be scarcely audible, said, God forbid tha^ 
any man should not he able to come to diiitu r 
it) the City in safety/* (Cheers.) If the Lord 
Mayor Elect had erred iu expressing his 
doubts on the subject, the error was of tlic* 
head, not of the heart. (Hear.) 

Mr. Clakeb (of Bishopsgatc) said that the 
Court could not hut be of one opinion on the 
subject. They deprecated the iuter/erence of 
the Lord Mayor Elect on such aijl^ca'iion, 
without holding a consultation with his 
brother Magistrates (hear, hear); and he 
thought that a Committee should be uonil- 
imteu, to draw up Resolutions exprissivcoCtUii 
feelings of the'Gjuirt on the subject. 

Aldet*niaO V^^dlrs ruse to defend the 
Magistracy of London from any imputation 
which might be cast upon it iu tbc allu^uMis 
made to the safety of his Majesty's person. 
He half most strictly attended to ail ihe de- 
tails of the police regulations made for the 
occasion; and he most liolemnly declared, 
that the arfaugements were fKjrfectly adapted 
to the security of th^peace and good order of 
the City. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Ebenezer Taylor wished to know 
whether tbc Court of Aldermen came to any 
resolutiou upou the subject of the commuia- 
catiou made by tlic Lord Mayor Elect ? 

Alderman (4he Lord Mayor’s locum 

tenensy said, that the Court had come to cer- 
tain resqlutiOus, which the Tow u Clerk would 
rekd.^ [Here the Resolutions, as they are 
publish^, were read, and the Court expressed 
ibeif approbation of them.] 

Mr* StRVcns did nut see that the Lord 
Mayor Elect's letter was a matter of such 
leavy accusation. He tliought, he had heard 
it Spoken of, that it contained a comi-ar soix 
of the character of the citizens ot Lond »n ; 
buthe begged to ask whether the very subject 
of ir was not matter of cominon conver.«*H- 
tion amongst the Membtws of that C ou. t 
Mihether it was not a matter of ipic^tion that 
the Duke of M’e’iitigtou would be treated jjitii 
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respect anil TLouJ cries of '‘Nt>, 

110,** with cros of “ HeAr.’*) Hv 

was fonviijccil ihc statement he mujle was 
correct. (No, no, aiidlaug^hter.) He adinittec] 
that an act of iinprudciicc kad been committed 
by the F-.ord Mayor Klect, because he did mt 
eomult hid brother Mnfs^UtraUs t biU beyond 
that there was noiaiputHtlon upon that gentle- 
man. (Cries of “ Hear, hear,*' and murmurs.) 
But there was reason to believe that other 
Members of that VoUrt had taken foeasui'es tr 
inform the Duke of Wellirigtou that it would 
not be advisable in him to attend the banqueti 
(Loud cries of “ No, no,*' and cheers ; and a 
call for the names of those who had so aavised.) 
He should not name those persons, because 
he knew that they were manly ciiofigh tc 
make the avowal in that Court. (Name, name.* 
Mr. Galloway said, he rose to avow thai 
he was one of the individuals who had said 
that after the extremely injudicious observa 
tiuiis of the Duke of Wellington in a debati

'S^e 
the Lord Mayor Elect should so far forget 
himself as to pnipose what was calculated to 
produce the most ruinous *ti)nsequcnces, and 
to buggciit upon so vital a subject without 
consuliing his brother magistrates. (Hear, 
hear, and expressions of dissent.) The Duke 
of Wcllinglon was hound to notice such a 
oominuuication, coining from such a quarter. 

Mr. TickNEU said he had been Informed 
that the letter produced was not the ohly 
leiter sent to the Duke of Wellington on the 
suhjecl— member of Vmb Cou%'thgd 
wriitm a letter to the buhOt which was cal- 
culated to add to the fteling upon which his 
Grace had acted, in advising his hfaiesty. 
(Cries of, Name, name.) 

Mr. Charles Pearson n% once admitted he 
had wrUten a lettet'to the Duke on the subject. 
He, Imever, considered lumseir bound not to 
state contents until be should mvsoe Ais ' 
Grace s pes-mission, fi>f which he bad s^iit ; 
when he understood a Court was to be called. 
He then readthcposficriptof the letter, which 
Stated, thatiu the event of an answer from the^j 


Duke, the communication should he kept quite 
a secret, • 

, Mr. Bi.eadbn said that the Court could not 
I come to a Resolution of too loyal a description ; 
he was of opinion that the King might come 
into the City with all his Ministers, but he 
believed also, that if any Minister were more 
unpopular than another, that Minister was the 
'Duke of IVellington \ if any Minister ever per- 
formed an act calculated to throw disrepute 
upon tlio Sovereign, the Duke was that 
Minister (Hear, hear). 

Mr* Alderman asked whether the enromu- 
nication received on the subject of the danger 
to I ho Duke of Wellington by the |«ord Mayor 
Elect were anonymous or not. (Hear, hear.) 

The Lord Mayor Elect said, that one of 
the communications he received was anonym 
inoiis, and signed, ** A Citizen ;** one of the 
verbal communications w'ds froiu a Mr.('hris- 
tie, of Gray*s loti-lanc. 

Mr. Tiiorniiill wished to hear hi. Pear^ 
son justify the course he had adopted. 

In Mr. Charles Pearson*s speech, that 
Gentleman, when explaining his motives for 
having written a letter to the Duke of IVcd- 
linglon, alluded to and distinctly lueutioued 
the assemblages of the people at the Rotunda, 
on the Surrey side of Blarkfriars Bridge, 
where, he said, the crowd were advised to ana 
themselves for the purpose of accornpIi-.hinga 
Revolution. Now, he asked, with a know- 
ledge of all the facts which he had*"'-' 
had not he done right in a represen- 
tation to the DukC' safety of his 

Grace, but to save* I*’® uunierons starving in- 
dividuals from the cmamitics which, in a [»e- 
riod of tumult of excitement, might befal 
tliemf (Cries of n'^» hear.)

Mr, Ledger then moved a resulutiooi, 
stating the unabated loyalty of the citizens «f 
London to his Majesty, and condemning the 
conduct of the Lord Mayor Elect. 

Mn Rotxn moved, as an Amendment, that 
a Cummittce should be appointed to prepare 
a decUmtuiy resolution, expressive of the 
loyalty of t)ic citizens, and their regret that 
circumstances should have occurred to deprive 
the citizena of the gratification of the Royal 
visit. ^ 

The Amendment was, after some discussion, 
or which we have not room, agreed to, and 
the Court adjourned.

i!o \^e behold won; L We liave seen 
(last Register, p, 7^25) that tl^ labourers 
iiave, in two instances, ordered the 
parsons to take iess tiifie^Jrom the 
farmers, and had declared that the 
landlords must take less rent. In the 
London Morning Chronicle of the i5th 
instant, we read this : “ Among nearly 
three hundred farmers assembled at 
'' Mauhtoncj to be sw'om special 
constables, not more than forty could 
he prevailed vpon to take the oath, 
and of these not more tlian ten would 
" act; many declaring openly that they 
“ considered the came if the lioters as 
their oven ; that they had repeatedly, 
but in vain, petitioned for u redress 
of their grievances, and that they 
were become indifferent to ihe rvsvU. 
Some even of those who did their 
utmost to jmt down the rioters, dis- 
approved more oi|||hc manner than 
the matter of Ihcir itetiiands ; and^ou 
may rest assured that ail classes who 
do not live u|K)n the taxes wilt, at 
no dibtant period, mile in telling you 
that something must he done, and that 
“ by refusing to listen to tlicni, you 
more than risk the safety of the coun- 
try.'* And in tjie bloody old Times, 
of the 13th, we read: The risings, 
where they occur, are now with the 
ostensible view of reducing (he tithes 
and taxes, without a diminution of 
which, the men say, (heir trages cm-* 
not he paid. In short, they seem 
“ convinced that, in the cj^se of the 
“petty farmers, the la are . nearly 
“ as bailly off as themselves; and it ib 
“ shrewdly suspected by some, that 
“ these conflagrations are viewed with 
“ comj/arative mliffkrmce hy some of 
“ the farmers, even when they happen 
“ on their at(7nyh/'ms; the hay and corn 
destroyed may be nomina/fy theirs, 
“ but they are really the lanAtord's, to 
“ wlioiu they arc idcdged for arrears of 
“ rent.*' How often have I said, that 
things would come precise^ to iUs 
Male; and more than ten times 1 have 
said, that^ in all probability, tlio thi6g 


without fthudilering at the thought of 
those stack^ya^ds which have so often 
been objects of my admiration, and the 
I equal of which no part of this world 
I has ever beheld. Nor. can I name this 
! fine county without calling to mind my 
[efforts there to prevent the scenes that 
we now behold. Lords, you may turn 
j up your upper lip, and give your licad 
a hauglily fling; but tlie public will 
read with wonder and admiration tliat 
(which I am now about to lay before 
them, being the f .inclusion of a sjjocdi 
made by me to a large company of far- 
mers, ut a dinner at SALiSi»:;ny, on the 
22d of October, 1822, as reported in the 
Register of the 2(>th oHhat same month. 
They had listened to me for an hour, or 
more, with a great deal of jiatknee, 
when I concluded as follows, in words 
that ought to have been, and, I hope, 
were, engravpu on the htarts of my 
hearers, and that would huvo been en- 
graven on yours, if the substance had 
been of a sort to admit of it. 

“ Without this reform, Hentlcujen, be 
you assured that no eflicienl reduc - 
“ tions will take place ; and be you also 
“ assured, that without those reductions 
you ‘must either cease to be fanners 
“ or must be niiqed men. And» when 
I say r4kie<k I mean reduccil to ab^so- 
“ lute pauperism or beggary. 1 do not 
mean merely reduced to j.ovci t\ in a 
limited sense of the word ; for, recol- 
“ lect, that when a man has fallen, lie 
“ is not the same man that lie ivonbl 
“ have been if he liad never been aloft. 
“ He does not lull to tV.e bottom of the 
farmers and stand at the head of the 
“ labourers ; but he falls to the bottom 
“of the labourers; and, bitter as the

“ is ftsr ytSl to hear, painful as it is for 
“ me to say, it is ray duty to say it, and 
“ I give it you as ray settled opinion, 
“ that if you do not quit your farms or

It does not 
become me, stranger in the county as 
“ 1 am, to dictate to men like you, nor 
even ofliciously to obtrude on you my 
“ advice j but upon this occasion 1 can* 
not refrain from mentioning, that I 
lia\ e seen, in the county newspapers, 
that a meeting of farmers took place 
“ at Winchester on Saturday last j that 
they signed a requisition to the

“ ject of their unparaUded distress, 
and on that of a suitable, efficient and 
“ speedy remedy. This requisition they 
“ liave resolved to send to the several

1. In the Chamber of Deputies the 
disposition of thcGovernnient was yester* 
day announced wuh regard to the;;rm. 
A general diacu-ssion stood in the order 
of llie day, upon a motion of M. Ba- 
voux, for a reduction of the caw- 
tionnemciit and albo of the stamp» which 
is f)f six centimes, or one sows and o«e- 
fiph. The subject was viewed in tw'O 
lights l)y M. de la Roroe, namely, as to 
the reduction which lowering the stamp 
would make in the revenue, and as to 
the danger, politically, from lowering 
tlie cautionnaneut ; and he argued that 
the revenue would not be diminished, 
and that the prevei)ti\e effect of the 
dejiobit Avas not necessary to prevent 
lieentionsness, ns there was law to 
piini.bh it. M. Lametii made a most 
violent speech, inveigliin^j against the 
placards which he was in the daily 
iiabit of seeing (I hope he reads them 
ami }our Letter to Talleyrand amongst 
the number), against little hand-bills 
which poor peqde cry about the sWels, 
containing extracts from the news- 
papers, at one sous each ; these hand- 
bills are generally perfectly in order,** 


' for I he extracts I have seen have almost 
hUvays been taken from the iMonlteuri 
but tlie extracts are to the point. I 
saw in one which I bought, an account 
of some young men who had been going 
to Spain being detained in Bayonne, by 
the gjitcsf l^eing shut earlier than usual;

% M* Lamrtu complained that these 
*^miserahl€s" who cried about the hand* 
bills, and also that all placai dint/, were 
not put down according to law. lie 
said that there were journals also ex- 
isting contrary to latv^ and containing 
the most horrible doctrines y leading to 
republicanism.

KING'S PRINTER. 

Mr. Hump, moved for papers relative t> 
this most curious affair. In the year 171111 , 
Mr. Pitt grantiM a patent to John Reeves, 

, Robert George %re, and Amlrew Strahan, 
I appointing them the King's printers for th 
period of thirty years. The chief oliject of the 
patent was to secure to John Reeves a sine* 
cure of l,d00L a year. Mr. Pitl knew at the 
time that the pro6t was estimated at 3,000/. 
a year, and he wished John Recvoi to he so- 
cured in the half of ihat snru for his life. The 
p'lteut comprehended not only Bibles and 
Prayer-books but Acts of Parliament, and 
many other tilings relating to that and the 
other House. In IfflQ a CommUtee. of which 
the hon. Member ^or HoisetsWIre was Chair- 
mao, sat to inquire into this patent, and they 
then made a report which was intended to hi: 
a guide to future Goyeruiueuts. He com- 
plained that the Governments had nut acted 
upon the reconimeiicbtton of that Committee. 
He had told them that John Reeves had been 
secured in the possession oT half tlie profits of 
the. patent, and in the year 1807 ;bat person 
filed a bill in Chancery, calling on%e utliers 
for a dheoverv of the profits. In that bill he 
aUeged that the income amounted to .*if>,000/. 
and that the net profits were 13,000/. a year. 
With respect to the hon. Member who ivas 
now coniiecred with the olVice of King's 
printer, he would not say that that hori.Mein- 
oer bad always voted for the Government in 
ennsequeitce of that apj/oinlmenty as he was nut 
then present in the llouse (hear, hear, hear, 
from A/r. SpotUswoodo) ; but he would say, 
that he never knew the instaijcc in which 
, that bon. Member hud voted against the 
Government. 

Mr, SpoTTfbWooDE Contended that the 
charges of the King's printers wou/ii not be 
foukd unredsonabte. He begged to know o i 
what ground the hon. MeiiU>er fur Middlcsc < 
had dared to Wiert that he (Mr. Sputtiswowde) 
entered into a compact with Government 
that, he .should always vote in their favour. 
Haliad entered into no such compact i he de- 
nied the charge; and if the hun. Member 
would not retract it he should throw it back 
ill his.te^tb. ]c did not follow, because he 
differed from the hon. Member for Middlesex, 
that he (Mr. SpoUiswoude) must, of course, 
l>e Corrupt. He bad not the slightest objec- 
tion to the prudijcilou of the patent, or of tlic 
accoyjnts^ and h^challeugcd inquiry of every 
kind. He doubted, however, whether the Bill 
and answer ill Chancery could be properly la-d 
upon the table. 

Mr. reina'ked that the hon. Member 

(Mr. Spoil iswooiie) had thrown at him what 
ne ('Mr« Hume) had never cast in the fir»t 
instance. Although there was no compact, it 
was constantly foundthat the King’s printer 
had voted with Government. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer added. 
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that what liad rouie.I the hi)i). Meinher^^ in- 
di"'nrit‘<nj waa the notion that he was under 9 
compact to Vote for iMiii!ster>, 

IMr. Spon is'.yoojiK said that as he had un- 
derstood the charge, he cutild nut help dis- 
claim iug it.

Reeves, in 17J)9, Jor thb fy yencs, as a 
reward for his services as Chairman of 
the ‘‘ Loyal Association against Re- 
publicans and Levellers 3 " tjuit is to say, 
an association for preventing partia^ 
mentarg reform^ by the means of pub- 
lications, spies, ami the like. 7 ’he pa- 
tent was given to Reeves only 3 but 
“ Hypocrisy personified*' two others 
of the same crew, beset Pitt, and made 
him divide ike thing between Reeves, 
Eyre, and Strahan. Reeves made a 
contract with the others, to give up his 
share for 3,0001. a year j but, finding 
that he had been deceived as to the 
wortli.^f the thing, he filed a Bill in 
Chancery to set aside ike contract ; but, 
the j)artie3 then agreed to ^ive him 
4,500/. a year, and thereupon tli^ Bill 
was toitkdraicn» This he continued to 
receive for thirty years j so that he 
got, from this source alone, 135,000/. 
sterling! And this is the way our 
money goes, and this is the cause of 
all the calamities of the country! 
Reeves did ?io business for this of any 
sort 3 he employed no capital) what he 
got was over and above the usual prdjit * 
so that, here were 13,5(X)/. a vear, 
at the least, SINECURE PROFITS 3 
and thi^, in thirty years, amounts 
to d 05 , 000 /. sterling! And yet, -the 
Duke of Wellington ha 5 , in his econo- 
snical arrangements, just renewed, this 
patent ! This office has always had a 
wonber in the IJonse, during the last 
thirty years ! And, id this system to 
coytfiiinc I Oh, no ! hut for a very little 
while longer; 

WIDOWS* PENSIONS. 

Mp. IIcmk moved for a Copy of the Re^ju- 
latioiis ar»M in Inrcc for ^lantiu^; Peusioiift and 
Allowances t«) Widows of Oilicei's in the Army 
and Navy, and Ordnance ; to Clerks in Public 
Offices, &c., in the United Kiiigdoni^, lie 
observed tliat he wished to bring: the principle 
of grantin:^ pensions before the ilouss 3 for, 
as lar as his upiiiiou went, be was quite ready 


to agree to a resolution, that from this day no 
,iiaw pcinum slmuld be granted. He <li<l nut 
wdsli the liw to be retrospective ; and he 
was willing, if necessary, that the pay of 
officers shoiihi be tunned. As matters now stood^ 
extravagance was encouraged by the expecta- 
tion of H jamsioD. He took this ojqwt unity 
of statin;', that until this vice were taken 
out of the Poor J^airs, the country Wuuhl 
never have It 6o.'d independent peasantry ; and 
he coutrastea the situation of the peas 'uitry of 
England ‘utU thfit of the peasantry of Scot- 
land, where, however, much distress was pre- 
yalcuf. He hoped that the subject would be 
discussed in this session upoit a ne{v principle. 

Mr. Rij^mvEN hoped that the principle of 
not g^ranSng: pensions to the relics of those 
who \\^i{ faltbfnlty served their country would 
never be sanctioned by the House of Com- 
mons, and complained that a number of In- 
ferior but deter uinp; clerks had been turned 
iiUt of their offices without penmns. 

Lord P. L. GoWfEK vindicated the manner 
in which the pensions of widows were at 
present regulated, and denied that it led to 
extravagance on the part of officers. His- 
predecessors in the situation be now filled had 
long struggled agdimt feeling t of compassion 
in I'l'AUtiuk pensions. 

Mr* Wauburton said, that if the noble 
Lord really meant to introduce economy in 
his department, he must arm himself with 
steruuess to resist appeals to bis feeliiijgs. All 
the hon. Member for Middlesex wanted was, 
that officers apd men In the army and navy 
slioulahe placed upon the same footing. 

Mr. IIuME added, that he objected to g^rant- 
tog a pension to the widow of thcricA man^ 
and 'excl tiding the widow of the poor man; 
they oii^ht all to be placed upon the same 
footing, 

Yes^, they ought to be placed upon the 
samn footing 5 that is to say, to have no 
pensions at all. The widow of a labour^ 
inyf man is more woVti*j nejisitKi 
than the widow of any soldier or sailor. 
But, this is a part of our cosily system ; 
and Mr. Hume does not apiiear to see 
that he is, in this way; upholding this 
system.

Tiiese two measures were the duties 
on hops and the duties on inalf, which bad 
preveiiu'tl the poor man from hrewiujf his own 
hcc*r, and dnvrn him from his cottage. When 
he l.ud ceased to he a h.‘ewer he had ceased 
also to he a baker, and then had to g-o ti> the 
bho]} and tiic ale-house fc.r alt his food and 
drink. He bad he.trd that the fanners aroiiml 
Jlaulc, and tliat the farmers iu several parts 
of Kent, )j;id aj^Tced to give their labourers 
fiftcni shillings, a week. They had mot and 
Ti. solved to do this iu Consequence of iuiiuil- 
d.ition. Ho diuibtcd the cfUcacy of the noble 
Karl’.s bill, and wouUl recommend the Govern- 
ment to come; to the help of ih© poor-laws.

A tiohte Duke had said, that the Alinistcrs knew 
nothing about the admixiistration of the poor- 
laws ; and it was true th 't they could not well 
know how they were admini«i<er#‘d in every pt'i- 
rish, when the’ mode? of admin isi, af’ou were so 
exceedingly various. But the variety M these 
modes proved how very difficult it must be to 
find out a general remedy. He agreed in what 
had been stated respecting the consequences of 
the resort of the stipcrabutulani uiuimjiloycd 
Irish to this country ; but there aguiu it was 
extremely difficult to find a reiuedy. The 
noble Lord opposite (vSuHield) had himself 
suggested two reinedii^, or plans, which he 
thought would be attermed W'lth advantage iu 
Norfolk ; but itdid not follow that what would 
be a beneficial plan in Norfolk vvouhl answer 
ill Kent and Sus-^ox.

LABOURERS' WAR. SUSSEX.— On Sat- 
urday, property to a considerable amount 
was destroyed hy fire on a Farm at Dal- 
liiigton, situated hetweeu Battle and 
llcathfield. The risings of the peasantry 
have continued to increase. On Tlmisday 
they Collected in considerable iiunibers at 
Majfiehl; and, going from farm to farm, 
they pres.sed all lluy came near into their 
ranks.- Remonstrance and entreaty were 
vdin ; farmers, tradespeople and labimrcis, all 
were obliged to congregate and accompany 
the multitude.

LABOUREttS' \vXr.- -KENT. At a Meet- 

ing held in Ashford, Inst week, the following 
was the resolution adopted ;—** That this 
Meeting, taking into cousideratmii the ciis- 
** turbances which have arisen in various parts 
“ of the county of Kcut, fully concur iu 
opinion that measures should be adojited to 
preserve the public peace ; but at th^ same 
time, that as it is feared these disturbauces 
have arisen from the distressed state of the 
labouring classes, such hiieasures should be 
of a conciliatory, rather than a barsU ten- 
dency. That this Mectinsr laments, that 
among all the reports of the meotings which 
' have already taken place among tite Afagis** 
‘ trates of the county, not one of them cen- 
‘ tains any allusion to the cause of the jiresent 
disturbances, That having also taken into 

* consideration such cause, it is of opioiou 
that it arises mainly from the existing lui^h 

** rents and the burden of the tithe taws, which 
** render tlie tenants unable to employ the 
labouring class proportionable to thu nnniber 
** of acres they use, and of adequately remu- 
nerating those they do employ; this meet- 
** ing, therefore, recommends alt landlords to 
lower their rents, and the litbe owoers (ec- 

* clesiastlcal as W'ell as lay) to relinquish a 
portion of their intei'cst, so as to enable their 

* tenantry to employ the labouring classes, 

* aud also to pay them such wages as would 
‘ fdleuiate their distress.*' 

Maidstme — The p^santry, on their part, 
sceiu , determined to support their cause by 
other means than ouirage. It will be remem- 
bered that the spokesman of a large body of 
agricultural labourers was taken into custody 
last week,^ at Bougbfon, near Maidstone, 
while cxplaiuiug to the Magistrates tlie object 
of their asaemivli tig; Mnce that time there have 
been held iu Maidstone one or two mevlings,

presently, and appears led away with 
dreams of absorbing the last hair-penny 
of the poor ; but, let us hope that the 
dreams will pot be realized, towards 
which hope nothing is more favourable 
than the stand which men of property 
and education ore now making to sus- 
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tain the press. I really do not know 
whether it is more monstrous or more 
ludicrous, the oppression which is now 
attempted upon the press i for, it is at* 
tempted to crush it by itarmihn as well 
as by correction and prevention.

REPEAL OP THE UNfON— Lord tiro. 
BbARSPhro presented a petition from Carrkk' 
he^, praying for rdpeal of the Leg^islative 
Union between England ii^id Ireland. 

Mr. O'Connell said, that he had been in- 
structed by his constituents to support this 
petition. With the prayer of this peth!'>ii he 
iieartily concurred. There were facts cou- 
itecti'd with the town from which It came, that 
well iilu&trjBted the ejects of the Legislative 
Union. In the year 1810, there were 7,K00 
purstjiis supporteii in that town by the C(Hir.^e 
M'oolten mttMUfactare alone *, while ut present, 
there were not seven persons maintained hy it. 
Tins town was placed in the happiest situation 
for every species of’ com morce, both externally 
and ititemully. It was situate upon the es- 
tuary at three noble rivers, ami tlie finest and 
richest plain in the world extended from it. 
Yet it was now in the most miserable state of 
decay, he 'would say, decrefiitude. He was 
I^Ud toaay, that Protestants as well as Uoman 
Catholics, of Carriekbej^, bad united in siffii- 
ine tb^' petition ; and he trusted they would 
J|pm hereaffcr III all other objects. He was 
df Uj^iiicin that the repeal of ihe Union would 
be, at least, as advantageous to England as tu 
Irfipnd. ft would free England from the bur- 
den of lrM> lalmurers ; which, by dcpreciaiin^ 
tbe value of native labour, was, perhaps, the 
Greatest cause of the distOrbauces in the Eng- 
mh cuunties. Complaints were mndc in that 
House last Session as to the pressure of this 
Imrdeu, but they were not repeated this Ses** 
sioii, for if they were, he (Mr. O’Connell) 
.Would have at once said that if the moneys of 
IHshmen were spent in Ireland, the income of 
England would not bctacxd for the support of 
Irish liahiturers, « 

Lord Crokof. BRHP.sroKD said he did not 
concur in the prayer of the petition. He de- 
nied that the Uniim had caused the decay ot 
the woollen IK mufdcttire ill Carrickhe^.

Mr. Baring cousidered tlmt at the outset It 
would not have been dhUcuIt to put down the 
spirit of outrage that was now unhappily 
abroad. When it first appeared in Kent, 
there would have been no great difficulty in 
suppressing it, when it spread (0 Sussex it 
would have been not so easy to put it down, 
but still nut very difficult i when they spread 
into Hampshire, the difficulty naturally in- 
creased; but now that they hud reached Wilt- 
shire, the matter had become serious indeed ; 
mid were they to continue for three or four 
days longer, they might prove completely be- 
yond the power 0/ the Governrhent to sup- 
press.

It WAS nob', for a motnent' fo be 
doubted, that a little exertlun might haVe put 
it down at first ; whereas it was now spreading 
fwira county to county, and from dMtriet to 
district, with a rapidity anil a rce wbit^b the 
Government might find ihcinselves unable to 
resist,

LORD BROUGHAM. U|)oii Mr. 
Rice moving for a new writ of election 
for the County of York, Mr. Brougham 
baying been made a Peer, 

Mr. CiiOKBA said, it was impossible to per- 
mit that inmioii, which, considering all tive 
circuiiistances cotiuccted with it, was one of 
the most important that had ever been iii.ide 
Rouse, to pass without making a few 
^jHrvations upon it. It was but one week 
since they bad heard iu that House the 
eiiiiiient individual referr^**! to, declare ihat;

KfiRfl from the new Opposition.) That de- 
claradoti was a voluntary declaration on the 
aitofthehoii and learned Geutloinan, wiio, 
dwcvcr»uot content with having made that 
declaration so p ositively and so publicly, re- 
puted It voluntarily i>u tbe next puhlir occa- 
sion that offered itself. He had beard that 
hoU..au.d learned Gentleman assert, that the 
0harM||r of public men was part of the wealth 
of England, If that was true at any time, 
and with respect to any Gentleman, how mneh 
more true was it ut this nioinent, and with 
respect to the chaiacter of that man who oc- 
cupied the station described in the almoit 
sacred terin« of the keeper of the King's con- 
scionce, and who was investetl with the most 
transcendeut powers of the State ? If there 
was any man's character that above all others 
required to be dear from sbuffiuig and iiitii- 
gae, it was the character of the Lord lligii 
Ghmicellur of England. He siiouUl theroh}i'c 
i^ake uo aiiulogy for calling the ailention ol tlie 
,Houie to tliat remoi'kable declaration tu which 
hi^ bad already alluded. Me was ready 10 ijc- 
jievetbat it was capable of explanaijon*-for 
explanation It certainly did require, ^ie did 
not Mnderstond why tins luotioa hoMp^ 
made yeuerday. Was it rcspeclfuito that 
jffouse, with two notices of motions on tluir 
OfdeVT’W.k'^vras it respectful, he asked, tliat 
that House should not have been inrormed 
that. that emiuent ]>erson no longer iormed 
part'uf their body? Perhaps it mii;ht be 
told, t{»at an ei^lanaiian could be aUbrded to 
this last niicstKui. Perhaps it was because 
pat.ent of , Peerage had not then been 
made out But that was iio excuse— he 
had occupied the Great Seat*^hc occupied 
the place of Lord Keeper, he sat in tlie 
other house of Parliainenr, exercising tlu 
dignity bf that high siuiaiion, and if, witii 
the breathless haste with which be had taki-n 
piissessiun of that office, so that even some 
(ccfmicdl difficulties in matters of order had 
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been Kot aMde, in onler that ha might show 
himself ill hi& new and splcndiil character, he 
had aiitiost said doniino, it would at least have 
been but respCLtful to that House, that they 
should have been put in possession of the cir- 
cumstance as aouii as the other House of Par- 
liament. ] state this to show what impres- 
sion has been made on tlA; conntpy by this 
matter, and to show that some explanation is 
absolutely iiecessai^* The impressions made 
oil the country were easily observable. By those 
tiieuDs of cheap and extensive dttfusiun of opi- 
nion, that opinion coul<l be discovered. The 
lion. Member then read a paragra|)h from a 
country new.-paper, which appeared after ihe 
declarations, the voluntary declarations, made 
by the hon. and learned Gentleman. (Hear^ 
bear.) What was the meaning of these 
declarations ? Were they menaces, h||^ he 
been neglected, or worse than ncgleclt^^nad 
be hreii offered something not worthy bis 
talents and station f If they were so, if 
they were intended as a spur, as a stimulus, 
to tile lazy gratitude of the First Lord of 
the Treasury, he asked what coiiHdence 
could he placed in a Government which 
vva.« capable of being iufU^nced by such 
motives ? If these decbratiuiis Were not mc- 
nuces—if they were uttered in sincerity, it 
imported much to the country to know what 
it was that had made so sudden, so decided 
a change in the hutiourahle and learned Mem- 
ber's <>)diiiun. 'lill it was expl^jted, the 
character of the noble and leailPd f^iord 
would be under a cloud, vvhich it behoved 
those who were able to do, if any were able, to 
disjierse. 

Sir JaMEs Mackiktosii rose— not for the 
purpose of offering auy explanation^ for to 
none was the honourable Member entitled. 
I'bc cburacter of the noble and learned Lord 
fild not need vindication in an assembly of 
which he had so long been the chief ornament 
-*-of which, indeed, it had often been the high- 
est boast and the greatest honour (hat he had 
been among the number of its Members. (Hear, 
liear.) He left the eloquence, the Unwearied 
industry, the undoubted abjiity, the welU 
known and well* recollected powers of the 
Itoiiourable and learned Gentleman to answer 
for ; and in wiiat he should say on this 
.subj«t, lie should but give vent to those feel- 
ings which rose within him aC thu — th^ (Host 
extiavagant speech that had ever been hekrd 
in either House of Parllaibont slncetYie very 
iirst exisience ofthat body. (Hear, hear.) The 
lionnurable Member had said that this blotter 
was probably capable of explanation. It was 
so. But that explanation bad not been pro- 
pcily required. It had been demanded iu a 
violent and disorderly spcech~a speech un- 
paralleled in the annals of Parliame.uV 
coinj)o?ed of nothing but violations of the 
or(!oi'» of (bat House. He maijutained that if 
auv other fit opportunity of asking, for the ex- 
planation bad been likely to occur, occasion 
should not now have been taken to make a 
.spe^^Lh full of insinuations of u most st^ious 


kind, coloured, indeed, with a little paltry 
admission at the end of the sentence that tho 
tyne lur explanation might come, and that 
explanation inighi po.ssihly be capable of 
being affordcti. If the matter wnscspahleof 
explanation, that time was chosen in a niMniier 
to make anf one believe that it had been ex- 
pressly selected in order (o defy any man mak- 
(dg it there. From whom could conic the 
explanation j Frojn the colleagues of the 

noble aud learned Lord, not one of whom was- 
uow present* If the hon. Geutleniiiii thought 
that these circumstances were capable of ex- 
planation— if he allowed that there wore lit 
opportunities for demanding it, how came he 
Vj choosnthis most unlit of all opportunities, 
ill the absence of all those who could possibly 
have pyeii him the explannlton he required* 
He (Sir J. M*) denied that the explanation 
was due or could be due under any circuui- 
.stadces. Was the House, he would ask, pre- 
pared to call for the particulars of the iicgoci- 
atioHs between the Crown and the persons who 
now formed bis Majesty's Government (hear) 
-^of negotiations which must neces.sarily be 
secret? The members of the late ministry — 
they who had rtsigiied in consequence of the 
expressed displeasure of that House— would 
surely not be prepared to make sncli a cull 
for explanation. There might have been cir- 
cumstmices which, within less than one week 
after the declarations referred to, had made 
it necessary for the noble Lord to at cept 
that office, which he at fir.^^t had not con- 
ieniplated undertaking. I'he assertion of the 
exHtence of that necessity might have been 
made had auy of that noble Lord's Colleagues 
been jn tlie House, though the details of it 
could not be given without an actual breach 
of duty.

It l^egan by the la- 
bourers in Kent enterm*^ the buildioj^s 
of tlie ffreac farmers, and breaking their 
thrashmff-machiuet ; for, please to ob- 
serve, one effect of hcavtf taxaiion is to 
cause the invention of wticliinertf^ The 
farmer or manufacturer is so pressed 
for money by the Government, that he 
resorts to all possible means of uimug 
the expense of labour ^ and' as macbffles 
will work cheaper than tnen^ the ma- 
chines are prcferrctl. As to the pood 
or evil of machinery, speaking of it 
generally y there may be some ground 
for dispute j but it is very certain that 
it may he carried to exccsif ^ for, supooBe 
that the land could be ploughed, aim the 
corn cut and carted as well as thrashed 
by machinery, there would be a country 
tvilhcropSy but without people. There 
cau be no <louht that our forefathers, 
who *built the cathedrals, cc|jid. have]

Tliey, therefore, began by de- 
molishing these machines. This was a 
crime j the magistrates and jailors w^c 
rciuly with ptinislimeuts j soldiers^ well 
fed and well clothed out of the tastes, 
were ready to shoot or cut down the 
offenders. Unable to resist these united 
forces, the labourers resortedTo th<l use 
of fire, secretly put to the barhe and 
stacks of those who had the machines, 
or whom they deemed the cause of their 
poverty and misery. The witfchief and 
the alarm that they have caused: by this 
means are beyond all calculation. They 
go in bands of from 100 to 1,000 men, 
and summon the farmers to come forth, 
a.id then they demand that they shall 
agree to pay them such wages as they 
think right ; and you will please to ob* i 
serve, that even the wages that they!

“ Ircos, tiionyjihe hud no idea of oppos- 
in ; the motion whicli was to be made 
“ partially to that cflec t that night by a 
" jioble Earl who had given notice on 
" the subject j and, in case the object 
“ or that motion sliouhl be extended by 
“ the ir Loi\l ships, he wa.s not prepared 
“ to siiy that he would havesUny objec- 
“ tiou. With regard, liowever, to the 
" quesjion of tlie noble aud learned Lord, 
" wljclher it was propo.sed to grant ad- 
“ ditional powers to Magislrate.s to 
" erniblc them to repvcs.s the disturbances 
wiiieh had unhappily taken place, lie 
“ luul only to ^ay, that in his opinion au , 
“extension of their power.s was not! 
“ ncec-sary, for, in all places where | 
they liad been exorcised witJi prompt- 
" ness and energy, they hud accora- 
“ pi i shed all that was desirable at the 
moment.” 

There is sense in this abstaining from 
granting more power to nnigistrates, 
\Vc all remember Sidmouth'a circular j 
and any ministry is mad that begins its 
career now by levying war upon the 
nation in the inunner ofSidmouth. 

The Lord CHANCBLLoii “ entirely 
“ concurred in the observations made 
by the noble Earl, and in bis humble 
" opinion, until the law, as it now .stood, 
had a fair and ample trial, it would 
" not be just to attempt a new mea.sure 
“ of rigour to correct a passing and 
" temporary slate of things. (Ilear^ 


hear.) Still it was proper that os cry 
thing should be done to put the ex- 
isting law into vigorous effect, aiu! 
“ he hoped sincerely that tinise dis- 
“ turliances, which were a rliscrcdit to 
“ the coimlry at large, and a marked 
./* disgrace to those places u here they 
were cft^nmiited, and which the de- 
j “■ liule«i persons who committed them 
i “ should be made to feel were ruinous 
to themsclvci, would be pat down. 

I “ He repeated that those excesses were 
I" fatal *10 the object which they wore 
i " intemicd to redress j and it was au 
["obvious truth, that in pioportion to

; 'i'he latter sentence of this speech is 
remarkable for "want of truth. That 
is the very thing that the pei>plo have 
considered ; whether they xAtn be. worse 
off; and they Jkivc detennined that 
I tJiey cannot.

Now, whtit 
caused this but the state of tlie cotmtry ; 
that is to say, in plain words, the deter- 
mination of the people to destroif the 
prtnluce of the earth, unless fheij icere 
allowed a greater share of ii ? Not to 
let the rich hare any^ unless the jioor 
had more. The Lord Chancellor s-aid 
someilfing about the nuimicr in which 
justiceships of liie peace had been filled 
of late years, hinting that proper |)er.sons 
had been left out of , the commission, 
afid^ therefore, by hmendojthat improper 
jiersons had been put in. The insolence 
of parson<magistrates has been tine of 
the greatest causes of the rancour which 
prevails throiigh.out the country against 
the THING. It has brouglit down a 
sort of vindictive hatred upon the 
Church itself, with an utter cletestatiou 
of the [Kirspna^

Lord W'lNcmr.sKA, Lord IMhLBOtuiNK, 
and the OiiUe of Wklmngtox, saicl, that 
us far as their information went, there 
were no fornymiri in the jails. In 
short, they f/ave the. lie to the story that 
John Lord i^ldon said he had received 
iu a letter ! 

I'ho Earl ofFAeMouTfi observed, that the 
noble Enrl at the head of HU Majesty’s tio- 
vpiiitiieni had huid tiiat it wa< not tiis inten- 
tion f(i pyoime mty new mu(sure*in ordir to 
htrf tig then the law, unless in' a case of extreme 
iiccessily.

POOR'LAVVSi’ — The Marquess i>f Salis- 
bury rose to mo\c for the appouitim-ivi of a 
Select Coinitnttee W iiiquirc into tho uibnlnis- 
Itration uf the Poor-Laws. He had ahvayi 
been of opinion that ilic popiilatoo of the 
country, althougli it might at suii.c period 
I exceed die immediate menus t>f 
generally by no means too great. '1 in- ex - 
perieiicc of last year had convuit-cd him th.it 
the popufatinn mguged in i-guvuUurr was not 
too great, Willi respect to wages aUo, it 
would be found on inriniry that wagea at 
present were 7wt only eqntd to those tf Jormev 
days, but superior. Comparing the pn .cnt 
price of labour, with reference lo llic j»rice of 
provisions, w ith the price of labour from the 
I beginning of the sexeutcentli, to ih 
‘of tlie eighteenth century, it a|i|u’ai.nl rhal it 
was a third higher th.i 

During tlie late war the reduction of the price 
of corn had been coiisidevaldy less ihan the 
reduction of wascs, except iu rases in whicfi 
the perverse system had heeu ado])tc'd oi ])ay- 
ing the wages out of the poor's rates. Lo tl^iiig 
at all the circumstances, distressed us the 
c^^ricultnral labourer was, hU wages were 
higher than at former periods. One ;:roat evil 
which the labourer at present ciidiovd was 
the extravagant rate of house-rent. Another 
was the absence, iu coii-etiutnce t.i the ini- 
proveineiits which bad taken place in iiniiiu- 
factiires, of ail sedentary emptoymtnt for hts 
\/utaiiy* The^rgiVat object to be nrcomfdished 
was, in 'ds opinion, to procnie a roguUir and 
steady and sulficteut supply of labourers, and 
lit till* same time to take care that the supply 
did not become greater than the demand, and 
the condition of the labourer reduced hey-ood 
I that of comfort and coiiii>eteiit subsistence.

but every cotisideraltle (fropiietor of late years 
hafl direefed his attentioi# to what is nilled 
ctt'uriof( hi^ef tales ^ so that the peasantry were 
driven to;^efker to oicuptt kaiiil Um knds, and 
tlieir .'idiMvanre and means ol ,sub;,l 4 !U*uce re- 
duced to ilic JowC't sum on which it was pos- 
fcihJc to eke ojit their esistence, The great 
ohject to which he wished to direct the atten- 
tion of their^ Lordships, teas to deris^ jt/ijne 
means for procuring tutd supporting- a body of 
niev^ who would prove sound, good, lahonorts, 
and virtuous aik^Ltanis lu the labours of the 
farii'.er, and who would at the same tnUc be 
pualiicd to live rowfoeiah/y on the produce of 
fltvir la/jhur. At the present nioment, be 
IcarciUuuch that the jiroctss of clearing the 
iaims had produc'Ml a state of things anumg 
the pca^amry of this country somewhat similar 
to tbiit. whicli was represented elsewhere to 
hive taken place in the oeighlKiuring k,ingdc)iu 
of In iaiiil, hut represented in terms which he- 
hojK'd, for the hvuonr of iuunanitv, would be 
found lo l;e vciy much exaggerated.

Accor(linj»;ly* at that time, a] 
nuiuhor were oouaf ’.‘coated lo'ifether h\ 
sound of horn, on iHkwcll Heath, alttmt four 
miles fioni Wycotuh, armed with sledge ham- 
mers, ciMw liars, pick-axes, ike, Tliey pro- 
coedui llirouoli Wohuru and Loudwater tu 
ilie paper-mill ol Messr?. Lane, and ou a 
shot beiiij: firctl to intimidate them, they 
l>''‘C('ime infiiriated, and the entrance, which 
h.ul reshded their ciForts for above half an 
hour, Wii', att.icked with rerloubleil fury, ami 
shortly broken open ; when another ^un wa< 
dischavjioil, the conlents of which Iodised in 
the arm of an eldeily man named Bryant. 
Above four fj.illous of vitriol \>vre showo’cd 
on til VMM, and many were severely buriii. 
Not with-tauditj(; tbis the work of destruction 
coinmencyd, and in less than 15 minutes the 
machine was wholly destroyed. The person 
who threw tlje viirhd wan dmkod by the 
rioters, and narrowly e.scaped with life. 
Dunnjj this tine the in a^i si rates sent cx- 
res-es to WitirUor, atul to the Marquess ol 
handiisi, h)r ih« a-sisiance of the uulitars', 
runn Messrs. Lane tlie *.nob proceeded throujfh 
the town, levyur*^ contributions ou the shop 
keepers, uniil they arrivexl tit the paper-mill 
of Afr, I lay, w here the mnebiuery was also 
ilcslroyed, ijotw Iiii&taiidfui^ Mr. Hay had ill' 
J'ornu-d tiuin that it shonhl not u^aiu boused 
Miilil >uiiK* arrauf’eincijt was minie betweeu 
tiie n)astei\» and men. Ho also told tli^on that 
he erupUi 3 'ed no less than lifty-lhrce hands j 
and that if they injured his property, the tuep 
inuBt of necessity ho thrown out of employ. 
One ol Mr. Hay’s men vainly attempted to 
opfiosc the rioters with a red-hot poker, hut 
he was ji^hid to make his escape. The Riot 
Act was re.ul h^ the Rev, Mr. Vincent, when 
the riotor.i nt)4'>ed to t!»e lunn of Mr. Lahd^» 
dale, who^e thrashlu^-macliine svas shortly 
broken to pieces j and tli.-it ul Afr.

High 
Shcrilf, had arrivetC whu, with a number of 
freutlcm^u, attempted to oppose the fioWs, 
when th^ty were saluted with a shower of 
stones, find CoioneFVyae was much cut in tlq; 
face. A medical ^eutlemaii, from Burnham, 


with difficulty escaped wi:h hii life, lie had 
armed huuself with 'a svyor.l, and in eudea* 
vourin^ to csca^ie, rode over two females, and 
was thrown from his horse.

ing, and, indeed, that Nature herself. Inis 
shown to the labourers, that this part of 
the produce of the earth must in jurtice 
behmg, in part, at least, to them, or, at 
least, to such of them as are in want; 
nature, in.-diiict, if they were destitute 
of all reasoning faculties, would forbid 
them to regard a tenth part of all the 
liroduce of the earih to belong, of right, 
to one man in each parish, and that 
mao iH'itiier the owner nor the tiller of 
any part of that same land. 

In the meanwhile, however, (he par- 
sons arc radueiug their iitkcs with a 
tolerable degree of alacrity ! It seems 
lo come from (hem like drops of blood 
from the heart; but it coine.s ; and it 
imi.st all come now; or Eng'laml will 
never again know even tlic uppcamuce 
(jf i)cace. Out of evil comes good/* 
AVc are not, indeed, upon that mere 
ma'iirii, “ to do evil that good may come 
from it/‘ Jiut without entering at pre- 
sent into the motives of the working 
people, it is unquestionable that their 
acts have ])ro(lucod good, and great 
good too. Thay have been always told, 
and they are told now, and by the very 
jjar^on that I have ((noted above, th.it 
their acts of violence, and particularly 
the burnings, can do them no goody bnt 
add to their tcantSj by destroying the 
food tliat they would have to eaK^ Alas ! 
they know better: they know that one 
thrashing-machine takes wages from 
ten men ; and they also know that they 
should have none of this food ; and that 
potatoes and salt do not burn ! There- 
fore, this argument is not worth a 
straw. Besides, th^ see and feel that 
the good comes, and comes instantly too, 
Tliey see that they do get some bread, 
in consequence of the destruction of 
part of the corn; and white they see 
tlib, you attempt in vain to persuade 


them, that that which they htavc dt)nc 
Ls wrong. Ami as to one eifetd, tiiut of 
making the parsons reduce their iitlu v, 
it is hailed as a good by nincty-niim- 
hundredths e\eii of men of considerable 
property ; while there is not a single 
man in the country who doe.-? not clearly 
trace f|^e reduction to the aoU of the 
labourers, and c.-^pecially to the fires-, 
for i' is to the terror of these, aixl not 
the bochly force, that has presadod. 
To attempt to persimdc either farmers 
or febourers, that the tithes do not do 
them any harm, is to combat plain com- 
mon sense. Tlicy must know, and tliey 
do know, that whatever is received by 
the parson is Ju.st so mucii taken from 
them, except that p;irt wlilidi he may 
lay out for ptaductive Itdmnr in the pa- 
rish; and that is a mere trillc (!ompareil 
with whllt he gives to the Ea^t am 
West Indies, to the wiue-countrie.«, to 
the footmen, and to other unproum lice 
lubourcr.*<. lu short, th(‘ tiilie-ownors 
take away from the agricullnra! j)ai*i,'.Iics 
a leuth part of the gro^s produce, whicii 
in this present -state of abii^e of the. 
institution, they apply to purjio'cs not 
only not beneficial, but generally mis- 
chievous to the people of those parishes. 

The accounts from Uambridgcahsro 
sav, that si ncet he terrible Jires ihai liu\ e

No ; they 
would not. There have been inquiry 
after inquiry by committee after com- 
thUtee; the horrible state of tlic la- 
bourers has been well known for twenty 
years ; and there never has been juiy 
measure even proposed to better their 
lot. Oh ! no: it is i[ that ought lo have

Tbat> how^yeft 
not the time to enter into the question of Re- 
form, either with respect to its gepi^r^rpriti-^ 
ci pies or its particular details* Neither was 
he called on, upon that oGcasioli, ;disduts 
the expediency of Vote by 
perhaps, have strung objectioii^:t<xit; btittitl 
the whole question should cdmi before tUeiOr 
when it had received the sauettoh of the qtbir 
House, he shouldnot state bts opinion upon it/ 
If it did receive the sanction of that miise, 
he sliuuld state the principles on which it 
should have his support* On the • questloii^of . 
Reform, he should decline to state niurejlb^;

That 
bare fact, and that alone, preserved the 
jHiuUry, tlip pigSj and the linen on the 
hedge, AV'Jion I was about to set oft* to 
the North, last winter, a difficulty aro-e 
about leaving the farm without some 
one to have authority, I used to be 
there tlie greater part of my time, in the 
week, and, on Sunday', and Saturday 
night, at Kensington This did pretty 
well ; but, to go away for months^ and to 
Iea\e a}()nng woman and these yoimg 
men and boys to carry onhy tlicrnselvos 
wouM not do. My wife volunteered her 
services, and there she staid fhe whole 
winter, and hns nc»t boon ho hearty and 
pcj^lly well any winter for llu: last 
of her life. She, who is as timid 
awQfut robbers as an>hody, thought her- 
self quite safe with the.-c chopsticks in 
the liouec, and that house too without 
window-shutters, and into which a:i} 


man might step from the yard by only 
opening the casement. She took tlio 
precaution to make two of the men 
sleep down stairs, and then she thought 
hcrSelf perfectly safe. She had to scold 
these fellows often enough, every one 
must know; buf shd feared no danger 
from that : reason, common sense, told 
her that she was safe, though men, 
maid and boys were all utter strangers 
to us. 

But, now, how did these fellows fare? 
Let US' see, and then we shall see, in its 
true light, all the real cause of the riots 
anil the fires. I kept them as cheaply 
as 1 could consistently with what [ 
deemed sufficient food and raiment. I 
gave the men 3s. a week in wmtey^ the 
b(;ys 2s. or Is. Gd* according to their size 
and ability. Their food was, as nearly 
as possible, as follow : —

;o)d to this maid, who had had fo?ir 
pounds a year in the C(»untry, I gave lev 
pounds, and ijuile little emmgh, con- 
.'»ideriijgtho work she had to perform; 
tV/r, besides all the rest, she had a row 
to milk and butter to make. The men, 
then, cost me Gs. (uL a week, aiul the 
hoys 7v. Gd. e.xclusive of good warm 
lodging, a good fire to sit by, aiul raii- 
dlo- light. Not one morsel too mwh, 
and not one drop too much had they. 
The poitnti of bacon and pork sometimes 
beat them. They always had ju'^t what 
they pleased of cabbaye and farnipSy 
ami, in summer, beans and peas, and 
always what onions they cliose. 'IJie 
pound of Of»rk and bacon beat them 
tVcqucntly : but the mutton ami bocf 
I tried them many timc.'a ;
